Resolved,  That  Captain  Joseph  Stiles,  Commissary  of  Military 
Stores,  be  directed  to  deliver  to  the  Hon'ble  Thomas  Smith,  Esquire, 
hree  hundred  weight  of  gun  powder  and  four  hundred  weight  of 
ead,  to  be  by  him  forwarded  to  Colonel  George  Ashmant,  Lieuten- 
nt  of  the  county  of  Bedford,  for  the  use  of  the  militia  of  the  said 
ounty. 

Whereas,  A  number  of  well  affected  inhabitants  of  Charles 
own,  who  have  suffered  a  long  and  painful  captivity,  have  been 
xchasged  and  arrived  in  this  city,  after  having  been  plundered  by 
be  common  enemy,  and  thereby  left  destitute  of  the  means  of  proc- 
uring accommodations  suitable  to  their  merit  and  rank  in  life  : 

Arid  Whereas,  It  is  an  indispensible  duty  to  provide  them  with 
litable  quarters  free  of  any  expence  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Deputy  Quarter  Master  General  of  tins  city 
o  immediately  accommodate  all  such  persons  as  shall  apply  to  hiaa 
Vol.  xiii. — 1. 
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under  the  above  description,  with  suitable  apartments,  in  &ml 
houses  in  this  city  and  liberties  as  are  most  convenient  for  thai 
purpose,  having  due  respect  to  the  numbers  of  persons  m  familj 
and  the  size  of  the  houses ;  and  that  the  wardens  of  the  city,  or  sc 
many  as  may  be  necessary,  be  requested  to  assist  the  said-  Quarfcea 
Master  in  the  said  service. 

Whereas,  The  Hon'ble  the  delegates  of  the  States  of  Virginia 
have  presented  a  memorial  to  this  Board,  representing  that  fifteen 
bales  of  merchandize,  the  property  of  the  said  State,  have  been*  at- 
tached, by  virtue  of  a  process  issuing  out  of  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas  of  this  city,  at  the  suit  of  Simon  Nathan,  at  present  a  resi- 
dent of  this  State.     That  the  said  merchandize  is  now  accordingly 
arrested  in  the  hands  of  Messrs.  Mifflin  and  Butler  as  garnishees. 
That  the  said  memorialists  apprehend  that  the  State  of  Virgiaiajk 
now  in  union  with  this  and  the  other  United  States  of  America,,  as  1 
free,  sovereign  and  independant,  cannot  nor  ought  not  to  be  in  any  for 
respect  held  to  answer  in  the  Courts  of  Justice  of  any  other  State,  noi 
reduced  to  the  alternative  of  yielding  its  property  to  a  claim  madejof 
by  any  individual  in  any  such  court,  and  that  such  procedure  is  in  I 
other  respects  dangerous  to  the  publick  interests:  Whereupon.,  due  di 
deliberation  having  been  had,  and  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney  €ren- 1 
eral  of  the  State  taken  in  the  premises, 

Resolved,  First.  That  the  said   process  is  derogatory  to  thejciti 
rights  and  sovereignty  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia  as  a  free 
sovereign  and  independent  State,  and  that  farther  procedure  thereon|ef 
ought  not  to  be  had. 

Secondly.  That  the  Sheriff  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  and  all 
other  civil  officers  of  this  State,  concerned  in  the  arrest  or  detenn 
tion  of  said  goods,  do  immediately  deliver  the  same  to  such  personah 
as  may  be  appointed  in  behalf  of  said   State  by  the   Honorable  h 
Delegates  thereof,  in  Congress  assembled,  and  forbear  farther  mo-  ob 
lestation  or  disturbance  of  the  said  State  or  its  legal  agents-  in  frhe 
premisses.  Ify 

And  Whereas,  The  said  Simon  Nathan,  the  plaintiff  in  saic|  4 
suit,  having  been  brought  before  this  Board,  examined  touching  hia  h 
conduct,  and  having  declared  that  he  had  taken  owt  the  said  process- 
merely  as  a  matter  supposed  of  right,  and  being  ignorant  of  the  privi-i 
ledges  of  the  State  in  this  respect :     The  Sheriff  and  Prothono-* 
tary  alledging  the   same,  and  the  delegates   of  Virginia  having  to 
signified  their  desire  that  as  this  is  the  first  instance  of  such  aggrgs*  5t 
sion,  no  farther  notice  may  be  taken  of  any  of  the  parties. 

Resolved,  That  the  said  plaintiff,  Simon  Na$&an>  be  dischargee!

By  his  Eoceellency  JOSEPH  REED,  Esquire,  President,  ana 
the  Supreme  Executive  Council  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Penn 
sylvania: 

A  PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas,  Divers  ill-disposed  persons  have  manufactured  or  im- 
ported into  this  State  quantities  of  base  metal,  in  the  similitude 
of  British  half  pence,  but  much  inferior  in  value  and  weight  tc 
genuine  British  half-pence,  to  the  great  depreciation  of  that  coin) 
the  injury  of  the  community  in  general,  and  the  poor  in  particu 
lar,  such  practices  having  a  natural  tendency  to  raise  the  neces 
sarys  of  life  and  introduce  new  confusion  in  the  currency  ol 
the  country :  We  have,  therefore,  thought  proper  to  prohibit, 
and  do  hereby  strictly  enjoin  all  officers  employed  in  the  re* 
ceipt  of  taxes  or  other  publick  dues,  not  to  receive  such  base 
coin  in  any  payments  whatsoever;  and  do  earnestly  recommend  to 
ail  the  faithful!  inhabitants  of  this  State  to  refuse  it  in  payment, 
and  by  all  other  lawful  ways  and  means  discourage  the  currency 
thereof;  and  we  do  in  a  special  manner  direct  and  enjoin  all  Ma 
gistrates,  Sheriffs,  Constables  and  other  civil  officers  within  this 
State,  to  make  due  inquiry  after  offenders  in  the  premises,  that 
they  may  be  brought  to  speedy  and  condign  punishment.

The  Board  taking  into  consideration  the  resolve  of  the  HonHble 
ingress  of  the  United  States,  passed  the  twelfth  instant,  setting 
rth  that  "  Whereas,  It  has-been  represented  to  the  United  States, 
in  Congress  assembled,  that  there  are  many  French  seamen,  sub- 
jects of  his  most  Christian  Majesty,  in  the  United  States,  em- 
ployed on  board  armed  and  other  vessels  in  the  service  of  the 
said  States  or  the  citizens  thereof :  And  whereas,  It  has  also  been 
represented  that  the  said  seamen  are  necessary  for  corapleatly 
manning  the  squadron  under  the  Count  De  Barras;  all  officers, 
therefore,  commanding  armed  or  other  vessels,  under  commis- 
sions from  the  United  States,  in  Congress  assembled,  are  hereby 
ordered  and  directed  immediately  to  deliver  to  the  said  Count  De 
Barras,  or  to  any  person  or  persons  by  him  appointed  to  receive 
the  same,  all  French  seamen,  subjects  of  his  said  Majesty,  who 
ire  or  may  be  entered  on  board  their  vessels  respectively ;  and  if 
any  officer  commissioned  as  aforesaid,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  com- 
plying with  this  order,  he  shall  forfeit  his  commission,  and  be 
subject  to  such  other  punishment  as  to  right  shall  appertain  \  and 
t  is  earnestly  recommended  to  the  Legislatures  and  Executives 
)f  the  several  States  to  give  effectual  aid  and  support  for  the  exe- 
juting  this  order,  and  also  for  delivering  to  the  Count  De  Barras 
ill  French  seamen,  as  aforesaid,  that  may  be  otherwise  employed 
rithin  their  respective  jurisdictions  ;"  whereupon, 
Resolved,  That  all  Merchants,  Captains  of  vessels,  and  other 
izens  or  inhabitants  of  this  State,  be  strictly  enjoined  to  pay 
e  obedience  to  the  above  resolve,  and  all  Magistrates,  Sheriffs, 
cl  Constables,  and  other  civil  officers,  be  directed  to  aid  and  as- 
t  such  persons  as  may  be  legally  appointed  by  the  Commander  of 
i  Fleet  of  his  most  Christian  Majesty,  in  apprehending  and  secu- 
g  such  French  mariners,  as  they  will  answer  the  contrary  at- 
^ir  peril.

A.  petition  from  George  A.  Baker,  was  read,  setting  forth  that 
ptain  Bobert  Bethel  purchased  at  a  vendue  of  confiscated  estates,. 
messuage  and  lot  of  ground  late  tb&  estate  of  Abraham  Car- 
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lisle,  an  attainted  traitor  ;  that  the  right  of  the  said  Robert  Bethel 
Is  since  become  vested  in  him,  the  said  George  A.  Baker;  that  the 
widow  of  the  said  Abraham  Carlisle  is  in  possesion  of  the  premises, 
■and  refuses  to  deliver  them  up ;  whereupon,  he  hath  prayed  the  aid  ol 
this  Board  to  cause  possesion  to  be  given  him,  agreeable  to  the  act 
of  Assembly;  and  the  same  act  being  considered, 

Resolved,  That  the  Seeriff  of  the  city  and  county  of  Philadel- 
phia do  give  possesion  of  the  said  premises  to  him,  the  said  George

Whereupon, 
Resolved,  That  the  following  petition  be  presented,  vizt : 

To  the  Honorable  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  of  Ame- 
rica. 

The  petition  of  the  President  and  Supreme  Executive  Council 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  humbly  sheweth  : 

That  a  controversy  has  long  subsisted  between  the  said  Common- 
wealth and  the  State  of  Connecticutt,  respecting  sundry  lands  lay- 
ing within  the  northern  boundary  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  and 
as  your  petitioners  alleged,  clearly  comprehended  within  the  limits 
of  the  charter  or  grant  made  by  Charles  the  Second,  and  dated  the 
fourth  day  of  March,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  six 
hundred  and  eighty,  to  William  Penn,  Esquire,  the  first  proprie- 
tary of  Pennsylvania,  vizt : 

All  that  tract  or  part  of  land  in  America,  with  all  the  Islands 
therein  contained,  as  the  same  is  bounded  on  the  east  by  Delaware 
riveT,  from  twelve  miles  distant  northwards  of  New-Castle  town 
snto  the  three-fortieth  degree  of  northern  latitude,  if  the  said  river 
doth  extend  so  far,  but  if  the  said  river  shall  not  extend  so  far 
northward,  then  by  the  said  river  so  far  as  it  doth  extend ;  and 
from  the  head  of  the  said  river,  the  eastern  bounds  are  to  be  de- 
termined by  a  meridian  line  to  be  drawn  from  the  head  of  the  said 
river  unto  the  three  and  fortieth  degree;  the  said  land  to  extend 
westward  five  degrees  in  longitude,  to  be  computed  from  the  said 
eastern  bounds  ;  and  the  said  lands  to  be  bounded  on  the  north  by 
the  beginning  of  the  three  and  fortieth  degree  of  northern  lattitude, 
and  on  the  south  by  a  circle  drawn  at  twelve  miles  distance  from 
New  Castle  northward  and  westward  unto  the  beginning  of  the 
fortieth  degree  of  northern  latitude ;  and  then  by  a  straight  line 
westward  to  the  limits  of  longitude  above  mentioned. 

That  by  an  act  of  Assembly  passed  the  twenty-seventh  day  of 
November,  1779,  the  right  and  title  to  all  and  singular  the  premi- 
ses, is  now  become  duly  vested  in  the  Commonwealth. 

That  certain  persons  calling  themselves  the  Susquehanna  com- 
pany, first  set  up  a  claim  upon  the  said  lands  usually  called  the 
Wyoming  lands.     That  the  said  claim  was  first  patronized,  and 
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afterwards  adopted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Connecticutt, 
and  sundry  settlements  on  said  lands  under  the  authority  of  said 
State. 

That  your  petitioners  do  most  expressly  deny  that  the  State  of 
Connecticutt  hath  any  just  or  lawful  right  claim  to  the  premises 
above  mentioned,  or  any  other  comprized  within  the  limits  afore- 
said, and  do  pray  the  Hon'ble  Congress  to  grant  them  a  hearing 
in  the  premises,  agreeble  to  the  ninth  article  of  the  Confederation 
and  perpetual  Union  entered  into  by  the  United  States  of  America.

other  inhabitants  of  this  State,  to  discourage  the  employment  of 
rsudh  seamen  in  any  vessels  belonging  to  or  sailing  out  of  this  port.

We 
would  also  recommend  a  provisionary  act  in  favor  of  those  virtuous 
inhabitants  of  Carolina,  who,  after  suffering  greatly  in  the  common 
■cause,  have,  with  a  few  domestics,  retired  into  this  State  from  the 
oppressions  of  the  tyranny  of  the  British  government :  By  the 
-operation  of  .a  law  of  this  Commonwealth,  just  and  humane  in  itself, 
an€  highly  reasonable  when  extended  only  to  the  proper  inhabi- 
tants of  this  State,  they  will  be  in  danger  of  loosing  the  services  of 
these  few  domestics  they  have  saved  from  the  depredations  of  the 
enemy,  unless  some  cautionary  regulation  is  soon  adopted,  and 
wlhich  we  make  no  doubt  you  will  provide. 

The  Secretary  will  deliver  you  sundry  papers  relative  to  the 
above,  and  some  other  important  concerns  of  the  State;  and  we 
shall  cheerfully  concur  in  every  measure  tending  to  facilitate  the 
public  business  with  harmony  and  dispatch.

The  said  committee  freely  communicated  the  facts, 
and  reasoning  upou  which  they  founded  an  apprehension  of  an  in- 
tended attack  on  Philadelphia  city,  and  suggested  the  propriety  of 
having  the  stores  and  public  papers  of  the  State  in  a  condition  to 
be  removed. 

Whereas,  On  the  late  tour  of  duty  of  the  militia  there  was  a 
greater  number  of  officers  than  was  proportionate  to  the  men  called 
into  actual  service ;  whereupon,  it  was  concluded  as  a  public  saving, 
and  that  each  officer  might  have  a  suitable  command,  to  divide  the 
officers,  and  that  a  part  should  take  present  command :

Also  authorizing  the  said  President  or 
Vice  President  in  Council,  in  case  of  necessity,  to  direct  his  war- 
rant under  his  hand  and  seal,  to  such  persons  as  shall  be  deemed 
proper  to  seize  and  impress  any  waggons,  horses,  boats,  sloops,  or 
shallops,  for  the  transportation  of  the  several  articles  above  men- 
tioned ;  and  in  the  meantime  to  detain  all  waggons,  horses,  boats, 
or  other  vessels,  which  any  persons  may  endevour  to  remove.  Also 
authorizing  and  empowering  the  said  President  or  Vice  President 
in  Council,  to  seize  and  impress  arms,  ammunition,  and  military 
stores  and  provisions  of  all  kinds  whatsoever,  and  apply  them  if 
need  be,  to  public  use,  and  to  billet  such  troops  as  may  be  called 
together  for  the  special  defence  of  the  State.

Ordered,  That  as  the  militia  must  not  only  be  useless  but  also 
liable  to  be  destroyed  in  case  the  enemy  should  advance  upon  them, 
they  be  immediately  directed  to  return  to  their  respective  homes, 
holding  themselves  in  readiness  to  march  with  their  arms,  upon 
notice  so  to  do. 

Ordered,  That  the  Commissary  of  Military  Stores  of  the  United 
States  be  requested  to  have  such  work  done  iu  his  department,  in 
mounting  the  Artillery  of  the  State,  repairing  of  waggons,  and  other 
services,  as  the  Quarter  Master  of  the  State  shall  apply  to  him 
for. 

Ordered,  That  the  militia  of  the  city  and  districts  be  called  forth 
in  battalion,  each  under  its  proper  officers,  including  the  Light 
Horse  and  Artillery,  agreeably  to  the  thirtieth  section  of  the  militia

Message  from  the  Vice  President  and  Supreme  Executive  Council 
to  the  Representatives  of  the  Freemen  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania,  in  General  Assembly  met. 

Gentlemen  : — It  is  with  the  highest  pleasure  that  we  congratu- 
late the  General  Assembly  at  their  first  meeting,  upon  the  great 
and  glorious  events  of  the  present  campaign,  and  the  bright  and 
happy  prospect  which  opens  before  us;  while  the  citizens  of  America 
were  distressed  with  painful  apprehensions  for  the  fate  of  a  hand- 
ful of  brave  men  in  the  Carolinas,  surrounded  with  dangers  and 
difficulties,  General  Green,  with  a  degree  of  prudence,  fortitude, 
perseverence,  and  courage,  which  does  him  the  highest  honor,  has 
with  the  assistance  of  the  patriot  citizens  of  those  States,  not  only 
baffled  the  efforts  of  an  enemy  greatly  superior  to  him  in  fgrce, 
and  who  affect  to  pride  themselves  on  superior  discretion,  but  after 
many  well  fought  battles  has  obliged  them  to  abandon  the  interior 
parts  of  those  States,  and  by  the  late  signal  and  important  victory 
over  them  at  the  Eutaw- Springs,  finally  compelled  them  to  retire 
with  precipitation  within  the  vicinity  of  Charleston,  and  thereby 
freed  an  insulted  and  distressed  country  from  the  ravages  of  a 
vengeful  and  cruel  enemy.  And  after  we  had  long  looked  with  a 
sympathetic  sorrow  on  the  ravages  committed  by  a  numerous  army 
in  a  neighboring  sister  State,  that  whole  army,  consisting  of  near 
nine  thousand  men,  including  the  seamen  found  on  board  the  ene- 
my's armed  ships,  have  been  made  prisoners  of  war,  and  all  their 
artillery,  ammunition,  stores,  transports,  and  military  chests,  taken 
with  them.  This  important  achievement,  planned  with  consum- 
mate wisdom,  and  executed  almost  without  loss,  has  not  left  a  sin- 
gle foe  in  arms  for  an  extent  of  at  least  six  hundred  miles.  And 
while  it  reflects  the  highest  honor  upon  the  Commander-in-Chief 
and  the  allied  army  and  navy,  exhibits  a  glorious  proof  of  the  im- 
mense advantage  which  the  United  States  of  America  have  derived 
from  their  alliance  with  France,  and  of  the  boundless  worth  of  the 
friendship  of  their  powerful,  wise,  and  generous  Prince ;  atchieve- 
ments  whose  magnitude  excites  a  solemn  joy,  and  inspires  the  mind 
with  gratitude  to  Him  whose  Providence  governs  the  Universe. 

But,  while  we  rejoice  in  those  signal  successes,  and  contemplate 
the  extensive  advantages  which  may  be  derived  from  them,  it  be- 
hoves us  to  look  forward  to  another  campaign,  and  make  the  most 
effectual  preparations  for  a  vigorous  effort  to  drive  the  enemy  from 
our  country,  and  put  an  honorable  period  to  the  war. 
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Among  other  considerations,  it  may  deserve  the  serious  inquiry 
of  your  Honorable  House,  whether  there  may  not  be  some  im- 
provements in  the  mode  of  assessing  and  collecting  the  public 
taxes,  tending  to  make  the  same  more  certain  and  expeditious  and 
less  expensive.  It  appears  to  be  proper  to  inform  you,  that  having 
some  time  since  sold  the  land  known  by  the  name  of  the  Province 
Island,  for  the  redemption  of  the  bills  of  credit  issued  by  the 
State  bearing  date  April  29th,  1780,  we  have  for  the  same  pur- 
pose lately  made  a  considerable  progress  in  the  sale  of  the  city 
lots  ;  and  although  it  is  far  within  the  time  limited  for  that  purpose 
by  the  law,  we  intend  to  continue  the  sale  until  the  whole  of  that 
emission  shall  be  redeemed.  This  will  not  only  save  to  the  State 
the  interest  which  would  otherwise  accrue  upon  those  bills,  and 
draw  out  of  circulation  a  considerable  sum  of  paper  money,  but 
will  also  aiford  an  unequivocal  and  decisive  proof  of  the  determina- 
tion of  the  State  to  preserve  its  faith  with  respect  to  the  bills  of 
credit  issued  by  the  Legislature  for  the  support  of  the  war. 

We  are  pained  with  the  distresses  of  those  families  which  have 
suffered  on  the  frontiers  by  the  Savages,  yet  we  are  bound  to  ac- 
knowledge that  those  suffering,  have  happily  been  much  fewer  than, 
after  every  assistance  had  been  given  them  which  it  was  in  our 
power  to  afford  them,  we  feared  they  could  have  been  ;  and  we 
confide  that  the  frontier  settlements  will  be  remembered  by  you  in 
the  course  of  the  present  session,  and  be  properly  provided  for,  as 
far  as  their  exposed  situation  will  admit.  That  harmony  and  mu- 
tual confidence  between  the  Executive  and  Legislature,  which  is  at 
all  times  beneficial  to  the  State,  shall  be  cultivated  by  us  with  a 
due  attention,  and  we  shall  continue  to  afford  every  aid  in  our 
power  to  maintain  the  true  interests  of  the  State.

supplications  to  the  God  of  all  grace,  that  it  may  please  Him  to 
pardon  our  offences  and  incline  our  hearts  for  the  future  to  keep  all 
his  laws;  to  comfort  and  relieve  all  our  brethern  who  are  in  distress 
or  captivity ;  to  prosper  our  husbandmen  and  give  success  to  all 
engaged  in  lawful  commerce;  to  impart  wisdom  and  integrity  to 
our  councillors,  judgment  aud  fortitude  to  our  officers  and  soldiers; 
to  protect  and  prosper  our  illustrious  ally,  and  favor  our  united 
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exertions  for  the  speedy  establishment  of  a  safe,  honorable  and 
lasting  peace ;  to  bless  all  our  seminaries  of  learning,  and  cause 
''the  Knowledge  of  God  to  cover  the  earth  as  the  waters  cover  the 
"seas:"  Wherefore,  as  well  in  respect  to  the  said  recommendation 
as  from  the  plain  dictates  of  conscience,  publickly  to  acknowledge 
the  favor  and  goodness  of  Divine  Providence,  and  the  duty  incum- 
bent on  us  to  implore  its  further  protection  :  We  do  hereby  ear- 
nestly recommend  to  the  good  people  of  Pennsylvania  accordingly 
to  set  apart  the  said  thirteenth  day  of  December  next,  for  the  pious 
purposes  expressed  the  said  proclamation;  and  that  they  abstain 
from  all  labor  on  that  day.

Several  depositions  respecting  the  robbery  of  several  of  the  Col- 
lectors of  the  county  of  Chester  being  read,  an  essay  of  a  message 
to  the  General  Assembly  was  also  read,  and  being  amended,  was 
signed,  and  is  as  follows,  viz : 

A  message  from  the  President  and  Council  to  the  Representa- 
tives of  the  freemen  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  Gen- 
eral Assembly  met. 

Gentlemen  : — The  daring  and  too  successful  attempts  which 
have  been  lately  made  to  rob  the  Treasurer  of  the  county  of  Bucks, 
and  several  Collectors  of  that  county  and  of  Chester,  are  truly  alarm- 
ing. As  the  proclamation  issued  by  us  offering  a  large  reward  for  ap- 
prehending the  perpetrators  of  the  robbery  committed  on  the  said 
Treasury  has  not  yet  had  the  desired  effect,  and  the  vigilance  of  the 
officers  of  justice  has  hitherto  been  eluded  in  the  other  instances, 
should  every  means  in  our  power  prove  ineffectual  to  discover  and 
bring  those  villians  to  justice,  there  is  reason  to  fear  that  like  at- 
tempts will  be  made  in  other  counties  of  the  State,  especially  as  it 
is  but  too  probable  there  may  yet  remain  some  among  us  whose 
disaffection  to  the  present  revolution  may  induce  them  to  counte- 
nance or  conceal  men  guilty  of  such  atrocious  crimes.  We  have, 
therefore,  thought  fit  to  lay  before  the  House  such  depositions  as 
have  been  given  in  to  us  concerning  those  robberies,  in  full  confi- 
dence that  you  will  give  attention  to  a  case  of  so  great  importance, 
and  make  such  laws  as  will  detei  the  disaffected  from  such  mis- 
chievous and  dangerous  measures,  and  be  most  likely  to  prevent  a 
repetition  of  such  enormities.

Ordered,,  That  the  sum  of  nine  pounds  specie  be  paid  as  a  bounty 
to  each  able-bodied  recruit  who  shall  enlist  to  serve  during  the  war, 
the  bounty  to  be  paid  in  the  presence  of  the  Justice  of  the  Peace 
before  whom  the  same  shall  be  attested ;  that  to  avoid  the  difficul- 
ties of  settling  the  expences  of  recruiting  parties,  the  sum  of  sixteen 
dollars  specie  be  allowed  for  each  able-bodied  recruit,  in  lieu  of 
subsistence  money,  for  the  recruit,  the  expence  of  recruiting  parties, 
gratuity  to  the  office,  and  all  other  expences ;  that  the  aforesaid 
bounty  and  allowance,  in  lieu  of  all  other  expences,  be  allowed  in 
the  recruiting  officer's  account,  for  each  recruit  passing  muster, 
which  he  shall  deliver  at  a  place  of  rendezvous,  and  for  which  re- 
cruit he  shall  produce  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  recruiting  ser^ 
vice,  the  receipt  of  the  commanding  officer  at  the  place  of  rendezvous, 
a  receipt  for  the  bounty,  signed  by  the  recruit,  a  certificate  of  his 
attestation,  signed  by  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  a  certificate 
signed  by  the  same  Justice,  of  the  payment  of  the  bounty  in  his 
presence,  and  for  no  other,  on  any  pretence  whatever/ 

That  the  towns  of  Newtown,  Reading,  Lancaster,  York,  and  Car- 
lisle, be  appointed  the  places  of  rendezvous,  at  each  of  which 
rations  are  issued  by  the  Continent. 

That  Colonel  Richard  Humpton  be  appointed  Superintendant 
of  the  recruiting  service,  and  that  all  monies  appropriated  to  that 
service  be  paid  into  his  hands,  and  for  which  he  is*  to  account. 

That  Colonel  Richard  Humpton  do  appoint  the  officers  for  the 
recruiting  service,  assign  to  them  their  respective  districts,  and 
from  time  to  time  advance  them  such  sums  of  money  as  he  shall 
judge  necessary,  not  exceeding  the  bounty  and  expence  of  eight 
recruits  in  the  hands  of  any  officer  at  one  time,  except  only  in

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such  instances  as  he  may  judge  absolutely  necessary;  and  he  shall 
also  appoint  the  officers  to  reside  at  the  several  places  of  rendez- 
vous.

Agreeably  to  the  order  of  the  day,  the  doors  of  the  Council  were 
opened.  Mr.  Lewis  and  Mr.  Bush  on  the  part  of  the  complainants 
&  petitioners,  against  the  election  of  a  Councillor  for  the  county  of 
Philadelphia,  and  Mr.  Bradford,  Mr.  Sergeant  and  Mr.  Iugersoll 
in  support  of  the  said  election,  attending  the  Council,  proceeded  to 
hear  the  Counsel  upon  the  evidence  given  in  and  now  lying  before 
the  Board,  the  said  evidence  having  been  reported  by  a  committee 
of  Council,  and  read  before  the  Council  at  several  meetings  of  the 
Council  previous  to  this  day. 

The  complaint  and  petition  against  said  election  was  read;  and 
also  the  foliowiug  tweenty-three  charges  respecting  the  same,  vizt : 

To  his  Excellency  the  President  and  the  Honorable  the  Supreme 
Executive  Council  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  : 

The  subscribers,  in  behalf  of  themselves  and  others,  freemen 
and  .inhabitants  of  the  county  of  Philadelphia,  who  lately  petitioned 
this  Honorable  Board  against  certain  abuses  and  irregularities 
which  happened  at  the  late  general  election  for  the  said  county,  do,- 
in  obedience  to  an  order  of  this  Board  for  that  purpose  made,  hum- 
bly charged  and  shew : 

1.  That  when  the  militia  of  a  part  of  the  State  were  collected 
for  the  defence' of  the  county,  at  the  time  and  place  in  the  petitions 
now  depending  before  this  Board  mentioned,  Jonathan  D.  Sergeant, 
Esquire,  made  his  appearance  there,' in  order,  by  the  undue  means 
hereafter  mentioned,  to  procure  their  votes  and  interest  at  the  then 
next  ensuing  election  for  the  county  of  Philadelphia,  which  Major 
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Hanna,  Aid-du-Camp  to  General  Lacej,  who  then  commanded  at 
that  station,  gave  orders  to  the  officers  of  the  militia  of  the  county 
of  Philadelphia  to  meet  at  the  General's  quarters  on  a  Sunday 
evening  shortly  preceding  the  said  election,  upon  business  of  great 
importance,  as  he  termed  it. 

2.  That  in  compliance  therewith,  Col.  McVeagh,  Colonel  Bitting, 
Major  Jolly,  Major  Hart,  Major  Bayard,  Captain  Nice,  Captain 
Irwin,  Captain  Beck,  Captain  Downing,  Captain  Dierman,  Captain 
Busk  irk,  Captain  Peterman,  Captain  Loury,  Captain  Hinds,  Cap- 
tain Schneider,  Captain  Roberts,  Adjutant  Potts,  Quarter  Master 
Davis,  Lieutenant  Kite,  Lieutenant  Knox,  Lieutenant  Axe,  Lieu- 
tenant Euston,  Lieutenant  Gorgas,  Lieutenant  Duffiold,  Ensign 
Schlomaster  and  Ensign  Jones,  with  many  other  officers  of  the 
militia  aforesaid,  whose  names  are  at  present  unknown  to  the  sub- 
scribers, but  which,  when  discovered,  they  humbly  pray  may  be 
added  hereto,  met  at  the  said  General's  quarters  on  the  said  Sun- 
day evening,  and  then  and  there,  by  the  undue  procurement  of  the 
said  Mr.  Sergeant,  held  a  private  meeting,  apart  from  their  men, 
with  the  said  General,  his  Aid-du-Camp,  Major  Hanna,  Major  Bay- 
ard, and  the  said  Mr.  Sergeant,  not  upon  the  subject  of  warfare, 
but  of  the  election ;  and  the  said  Mr.  Sergeant  having  sufficiently 
harangued  them  thereon,  produced  to  them  tickets  containing  the 
names  of  divers  persons  to  be  proposed  and  run  as  candidates  at  the 
said  election,  and  did  very  untruly  and  unjustly,  and  in  order  to 
impose  upon  and  deceive  the  said  officers  and  men  under  the  com- 
mand of  the  said  General,  declare  and  say  that  the  same  ticket  had 
been  agreed  upon  by  a  majority  of  electors  for  the  said  county,  who 
had  shortly  theretofore  met  at  Neff's  tavern,  for  the  purpose  of 
agreeing- on  a  proper  ticket,  when,  in  truth  and  in  fact,  the  same 
ticket  had  not  been  so  fixed  and  agreed ;  whereby  the  said  officers 
and  men  were  wrongfully  imposed  upon  and  deceived. 

3.  That  the  said  officers  being,  by  the  unfair  practice  aforesaid, 
deceived,  met  the  General  again  the  next  morning,  upon  like  invi- 
tation, at  his  quarters,  and  wishing  to  support  the  ticket  which 
they  were  led  to  believe  had  been  agreed  upon  by  their  friends  as 
aforesaid,  subscribed  a  written  agreement,  drawn  up  by  Major 
Hanna,  to  support  the  said  ticket  by  their  votes  and  those  of  their 
men,  so  far  as  should  be  in  their  power. 

4.  That  the  plan  being  thus  agreed  on,  General  Lacey  desired 
.  the  said  officers  to  apply  to  him  by  an  address,  in  writing,  for  lib- 
erty to  go  to  the  said  election,  which  was  accordingly  done,  and  the 
permission  granted,  and  the  Clerks  of  the  different  companies,  to- 
gether with  Major  Bayard,  Mr.  Strickman,  Mr.  Redman,  Andrew 
Coxe,  and  many  others,  unknown,  were  called  upon  by  the  Gene- 
ral's Aid-du-Camp  to  repair  to  his  quarters,  to  write  a  sufficient 
number  of  tickets,  to  be  delivered  to  the  men  at  or  near  the  elec- 
tion ground,  except  that  the  name  of  a  certain  gentleman,  against 
whom  the  body  of  the  officers  objected,  was  left  out. 
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5.  That  the  matters  "being  thus  prepared,  General  Lacey,  in  or- 
der the  more  effectually  to  secure  the  success  thereof,  issued  his 
General  Orders  on  the  seventh  day  of  October  last,  the  substance 
of  which  is  contained  in  the  petitions  now  depending  before  this 
House,  and  a  true  copy  whereof  will  be  exhibited,  and  which  could 
not  have  been  better  calculated  to  prevent  the  above  mentioned  de- 
ception from  being  detected  till  after  voting. 

6.  That  upon  the  eighth  day  of  October,  a  part  of  the  militia 
marched,  under  the  command  of  Colonel  Bitting,  for  Wentz's  tav- 
ern, and  the  remainder  of  them  under  Colonel  McVeaugh,  to  Ger- 
mantown,  at  which  places  the  said  elections  were  held;  and  before 
their  arrival  there  the  said  tickets  were  delivered  them  by  the  said 
Colonels,  and  by  their  orders;  and  although  most  of  the  said  offi- 
cers shewed  a  disposition  favorable  to  liberty  and  to  the  rights  of 
the  people,  yet  being  under  military  law  and  rigid  military  orders, 
they  had  it  not  in  their  power,  without  disobedience  of  orders  and 
the  dangers  of  subjecting  themselves  to  military  punishments,  to 
allow  the  men  time,  opportunity,  or  the  necessary  convenience  of 
detecting  the  said  deception,  by  consulting  with  their  friends;  or  of 
learning  what  ticket  had  been  agreed  upon  by  them  at  Naff's,  or 
who  were  proposed  as  candidates,  or  of  acting  and  judging  like 
freemen,  as  they  ought  to  have  done.   . 

7.  That  Colonel  McVeaugh,  through  a  sense  of  his  duty  as  an 
officer,  which,  from,  the  extraordinary  nature  of  his  orders,  was  un- 
fortunately opposed  to  his  duty  as  a  citizen,  marched  his  men  to 
the  election  ground  in  their  ranks,  with  drums  beating  and  colours 
flying,  under  the  command  of  himself  and  his  said  officers,  with 
their  swords  drawn,  in  all  the  display  of  military  parade,  and  not 
finding  the  election  opened,  from  the  same  sense  of  duty,  marched 
them  to  a  distance,  and  there  kept  them  separated  from  the  body 
of  their  friends  till  they  marched  in  companies  (except  Erwin's 
company,  which  he  dismissed)  to  the  election  ground,  and  voted  in 
that  manner,  without  being  at  all  examined  as  to  their  qualifica- 
tions, and  it  was  not  till  then  they  were  allowed  refreshment,  of 
which  they  stood  in  great  need.  That  the  battalion  under  the  com- 
mand of  Colonel  McVeaugh,  had  their  said  tickets  delivered  them 
at  Jenkinstown,  by  his  orders;  and  although  they  were  told  they 
ehould  have  an  hour  to  alter  them,  yet  only  a  part  of  them,  by  a 
tender  regard  of  their  officers,  could  procure  pen,  ink,  or  paper, 
that  they  were  obliged  to  march  before  the  expiration  of  the  said 
hour,  before  they  could  consult  with  their  friends,  and  even  this 
time  was  not  industriously  employed,  as  they  expected  to  have  full 
time  and  opportunity  at  Germantown,  as  of  right  they  ought,  but 
which  the  Colonel,  from  the  nature  of  his  orders,  was  obliged  to 
refuse  them. 

8th.  That  Adjutant  Barlet,  of  Colonel  Bitting's  battalion,  deliv- 
ered bundles  of  the  said  tickets  to  the  said  officers  and  men  near 
the  election  ground,  and  they  were  afforded  neither  sufficient  time 
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nor  opportunity  to  alter  them,  that  they  marched  to  the  election 
ground,  and  after  drawing  up  before  the  door,  left  their  ranks  man 
by  man  to  give  in  their  said  tickets. 

9.  That  on  their  march  irom  Newtown  to  the  election  ground, 
Colonel  Bitting  told  the  men  they  must  give  in  the  said  tickets, 
and  upon  their  shewing  their  disapprobation  thereof,  he  said  every 
man  who  refused  was  a  tory  and  he  would  whip  him. 

10.  That  at  Germantown  Colonel  McVeaugh  with  his  drawn 
sword,  and  Major  Hanna,  ordered  the  men  in  a  military  manner  to 
keep  in  their  ranks  and  not  to  speak  to  any  body,  and  when  some 
of  them  attempted  to  get  drink  or  to  rest  themselves,  they  were  by 
the  same  officers,  and  by  Captains  Beck,  Lewellen,  Young,  a  Sub-lieu- 
tenant, and  many  other  officers,  ordered  back  and  were  obliged  to 
obey. 

11.  That  when  John  Shubert,  who  had  been  sick,  and  left  Captain 
Erwin's  company  for  a  time,  and  returned  with  a  number  of  tick- 
ets which  the  men  of  the  said  company  gladly  accented  and  gave 
in,  he  was  reprimanded  by  Colonel  M'Veaugh  for  so  doing. 

12.  That  when  Fhineas  Roberts,  who  had  two  sons  and  a  son- 
in-law  in  the  militia,  who  had  been  ordered  into  Jersey  upon  duty. 
attempted  to  speak  to  them  in  the  ranks  relative  to  their  welfare, 
at  the  request  of  their  wives  and  families,  he  was  reprimanded  by" 
Major  Hanna  and  another  officer,  whose  name  is  unknown,  for  so 
doing,  and  was  told  he  had  no  business  to  speak  to  the  men  or  to 
attempt  biassing  their  minds. 

13.  That  Fhineas  Roberts,  Daniel  Rees,  Adam  Whartman,  George 
Cossinger,  Michael  Whitmar,  and  many  others  qualified  to  vote,  re- 
turned without  voting  at  all,  by  reason  of  there  being  no  freedom 
of  election. 

14.  That  James  Fulton,  an  Inspector  at  Germantown,  after  re- 
ceiving two  tickets  and  the  electors  had  retired,  opened,  read,  and 
tore  them  to  pieces. 

15.  That  at  Germantown  there  were  four  boxes  to  put  the  tick- 
ets in  and  only  four  Clerks,  namely  :  Archibald  Engle,  Mr.  Oliver, 
Mr.  Norton,  and  Mr.  McNet,  who  could,  therefore,  be  no  check  upon 
each  other,  and  who  were  not  under  oath. 

16.  That  at  Germantown  Major  Bethel,  Captain  Ashmead,  and 
Captain  Nice,  who  were  no  officers  of  the  election,  acted  as  Inspectors, 
while  two  of  the  Inspectors,  whose  names  are  unknown,  were  asleep, 
and  the  said  Bethel,  Nice,  and  Ashmead,  counted  all  the  tickets 
contained  in  one  of  the  boxes,  to  the  amount  of  near  two  hundred, 
without  being  on  oath. 

17.  That  a  large  bundle  of  tickets  was  delivered  by  Captain 
Hazlet,  an  Inspector,at  Germantown,  out  of  his  box  to  Mr.  Engle, 
to  call  out,  which  he  did,  though  he  was  not  an  Inspector. 

18.  That  the  election  at  Wentz's  was  not  opened  till  near  four 
o'clock,  although  by  law  it  ought  to  have  been  done  before  two 
o'clock. 
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19.  That  at  Wentz's  many  of  the  Inspectors  did  not  stay  till  the 
tickets  were  couuted,  and  that  Andrew  Knox,  Esquire,  who  acted 
in  the  double  capacity  of  Deputy  of  the  Sheriff  and  as  Judge  of 
the  election,  also  acted  as  Inspector,  without  really  being  such,  de- 
livered the  tickets  of  the  box  for  a  time  and  called  out  the  names, 
and  then  desired  Jacob  Linld,  who  was  not  an  Inspector,  or  under 
oath,  to  do  for  him,  which  he  did ;  that  Mr.  Linld  said  as  the  tick- 
ets appeared  to  be  all  camp  tickets  he  might  as  well  lump  them, 
and  did  so,  without  calling  out  the  names,  to  the  amount  of  upwards 
of  seventy,  and  Mr.  Knox  did  not  return  until  the  business  was 
ended. 

20.  That  at  Wentz's,  Henry  Giger,  an  Inspector,  admitted  Jacob 
Strechler  to  give  in  his  vote,  although  he  was  under  age  and  well 
known  to  tbo  Inspector. 

21.  That  at  Germantown,  Jacob  Ashton,  an  Inspector,  did,  with- 
out asking  a  single  question,  receive  the  votes  of  Daniel  Delany 
and  Simon  Ilamston,  two  apprentice  lads  under  twenty-one  years  of 
age  and  well  known  to  the  said  Inspector. 

22nd.  That  at  the  election  at  Wentz's,  Colonel  Bitting  finding 
some  of  his  men  were  altering  the  tickets,  reprimanded  and  abused 
them  therefor,  tore  the  tickets  they  were  getting,  to  pieces,  and 
ordered  his  clerks  to  write  new  ones. 

23.  That  John  Whitman,  upon  being  desired  by  his  father  at 
the  election  at  Wentz's,  to  let  him  see  his  ticket,  was  told  by  his 
Lieutenant,  Adam  Gilbert,  that  if  he  or  any  of  the  men  did  not 
pass  the  tickets  they  had  delivered  them,  they  would  be  ill-treated 
and  despised  when  they  got  to  camp,  upon  which  the  said  John,  not 
daring  to  alter  his  ticket,  did  not  vote  at  all.

Mr.  Rush  opened  the  cause  on  the  part  of  the  complainants, 
resting  the  complaint  upon  two  general  grounds,  vizt:  The  irregu- 
larities of  the  time  and  manner  of  holding  the  election ;  and  the 
military  authority  made  use  of  on  that  occasion  by  General  Lacey 
and  the  ofiicers  under  his  command. 

Mr.  Lewis  spoke  to  the  importance  of  the  right  of  election  and 
the  undue  influence  used,  the  combination  for  influencing  them, 
and  to  the  irregularities  of  holding  the  election  ;  and  having  spoken 
four  hours,  the  Council  postponed  the  order  of  the  day  till  ten 
o'clock  to-morrow  morning. 
On  consideration, 

Resolved,  That  Owen  Biddle,  Esquire,  be  appointed  one  of  the 
Commissioners  for  running  the  boundary  line  between  this  State 
and  the  State  of  Virgiuia.

An  order  was  drawn  on  the  Treasurer  in  favor  of  the  Honorable 
Robert  Morris,  Esquire,  for  the  sum  of  thirty  thousand  pounds 
specie,  in  part  of  the  supplies  required  by  Congress  of  this  State, 
for  which  he  is  to  be  accountable,  the  same  to  be  charged  to  the 
United  States  of  America. 

An  order  was  drawn  on  the  Treasurer  in  favor  of  Mr.  Francis 
Bailey,  for  the  sum  of  twenty-two  pounds  ten  shillings  specie,  for 
thirty  ream  of  paper  for  printing  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 

An  order  was  drawn  on  the  Treasurer  in  favor  of  Colonel  Robert 
Levers,  Lieutenant  of  the  county  of  Northampton,  or  his  order, 
for  the  sum  of  twenty-two  pounds  ten  shillings  State  money,  of 
the  seventh  of  April,  1782,  for  supplying  Captain  Christie,  Lieu- 
tenant Pentegrew,  and  recruits  stationed  at  Easton,  for  which  he  is 
to  account. 

The  following  deeds  were  examined  and  signed  by  his  Excellency 
William  Moore,  Esquire,  President,  for  sundry  lots  in  the  city  of 
Philadelphia,  sold  for  the  redemption  of  the  bills  of  credit  of  the 
twenty-ninth  of  April,  1780,  marked  in  the  general  plan  of  city 
lots  as  follows,  vizt : 

To  William  Graham,  for  lots  numbered  from  1269  to  1274. —

A  letter  from  the  Honorable  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  this  State,  of  the  eleventh  instant,  inclosing  an  answer  to  the. 
case  stated  to  them  on  the  eighth  instant,  was  read,  and  is  as  fol- 
lows, vizt : 

Sir: — Inclosed,  I  have  the  honor  to  send  to  Council  the  opinion 
of  Judge  Bryan,  and  myself  on  the  question  proposed  to  the  Judges 
by  an  act  of  Council  of  the  eighth  instant.  It  would  have  been 
more  agreeable  to  us  to  have  had  an  opportunity  of  consulting  with 
our  brethren,  but  as  that  was  not  likely  to  happen  prior  to  the 
second  of  next  month,  and  we  were  informed  that  the  answer  was 
desired  as  soon  as  was  convenient,  you  are  therefore  furnished  with 
it  in  its  present  form.  By  the  Constitution -there  is  but  one  excep- 
tion to  the  power  of  pardoning  by  the  Council,  and  that  is  on  a  con- 
viction by  impeachment,  where  the  Council  are  the  Judges,  but  this 
cannot  be  pardoned  but  by  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly.     The 
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very  exception  establishes  the  rule  that  the  Council  can  pardon  in 
all  other  cases  whatsoever.

Case  stated  by  the  Honorable  the  Supreme  Executive  Council 
of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  for  the  opinion  of  the  Justices  of 
the  Supreme  Court : 

By  the  twentieth  section  of  the  Constitution,  the  President  with 
the  Council,  five  of  whom  shall  be  a  quorum,  among  other  powers 
may  "  grant  pardons  and  remit  fines  in  all  cases  whatsoever,  except 
in  cases  of  impeachment,  &c." 

Question  :  Does  the  word  fines  comprehend  forfeitures  ? 

Answer  :  The  Convention  who  framed  the  Constitution  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  had  been  British  subjects,  had 
lived  under  British  laws,  and  at  the  time  had  in  contemplation  the 
British  form  of  Government,  and  imitated  it  as  far  as  they  con- 
ceived it  suitable  to  the  circumstances  of  the  people  of  the  State, 
and  therefore,  made  a  mixed  government,  and  divided  the  powers 
thereof  into  three  branches,  namely  :  the  Legislative,  Executive, 
and  Judicial,  briefly  circumscribing  the  province  of  each,  drawing 
the  lines  of  partition  between  them,  and  pointing  out  their  princi* 
pal  powers  and  duties.  They  knew  that  the  Executive  power  in 
in  Britain  was  vested  in  the  King,  and  the  power  of  pardouing  was 
wholly  in  the  Executive  there;  and  in  conformity  thereto,  they 
have  declared  that  "  the  Supreme  Executive  power  should  be  vested 
in  a  President  and  Council,"  by  the  second  section  of  the  plan  or 
frame  of  Government,  and  in  the  twentieth  section,  that  they  may 
grant  pardons  and  remit  fines  in  all  cases  whatsoever,  &c 

This  being  premised,  we  are  of  opinion  that,  though  the  word 
fines  does  not  comprehend  forfeitures,  (fiues  for  offences  being  sums 
of  money  which  a  man  is  to  pay  for  any  contempt  or  offence  against 
the  government,  and  forfeitures  meaning  the  lands  or  goods  which 
are  lost  by  a  conviction  or  attainder  of  treason,  felony,  &c.,  or  by 
the  breach  of  some  law,)  yet  forfeitures  may.  be  remitted  or  restored 
by  his  Excellency  the  President  and  a  quorum  of  the  Council,  by 
virtue  of  the  other  words  "  grant  pardons  in  all  cases  whatsoever." 
For  the  effect  of  a  general  pardon  is  to  make  the  offender  a  new 
man  ;  to  acquit  him  of  all  corporal  penalties  and  forfeitures  annexed 
to  that  offence  for  wliicli  he  obtains  his  pardon.  We  say  a  general 
pardon,  for  the  President  and  Council  may  grant  an  conditional 
pardon  j  this  is  to  extend  their  mercy  upon  what  terms  they  please, 
and  annex  to  their  bounty  a  condition,  either  precedent  or  subse- 
quent, to  the  performance  whereof  the  validity  of  the  pardon  will 
depend,  and  this  by  the  common  law.

An  order  was  drawn  on  the  Treasurer  in  favor  of  Griffith 
Owen,  for  the  sum  of  twenty-two  pounds  tvvo  shillings  and  six 
pence,  balance  of  his  account'for  repairing  the  clock. 

A  petition  from  James. M'Cullough,  setting  forth  that  he  hath 
been  couvicted  of  horse  stealing  upon  five  several  indictments  at  a 
Court  of  General  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  Peace,  held  at  Philadel- 
phia for  the  county  of  Philadelphia,  the  fifth  day  of  March  in-

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thirty  pounds,  two  of  five  pounds,  two  of  twenty  pounds,  specie, 
was  read,  praying  remission  of  the  said  corporal  punishments  :  A 
recommendation  from  the  Justices  of  the  said  court  in  favor  of  the 
petitioner,  being  also  read  &  considered  ;  thereupon, 

Resolved,  That  the  saidf  corporal  punishments  be  remitted,  (ex- 
cept the  pilloring  and  whipping  ordered  to  be  inflicted  on  the  thir- 
teenth instant,)  on  condition  that  he  enlist  in  the  Pennsylvania  line, 
to  serve  during  the  present  war  without  bounty;  and  that  he  be 
entitled  to  receive  the  State  emoluments  at  the  end  of  the  war,  if 
he  shall  so  long  behave  himself  well.

The  Council  resumed  the  consideration  of  the  election  of  a  coun- 
cillor for  the  county  of  Philadelphia. 

Doct'r  Gardner  presented  to  the  Board  a  protest  against  the  de- 
termination of  Council  by  which  a  negative  is  put  on  the  motion 
for  taking  the  opinion  of  the  Chief  Justice  and  such  of  the  Puisne 
Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  as  are  in  town,  &c,  on  the  11th  in- 
stant;* and  the  protest  is  as  follows,  vizt : 
Dissentient : 

1.  Because  divers  matters  are  set  forth  and  inferences  drawn  in 
the  specific  charges  touching  the  said  election,  which  not  being 
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criminal  in  themselves,  can  only  become  so  by  the  express  prohibi- 
tion of  some  municipal  law  or  parliamentary  usage,  which  in  such 
case  becomes  law.  Iu  a  cause,  therefore,  of  such  magnitude  and 
importance,  which  has  drawn  the  attention  of  other  States,  and 
raised  so  great  a  ferment  in  this;  we  esteem  ourselves  wholly  in- 
excusable'if  we  should  refuse  or  neglect  to  obtain  every  informa- 
tion and  assistance,  which  may  enable  us  to  decide  upon  law  as  well 
as  facts  with  the  utmost  clearness  and  precision. 

2.  Because  we  apprehend  the  present  determination  will  become 
a  precedent  in  all  future  elections,  and  it  is  indispensably  necessary 
after  such  objections  have  been  offered  and  so  fully  considered,  to 
estimate  with  legal  accuracy  how  far  they  ought  or  ought  not  to 
invalidate  an  election,  in  order,  that  if  the  laws  are  sufficiently  ex- 
plicit, they  may  in  future  be  inforced,  and  if  they  are  defective, 
they  may  be  supplied  and  amended.  But  to  form  a  decision  which 
those  skilled  in  the  laws  of  the  land  may  deem  illegal,  will,  we 
clearly  conceive,  expose  this  Board  to  deserved  censure,  lay  a  foun- 
dation for  future  disputes  in  elections,  occasion  a  great  waste  of 
public  time  and  expenditure  of  public,  money,  both  which  have 
been  so  much  regretted  in  the  present  instance. 

3.  Because,  we  cannot  conceive  it  derogatory  to  the  honor  of  the 
Board  to  suppose  the  members  unpossessed  of  that  legal  knowledge 
necessary  to  determine  the  operation  of  law  on  facts  so  special  and 
particular  as  those  set  forth  in  the  specified  charges  on  this  elec- 
tion. On  the  other  hand  we  know,  and  appeal  to  legal  history  for 
proof,  that  public  bodies  the  most  celebrated  for  gravity,  wisdom, 
and  Senatorial  abilities,  have  thought  it  incumbent  from  time  to 
time  to  consult  persons  of  professional  knowledge,  whose  station 
and  character  insured  their  impartiality,  and  gave  weight  and  dig-, 
nity  to  their  decision. 

4.  Because  we  apprehend  it  to  be  one  of  the  most  important  and 
interesting  enquiries  in  a  civil  government,  how  far  any  of  its 
members  shall  be  abridged  of  their  rights  as  citizens  when,  for  a 
short  time,  they  become  soldiers.  The  law,  we  apprehend,  should 
be  plain,  clear  and  explicit,  to  invalidate  an  election  for  the  inter- 
ference of  persons  thus  circumstaLced,  or  any  irregularities  in  the 
mode  of  conducting  it,  which  have  not  had  the  manifest  and  deci- 
sive influence  on  the  event.  We  who  dissent  on  this  occasion,  are 
not  sufficiently  informed  of  the  law  in  this  respect,  nor,  highly  as 
we  may  esteem  the  legal  abilities  of  our  fellow  members,  cau  we 
suppose  they  have  at  once  become  such  able  lawyers  and  distin- 
guished casuists,  as  to  claim  our  confidence  in  preference  to  those 
who  have  in  .de  Ihat  science  their  particular  study  and  professional 
duty.  And  while  on  the  one  hand,  we  would  earnestly  wish  to  pre- 
serve the  freedom  of  election  from  undue  exertion  of  power,;  on 
the  other,  we  would  as  earnestly  preclude  an  idea  that  those  de- 
fending their  country,  and  on  special  occasions  called  from  the  du- 
ties of  civil  to  military  life,  lose  any  portion  of  their  privileges  in 
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the  former;  an  idea  which,  in  our  opinion,  would  have  the  most 
fatal  and  discouraging  effects  upon  the  militia  upon  all  future  occa- 
sions. The  degree  of  interference,  the  mode  of  it,  the  irregular- 
ties  of  time  aud  place  in  holding  elections,  and  manner  of  conduct- 
ing them,  are  facts,  but  the  operation  of  Jaw  upon  these  facts  so  as 
to  vacate  an  election,  or  only  subject  the  authors  of  guch  practices 
or  irregularities  to  punishments,  is  quite  another  consideration,  to 
which,  tho'  this  Board  may  be  competeut  in  jurisdiction,  we  do  not 
believe  it  to  be  in  judgment,  and,  therefore,  ought  to  have  availed 
themselves  of  that  legal  assistance  and  advice  which  the  constitu- 
tion expressly  holds  forth  in  some  cases,  and  implicitly  in  others, 
and  which  has  been  the  usage  and  practice  of  the  Board  on  many 
former  occasions,  of  much  less  difficulty  and  importance.

The  following  dissent  of  the  Honorable  James  Ewing,  Dorsey 
Pentecoastvand  John  Van  Campen,  Esquires,  to  be  entered  after  the 
motion  for  considering  seperately  the  specific  charges  that  have  been 
deemed  to  be  supported  by  evidence. 
We  dissent : 

1.  Because  the  specific  charges  deemed  by  Council  to  be  sup- 
ported by  evidence  do  not  exhibit  a  true  and  lull  state  of  the  testi- 
mony. Many  of  the  most  important  facts  that  were  admitted  or 
incontestably  proved,  do  not  appear  in  the  specific  charges  as  they 
are  found.  No  notice  is  taken  of  the  general  orders  of  the  com- 
mander cf  the  militia.  It  is  in  clear  proof  that  the  tickets  were 
formed  by  the  officers  without  the  consent  of  the  privates;  that  they 
were  distributed  by  the  officers  to  the  privates  only  on  the  morning 
of  the  election,  or  even  after  that  time  \  that  the  militia  in  geueral 
had  no  opportunity  of  consulting  their  friends,  or  such  of  them  as 
they  might  have  chosen  to  consult,  with  regard  to  the  propriety  or 
impropriety  of  the  tickets  put  into  their  hands ;  that  the  greatest 
part  of  the  militia  who  voted  at  the  election  voted  under  the  orders 
of  General  Lacey.  None  of  those  facts,  though  incontestible  and 
most  material,  are  to  be  found  in  the  specific  charges  that  are  voted 
to  be  supported.  Are  such  facts  to  be  disregarded  and  past  over 
in  contemptuous  silence  ?  Are  they  to  have  no  influence  on  the 
deliberations  and  decisions  of  Council  upon  this  election  ?  Are  we 
to  view  the  whole  truth,  or  are  we  to  shut  our  eyef  against  the  most 
clear  and  essential  parts  of  the  testimony  ?  The  validity  or  inva- 
lidity of  the  election  must  depend  on  the  facts,  compared  with  the 
law,  and  not  on  a  specifbatiou  of  them  in  a  set  of  articles.  Coun- 
cil ought  to  determine  on  the  merits  of  the  election.  The  election 
may  be  void,  though  a  single  charge  were  not  supported. 
VOL.  XIII. — 15. 
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2.  Because,  to  consider  the  specific  charges  separately,  in  order 
to  determine  how  far  each  of  them  to  invalidate 
the  election,  is  to  divide,  and  by  dividing  to  weaken  the  force  of  the 
charges,  and  (which  is  of  much  more  consequence)  of  the  evidence. 
This  mutter  comes  before  Council  on  a  petition  to  set  the  election 
aside  and  to  order  a  new  one  to  be  made.  The  final  result  of  the 
proceedings  of  Council  must  be  either  to  set  it  aside  or  to  establish 
it.  Such  previous  steps  ought  to  be  taken  as  will  lead  naturally 
and  directly  to  this  final  result.  It  ought  to  be  the  joint  result  of 
all  the  material  facts,  which  may  be  very  different  from  the  separate 
effects  of  detached  parts  of  them.  The  election  cannot  be  properly 
considered  without  a  collected  and  comprehensive  view  of  all  the  cir- 
cumstances which  could  have  any  operation  on  its  necessary  and  es- 
sential prrperties  The  necessary  &  essential  properties  of  an  elec- 
tion in  this  Commonwealth  are,  "  That  it  be  by  bullot — that  it  be 
free — that  it  be  voluntary."  If  any  of  those  qualities,  much  more 
if  all  of  them,  be  wanting,  the  election  has  notfcthe  character,  and, 
therefore,  is  not  entitled  to  the  name  of  a  constitutional  election. 
No  election  is  known  to  the  Constitution  that  is  not  possessed  of 
the  foregoing  essential  properties.  Before  Council  ought  to  estab- 
lish this  election,  they  ought  to  be  sure  that  it  is  such  a  one  as  is 
known  to  the  Constitution.  In  other  words,  they  ought  to- find 
that  it  has  been  free  and  voluntary,  and  by  ballot.  This,  therefore, 
we  conceive  would  be  the  natural  and  proper  question  to  lead  Coun- 
cil to  the  final  result  of  their  proceedings  ;  for  a  determination  of 
this  question  must  naturally  and  necessarily  determine  the  only  re- 
maining one — whether  the  election  ought  to  be  set  aside  or  estab- 
lished. 

3.  Because  we  conceive  the  method  adopted  by  this  resolution  pre- 
cludes the  Council  from  giving  a  clear  and  unambiguous  vote  upon 
the  merits  of  the  election.  We  are  fully  satisfied  in  our  judgment, 
that  the  facts  proved  before  us  render  the  election  unconstitutional 
and  void.  They  show  in  our  opinion,  that  it  was  neither  voluntary 
nor  free;  it  was  not  voluntary,  because  the  orders  were  that,  the 
officers  might  grant  the  soldiery  permission  to  return  home  after 
they  had  severally  voted,  and  not  before,  and  the  greatest  part  of 
tnem  voted  under  those  orders.  They  were  evidently  under  restraint. 
We  think  the  restraint  was  illegal,  and  if  it  was  so,  it  was  duress 
of  imprisonment,  for  the  confinement  of  the  person  in  anywise  is 
an  imprisonment,  and  the  law  so  much  discourages  unlawful  con- 
finement, that  if  a  man  is  under  duress  of  imprisonment,  which 
means  a  compulsion  by  an  illegal  restraint  of  liberty  until  he  sea!s 
a  bond,  or  the  liKe,  he  may  allege  the  duress  and  avoid  the  extort- 
ed bond. 

The  election  was  not  free.  When  we  speak  of  a  free  election,  if  we 
wish  to  apply  a  constitutional  and  legal  sense  to  the  epithet,  we 
mean  to  comprehend  under  it,  not  only  a  freedom  from  force,  but 
also  a  feedom  from  any  undue  influence  whatever.  Even  the  re- 
quest of  a  man  in  power;  tho'  made  iu  the  most  humble  manner, 
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must  all  ways  imply  a  threat,  if  denied  ;  a  promise,  if  complied  with. 
This  will  naturally  have  great  influence  upon  elections.  Lot  those 
rules  be  applied  to  the  circumstances  proved  to  have  attended  the 
formation,  the  writing  and  the  distribution  of  the  tickets;  let  them 
also  be  applied  to  the  manner  of  giving  in  the  tickets;  and  we  ap- 
prehend that  it  will  undeniably  appear  from  them  that,  the  election 
was  not  free. 

Of  such  essential  importance  is  the  freedom  of  elections  in  every 
free  government,  that  a  positive  regulation  calculated  for  protecting 
and  securing  it,  becomes  of  indispensable  obligation  ;  such  is  the 
regulation  in  the  Constitution  for  voting  by  ballot.  The  true  reason 
of  it  is,  as  we  conceive,  to  secure  elections  from  undue  influence.  It 
is  directed  that  the  elector  shall  vote  by  ballot,  that  he  may  have 
the  power  of  concealing,  if  he  choses  to  conceal,  from  all  the  world, 
not  only  the  persons  for  whom  he  votes,  but  those  also  for  whom  he 
doth  not  vote.  But  the  militia,  as  it  appears  from  the  testimony,  had 
not  this  in  their*  power.  The  tickets  thus  provided  and  dis- 
tributed by  the  officers  or  by  their  orders,  were  of  one  kind,  called 
the  camp  tickets.  A  militiaman  had  no  opportunity  of  altering  the 
tickets  put  iuto  his  hand,  but  in  the  presence  of  his  fellow  soldiers, 
and  probably  of  his  officers  too.  By  taking  the  pen  or  paper  into  his 
hand,  he  was  obliged  to  disclose  that  he  meant  either  to  alter  or 
totally  reject  the  ticket,  silently  at  least,  recommended  to  him  by 
military  superiority.  Consequently  to  disclose,  either  in  whole  or  in 
part,  for  whom  he  did  not  vote.  This  shews  that  this  election  can- 
not, according  to  the  true  reason  and  spirit  of  the  regulation,  be 
called  an  election  by  ballot.  But  it  shews  more.  It  shows  what  de- 
gree of  freedom  was  meant  when  it  was  said  in  the  Constitution 
w  That  Elections  shall  be  free."  It  was  a  degree  of  freedom  whieh 
the  elector  could  not  enjoy  without  having  it  in  his  power  to  con- 
ceal his  vote,  both  with  respect  to  the  persons  inserted  and  those 
not  inserted  in  his.  ticket.  Thus,  we  think,  it  is  proved  unanswera- 
bly, that  the  election  was  not  free  in  the  sense  and  degree  intended 
by  the  Constitution. 

These  are  our  sentiments  concerning  this  election,  but  we  can- 
not consistently  with  the  mode  prescribed  in  this  resolution,  com- 
prize and  express  them  in  a  vote,  for  though  the}'  are  founded  on 
facts,  in  our  opinion  incontestibly.  proved,  yet  those  facts  are  not 
comprehended  in  any  one  of  the  specific  charges  which  Council 
have  ordered  to  be  considered  separately,  in  order  to  determine  the 
operation  of  each.  We,  therefore,  consider  ourselves  as  precluded 
from  a  full  and  fair  vote  on  the  merits  of  this  election.  For  those 
reasons  only,  and  no  other,  we  must  in  justice  to  our  consciences, 
take  the  liberty  of  declining  to  vote  on  the  question  as  it  stands; 
and  therefore,  we  will  retire.

Whereas,  Several  members  of  this  Board,  wishing  to  avail 
themselves  of  every  legal  and  Constitutional  means,  to  assist  their 
judgments  upon  such  law  points  as  have  ariseu  out  of  those  specific 
charges  which  have  been  deemed  to  be  supported  by  evidence  re- 
specting the  late  election  of  a  Councillor  for  the  county  of  Phila- 
delphia, have  obtained  an  opinion  under  the  hand  of  the  Honorable 
the  Chief  Justice  and  the  Honorable  George  Bryan,  Esquire,  one 
of  the  Puisne  Judges  upon  the  said  points;  therefore, 

Moved,  That  the  opinion  of  the  Judges  upon  such  of  the  specific 
charges  as  have  been  deemed  to  be  supported  by  evidence,  be  en- 
tered on  the  minutes;  and  the  same  being  seconded, 

The  question  was  put,  and  the  same  was  carried  in  the  affirma- 
tive.

6th.  First  part,  viz  :  "  That  upon  the  8th  day  of  October  a  part 
of  the  militia  marched  under  the  command  of  Colonel  Bit'ing  for 
Wentz's  tavern,  and  the  remainder  of  them  under  Col'l  Ai'Veaugb, 
for  Germantown,  at  which  places  the  said  elections  were  held  ;  and 
before  their  arrival  there  the  said  tickets  were  delivered  them  by 
the  said  Colonels  and  by  their  orders." 

Last  part,  viz  :  "  Or  of  acting  and  judging  like  freemen,  as  of 
right  they  ought  to  have  done." 

12.*  "  That  when  Phineas  Roberts,  who  had  two  sons  and  a  son- 
in-law  in  the  militia  who  had  been  ordered  into  Jersey  upon  duty, 
attempted  to  speak  to  them  in  the  ranks  relative  to  thnir  welfare, 
at  the  request  of  their  wives  and  families,  he  was  reprimanded  by 
■Major  Hauna,  and  another  ofiicer  whose  name  is  unknown,  for  so 
•doing,  and  was  told  he  had  no  business  to  speak  to  the  men,  or  to 
attempt  biassing  their  miuds." 

14.  "That  James  Fulton,  an  Inspector  at  Germantown,  after 
receiving  two  tickets  and  the  Electors  had  retired,  opened,  read, 
and  tore  them  to  pieces. 

16.  '«  That  Major  Bethel,  Captain  Ashmead,  and  Captain  Nice, 
acted  as  Inspectors." 
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17.  "That  a  large  bundle  of  tickets  was  delivered  by  Captain 
Hazlet,  an  Inspector  at  German  town,  out  of  his  box  to  Mr.  Engle 
to  call  out,  which  he  did,  though  he  was  not  an  Inspector." 

18.  "  The  election  was  opened  after  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon." 

19.  "  That  at  Wentz's  many  of  the  Inspectors  did  not  stay  till 
the  tickets  were  counted ;  and  that  Andrew  Knox,  Esquire,  who 
acted  iu  the  double  capacity  of  Deputy  of  the  Sheriff  and  as  a  Judge 
of  the  election,  also  acted  as  Inspector,  without  really  being  such, 
delivered  the  tickets  out  of  a  box  for  a  time,  and  called  out  the 
names,  and  then  desired  Jacob  Linld,  who  was  not  an  Inspector  or 
under  o:ith,  to  do  it  for  him,  which  he  did.  That  Mr.  Linld  said 
as  the  tickets  appeared  to  be  all  camp-tickets,  he  might  as  well 
lump  them  ;  and  did  so,  without  calling  out  the  names,  to  the  amount 
of  upwards  of  seventy." 

21.  "  Jacob  Ashton,  an  Inspector,  received  a  ticket  from  Joseph 
Delany,  an  apprentice." 

22.  "  That  at  tne  election  at  Wentz's,  Colonel  Bitting  repri- 
manded a  man  for  altering  his  ticket  and  tore  it." 

The  opinion  of  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  on  the  forego- 
ing charges,  vizt : 

Answers  to  the  questions  proposed  : 

1.  The  officers  of  the  militia  violated  no  law  by  barely  marching 
their  private  men  under  military  command  to  the  places  of  election 
within  the  couuty  of  which  they  were  inhabitants,  and  they,  or  any 
other  persons,  had  an  undoubted  right  to  furnish  them  with  tickets, 
and  to  advise  them  to  vote  accordingly.  The  latter  part  of  this 
question  appears  to  be  incomplete  ;  however,  if  the  meaning  is  that 
the  private  men  in  the  militia  were  prevented  from  ''acting  and 
judging  like  freemen,"  the  following  questions  will  occur  :  How 
many  were  thus  prevented  ?  By  whom  were  they  prevented  ?  In 
what  manner  were  they  prevented?  Were  they  restrained  from 
voting  or  compelled  to  vote  through  violence  or  fear?'  Without 
these  are  answered,  no  opinion  can  be  given  to  this  part  of  the  pro- 
posed question. 

2.  This  charge  depends  upon  the  nature  and  effect  of  Major 
Hanna's  and  the  Other  officer's  reprimand.  This  is  not  stated.  If 
Phineas  Roberts,  notwithstanding  this  reprimand,  did  speak  to  his. 
sons,  no  injury  was  received.  The  consequence  of  the  reprimand 
is  the  material  part;  but  this  does  not  appear.  Upon  this  state  of 
the  question  we 'can  perceive  no  ground  for  legal  punishment,  much 
less  for  making  the  election  void. 

3.  As  Major  Bethel  and  the  two  Captains  were  employed  only 
in  depositing  the  tickets  in  the  box  after  they  had  passed  through 
the  hands  of  the  Inspectors  and  were  read  by  them,  there  is  no 
reason  for  judicial  censure,  nor  the  least  foundation  for  vacating  the 
election  on  this  account.  .  The  act  of  Assembly  passed  in  JTOfr, 
directs  that  the  election  shall  be  conducted  in  the  presence  of  the 
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Sheriff,  Judges  and  Inspectors,  not  that  they  shall  personally  per- 
form every  immaterial  little  act  relating  to  it. 

4.  We  apprehend  that  Mr.  Engle,  as  a  Judge  of  the  election, 
was  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty,  aud  not  an  intruder  upon  tho 
province  of  the  Inspectors,  in  reading  or  calling  out  tickets  when 
casting  up  the  polls.  By  the  act  of  Assembly  passed  February  the 
8th,  1766,  he  had  a  concurrent  power  with  the  Sheriff  and  Inspec- 
tors to  read,  couut,  and  cast  up  the  votes, 

5.  It  does  not  seem  to  be  a  sufficient  ground  to  set  the  election 
aside  because  it  was  not  opened  till  after  two  o'clock.  The  act  di- 
rects that  the  election  shall  begin  before  that  hour,  but  does  not 
make  this  act  of  so  much  consequence  as  that  the  election  should 
be  void  in  case  it  was  begun  after  that  hour.  If  this  had  been  the 
intention  of  the  Legislature,  they  certainly  would  have  made  it  so 
by  express  words;  but  it  is  only  directory,  and  mentions  that  as 
the  most  convenient.  However,  an  officer  may  be  punishable  for 
a  neglect  of  duty.  The  people  are  not  to  be  deprived  of  Representa- 
tives on  account  of  this  omission. 

6.  As  there  appears  to  be  no  fraud  nor  injury  in  this  transaction, 
(though  it  was  not  conformable  to  the  directions  of  the  act  of  As- 
sembly,) we  do  not  conceive  it  a  sufficient  reason  for  vacating  the 
election. 

7.  The  election  ought  not  to  be  declared  void  because  some  of 
the  Inspectors  left  their  stations  before  the  election  was  ended. 
They  indeed  were  offenders,  and  may  be  punished  for  not  perform- 
ing their  duty,  unless  they  quit  their  staiions  through  ipdisposition 
or  some  other  good  cause. 

If  elections  were  to  be  set  aside  for  irregularities  which  do  not 
affect,  obviously  and  materially,  the  truth  of  the  poll,  the  craft  of 
the  Judges  or  Inspectors  might  lead  them  to  contrive  such  depar- 
ture from  duty,  or  to  commit  some  irregularity,  in  order  to  over- 
turn an  election,  in  case  they  should  dislike  the  event  of  it.  Tho 
rights  of  the  people  do  not  depend  upon  so  precarious  a  founda* 
tion. 

8.  This  question  is  not  stated  with  sufficient  precision.  It  does 
not  appear  whether  the  Inspectors  knew  the  apprentice  to  be  such, 
or  whether  he  was  under  age.  Deceptions  respecting  unqualified 
persons  often  happen,  but  it  would  be  very  wrong  to  set  aside  an 
election  for  a  whole  county,  upon  proof  of  a  single  instance  of  this 
kind,  especially  if  the  sitting  member  has  more  than  a  bare  ma» 
jority.  The  utmost  that  ought  to  be  done  in  this  case,  would  be  to 
subtract  the  vote  from  the  sitting  member. 

9.  Though  Colonel  Bitting  reprimanded  a  man  for  altering  his 
ticket,  and  tore  it  to  pieces  at  the  place  of  election,  yet  this  is  not 
agoodreasou  for  vacating  the  election.  For  aught  that  appears, 
the  man  may  have  piocured  another  ticket  and  delivered  it  to  the 
proper  Inspector.  It  might  not  have  been  a  ticket  for  a  Council- 
lor.    Be  this  as  it  may,  it  does  not  appear  to  us  a  sufficient  ground 
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for  declaring  an  election  void,  because  one  elector  reprimanded 
another  for  altering  a  ticket  which  he  had  received  from  him,  or 
because  he  re-took  the  ticket  he  had  before  furnished  and  tore  it. 
If  it  should  be  determined  otherwise,  it  would  be  in  the  power  of 
any  man  to  set  aside  any  election,  because  any  man  may  reprimand 
another  in  this  way,  and  proceed  to  tear  a  ticket  did  he  not  ap- 
prove. 

Upon  the  whole,  fraud,  force,  or  undue  influence,  may  in    some 

instances  be  sufficient  reasons    for  declaring  an  election  void,  but 

...  .  ° 

no  irregularity,  excepting  such  an  one  as  would  render  it  uncertain 

whether  the  candidate  returned  had  a  majority  of  the  free  votes 
of  qualified  electors,  (that  being  the  substantial  point,)  ought  in 
our  opinion,  to  affect  the  rights  of  the  representative  or  repre- 
sented, especially  where  they  had  no  share  in  it;  but  in  such  case, 
the  person  committing  the  offence  should  be  duly  punished,  accor- 
ding to  the  nature  of  it.  The  true  distinction  is  between  the 
public  and  private  wrong,  the  generality  and  particularity  of  the 
injury.

A  message  from  the  President  and  Council  to  the  Representa- 
tives of  the  Freemen  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  Gen- 
eral Assembly  met. 

Gentlemen  : — The  intelligence  which  has  been  received  from 
the  frontiers  of  the  State  respecting  the  ravages  of  the  Indians,  and 
the  murders  which  they  have  committed  at  this  early  season,  leaves 
no  room  to  doubt  of  their  determination  to  exert  their  utmost  power 
to  distress  us  during  the  present  year,  and  confirm  the  accounts  we 
had  received  from  Fort  Pitt,  Washington,  &c,  of  the  combinations 
formed  by  them  for  that  purpose.  The  defence  of  the  frontiers  has 
been  committed  to  Council  by  a  vote  of  your  Honorable  House,and  a 
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subsequent  resolution  has  empowered  us  to  draw  from  the  Treasury 
for  this  purpose,  any  monies  which  may  be  found  there  but  how  ex- 
tensive soever  this  power  may  seem  to  be  in  words,  it  is  a  fact  which 
we  feel  the  utmost  reluctance  thus  publicly  to  acknowledge,  that 
the  low  state  of  the  Treasury  has  rendered  it  totally  inadequate  to 
the  purpose  for  which  it  was  intended.  It  has  not  been  in  our  power 
to  furnish  the  money  in  due  time  for  raising  the  Ranging  compa- 
nies ordered  for  that  defence,  and  it  has  been  with  great  difficulty 
that  we  have  been  able  to  advance  even  very  small  sums  to  those 
who  have  contracted  to  supply  the  necessary  provisions  for  the  forces 
intended  for  that  quarter,  and  there  is  not  now  any  money  in  the 
Treasury  subject  to  our  order  under  that  resolution ;  and  as  to  the 
resolve  of  the  first  instant,  appropriating  t&  this  purpose  the  arrears 
of  the  late  eighteen  penny  taxes,  if  there  were  no  reason  to  appre- 
hend difficulties  or  delays  in  collecting  them,  these  would  be  so 
very  far  short  of  being  sufficient  for  any  effectual  defence,  that  we 
could  not  think  of  entering  into  the  necessary  contracts,  knowing 
that  it  must  be  impossible  for  us  to  fulfil  them. 

Had  the  Council  no  other  objects  than  to  justify  themselves  to 
their  constituents,  they  would  only  have  to  shew  to  them  that  th^ 
monies'  put  into  their  hands  for  the  defence  of  the  frontiers  had 
been  faithfully  applied  to  that  purpose,  but  justice  to  the  brave 
men  who  lie  exposed  to  the  incursions  of  a  savage  enemy,  will  not 
permit  us  to  neglect  a  single  measure  that  is  in  our  power  for  their 
security.  We,  therefore,  feel  it  to  be  our  duty  to  press  your 'Hon- 
orable House,  in  the  strongest  terms,  to  make  an  immediate  provi- 
sion for  their  defence,  without  which  the  three  companies  of  militia 
ordered  from  Cumberland  county  to  the  protection  of  that  county, 
and  the  assistance  of  Bedford  and  Northumberland  counties,  must 
unavoidably  return,  the  companies  destined  for  the  defence  of  the 
frontiers  be  disbanded,  and  those  unhappy  people  who  lie  exposed, 
be  left  a  pray  to  the  enemy,  or  escaping  by  flight,  expose  others  to 
the  like  dangers  and  destruction.

Ordered,  That  the  following  articles,  to  wit:  one  pair  of  worsted 
stockings,  one  pair  of  buckskin  gloves,  one  pair  of  shoe-buckles, 
one  sett  stock  buckle,  one  ditto  knee  buckle,  one  pair  of  golden 
sleeve  buttons,  marked  S.  S.,  three  pair  of  silver  sleeve  buttons, 
and  one  single  ditto,  one  gold  set  ring,  one  breast  broach,  (silver,) 
one  ivory  comb,  one  brass  inkhorn,  one  clasp-knife,  one  silver  watch, 
maker's  name  Richard  Doingham,  No.  38,981,  and  onefold  pocket 
book,  part  of  the  goods  seized  upon  the  said  persons,  be  now  sold 
at  public  auction  for  the  benefit  of  the  petitioner;  that  the 
proceeds  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  j  and 
that  an  order  be  drawn  in  favor  of  Frederick  Sne*ider  for  the 
amount  thereof. 

Representation  having  been  made  to  this  Board  that  Captain 
Thomas  Prizgard,  of  the  Flag  of  Truce,  Commodore  Lafarey,  is 
held  to  appear  &  to  answer  a  charge  against  him,  made  by  John  Jones, 
Health  Officer,  for  that  he  came  up  to  the  city  of  Philadelphia 
without  paying  a  due  regard  to  the  regulations  established  for  pre- 
serving the  health  of  the  citizens  :     On  consideration, 

Ordered,  That  the  Attorney  General  be  directed  to  enter  a  noli 
prosequi  in  the  said  case,  and.  that  the  consideration  of  the  conduct 
of  Captain  Prizgard  be  referred  to  the  Secretary  at  War,  for  his 
determination  how  far  the  same  may  have  been  contrary  to  the  law 
of  nations. 

A  resolution  of  the  Honorable  House  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  eighth  instant,  authorizing  and  empowering  this  Board  to 
draw  upon  the  Treasury  of  this  State  for  any  sum  not  exceeding 
ten  thousand  pounds  of  the  paper  money  of  this  State,  emitted  by 
act  of  Assembly  of  the  seventh  of  April,  1781,  for  discharging 
the  debts  due  for  horses  and  waggons  called  into  service  agreeably 
to  requisitions  of  Congress  and  the  Commander-in-Chief,  was  re- 
ceived and  read. 

Ordered,  To  lie  on  the  table. 
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The  committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  message  to  the  House  of 
General  Assembly,  brought  in  a  draft  of  the  same,  which  is  as  fol- 
lows, vizt : 

Message  from  the  President  and  Council  fo  the  representatives 
of  the  Freemen  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General 
Assembly  met. 

Gentlemen  :  Our  desire  to  preserve  the  harmony  so  essential  to 
the  public  welfare,  has  kept  us  silent  under  the  various  measures 
adopted  by  your  House,  which  we  conceive  prejudicial  to  the  State 
and  derogatory  to  the  Constitutional  rights  of  this  Board.     But  as 

.  we  perceive  a  system  to  be  adopted  and  steadily  pursued,  which 
evidently  tends  to  annihilate  the  powers  and  usefulness  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive part  of  government,  our  duty  to  our  constituents,  and  a 
due  regard  to  the  sacred  obligations  we  have  entered  into,  oblige 
us  to  speak  with  freedom,  and  to  declare  that,  as  we  will  never  make 
a  voluntary  surrender  of  our  privileges,  so  we  will  not  tamely  and 
silently  submit  to  any  invasion  of  them.  In  the  station  assigned 
us  in  the  government,  we  do  not  apprehend  ourselves  obliged  to 
take  notice  of  any  deviations  from  the  Constitution,  which  do  not 
touch  our  own  rights;  but  of  these  we  conceive  ourselves,  in  the 
first  instance,  the  special  and  natural  guardians,  and  when  we  can 
no  otherwise  prevent  Legislative  encroachments,  it  is  our  duty  at 
least  to  make  a  solemn  appeal  to  the  people,  our  mutual  constitu- 
ents, the  true  source  and  fountain  from  whence  all  our  authority  is 
derived.  When  the  Constitution  of  the  State  placed  the  Legisla- 
tive power  in  a  single  branch,  with  certain  checks  upon  rash  and' 
and  hasty  determination,  it  was  never  supposed  that  any  House  of 
Assembly  would,  by  special  laws  made  for  the  purpose,  assume  the 
Executive  powers,  and  by  blending  Legislative  and  Executive,  unite 
what  the  Constitution  had  wisely  and  decisively  separated  •  much 
less,  that  such  laws  should  pa.-s  without  even  a  decent  regard  to 
those  salutary  restraints  of  time  and  publication,  which  were  in- 
tended to  provide  against  intemperate  and  indigested  measures.  It 
has  been  one  of  the  greatest  objections  "made  to  this  Constitution, 
that  it  has  left  too  little  power  in  the  Executive  branch ;  and  yet 
we  see  daily  attempts  to  make  that  little  less.  We  cannot  suppose 
that  it  is  intended  practically  to  shew  the  people  what  mischief 
and  abuse  a  single   Legislature   may  do,  and  yet  we  are  at   a  loss 

*  otherwise  to  account  for  those  proceedings  which  are  particularly 
the  objects  of  this  message.  And  first,  with  respect  to  the  Judges 
of  the  Supreme  Court.  The  Constitution  has  vested  their  appoint- 
ment in  the  Council,  and  declared  that  "  they  shall  have  fixed  sala- 
ries. "  Before  the  appointments  were  made  these  salaries  were 
fixed,  and  then  persons  were  taken  from  other  employments  of 
life  into  the  public  service ;  but  as  soon  as  a  settled  medium  of 
commerce  was  introduced,  you  have  unfixed  those  very  salaries  and 
reduced  them  to  a  value  inadequate  to  the  present  scale  of  expence 
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and  the  dignity  of  the  station,  and  so  far  broken  the  contract  be- 
tween those  officers  and  the  public  which  they  justly  conceived  to 
be  guaranteed  by  the  Constitution.  What  benefit  can  the  Com- 
monwealth derive  from  the  appointment  as  directed  by  the  Consti- 
tution, or  from  the  independency  of  their  commissions,  if,  after  such 
appointment,  and  the  rate  of  their  compensation  being  ascertained, 
every  Assembly  may  take  upon  them  to  alter  that  rate,  and  show 
their  favour  or  resentment  by  a  liberal  or  inadequate  allowance,  as 
the  men  may  be  pleasing  to  them ;  or  otherwise,  what  is  it  in  effect, 
but  to  make  them  dependant  upon  the  Assembly  for  their  daily 
subsistence,  and  subject  them  to  the  strongest  temptations  of  yield- 
ing to  every  veering  gale  of  politics  or  party  ?  Or  to  what  purpose 
was  it  to  give  the  appointment  to  the  Council,  when  the  objects  of 
their  choice  are  left  in  such  a  state  of  dependance  for  their  sup- 
port ?  We  conceive  that  the  powers  thus  claimed  of  reducing  sala- 
ries after  the  offices  have  been  long  accepted  and  held,  is  incompati- 
ble with  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  Constitution,  and  may  be 
exercised  in  such  a  manner  as  in  effect  to  prevent  the  Council  ap- 
pointing any  person  to  office,  by  rendering  it  impossible  for  the  per- 
son appointed  to  accept  or  to  continue  in  office,  however  irreproacha- 
ble in  conduct  and  ability,  if  he  should  happen  to  be  displeasing  to 
a  majority  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  we  conceive  the  indepen- 
dance  of  the  Judges,  both  on  the  Executive  and  Legislative,  as  a 
point  of  the  greatest  importance  to  the  good  people  of  the  State, 
and  as  their  commissions  are  for  seven  years,  unless  convicted  of 
misbehaviour,  it  is  clear  that  their  support  ought  to  be  equally  fixed, 
and  irrevocable  during  that  period. 

Secondly  :  The  draughts  of  public  money  from  the  Treasury, 
without  the  intervention  of  the  Council,  when  the  appropriation  or 
use  of  the  money  is  declared,  we  apprehend  to  be  inconsistent  with 
the  Constitution,  which  declares  it  to  be  the  right  of  the  Council 
to  '-'draw  upon  the  Treasury  for  such  sums  as  shall  be  appropria- 
ted by  the  House."  This  appropriation  we  clearly  conceive  to 
mean  a  declaration  of  the  use,  and  not  of  the  person  to  draw  for 
it;  and  that  the  giving  this  power  to  any  other  persons,  by  a  spe- 
cial law,  is  a  viulation  of  the  Constitutional  privileges  of  the  Coun- 
cil— an  unjust  and  unnecessary  wound  to  their  feelings,  and  calcu- 
lated to  lessen  their  influence  and  utility. 

It  is  altogether  unprecedented  in  this  or  any  of  the  neighboring 
States,  as  far  as  we  know  and  believe,  and  must  be  attended  with 
the  greatest  inconveniences,  if  there  should  be  any  failure  in  the 
collection  of  the  taxes  in  point  of  time  or  quantity. 

In  a  late  bill  published  for  consideration,  entitled 

[Blank  in  Council  book.] 

we  observe  that  Commissioners  are  appointed  with  like  powers,  to 
draw  upon  the  Treasury,  and  to  manage  and  conduct  the  defence  of 
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the  river  Delaware.  Though  there  have  been  instances  wherein 
the  Assembly,  since  the  resolution,  have  by  law  nominated  Com- 
missioners for  special  purposes,  yet  we  apprehend  there  is  no  pre- 
cedent for  the  powers  granted  by  this  law;  but,  on  the  contrary, 
when  on  a  former  occasion  provision  was  made  for  the  defence  of 
the  river  and  trade,  the  direction  thereof  was  in  all  respects  in- 
trusted to  the  Council,  who  conducted  it  in  such  manner  as  to  give 
effectual  relief  to  the  commerce  of  the  city,  without  any  eventual 
charge  to  the  State.  The  Constitution  expressly  declares  it  to  be 
the  right  and  duty,  of  the  Council  to  expedite  the  execution  of  such 
measures  as  may  be  resolved  on  by  the  General  Assembly.  But 
the  language  of  your  laws,  gentlemen,  is  that  u  other  persons  shall 
expedite  the  execution  of  your  measures/'  and,  in  our  opinion, 
plainly  encroaches  on  the  rights  of  the  people,  who  have  elected  you 
for  the  purpose  of  devising  measures,  and  us  for  that  of  executing 
them ;  and  so  far  as  we  attempt  to  legislate,  or  you  to  execute,  so 
far  we  depart  from  the  principles  of  the  Constitution,  usurp  the 
rights  of  each  other,  and  do  injustice  to  the  people.  The  clause 
in  the  law  published  for  consideration,  by  which  the  present  Auc- 
tioneers are  removed  from  office  without  any  complaint  against 
them,  though  they  have  held  their  offices  for  a  sh&rt  time,  we  cannot 
but  consider  it  as  a  part  of  the  system  to  increase  your  own  power 
and  lessen  the  weight  of  the  Council  in  the  eyes  of  the  world.  It 
is  but  little  more  than  a  year  since  a  former  Assembly,  in  the 
spirit  of  the  Constitution,  placed  the  appointment  of  these  offices 
in  the  Council.  Men  of  approved  fidelity  in  the  general  cause, 
and  of  known  capacity,  were  commissioned.  They  have  just  be- 
come masters  of  the  business,  made  their  arrangements,  and  pro- 
cured suitable  accommodations  and  clerks,  when  a  special  act  of 
Assembly  is  proposed  to  dismiss  them  from  office  and  appoint 
others.  What  persons  will  in  future  be  induced  to  accept  of  ap- 
pointments under  the  Council,  even  under  the  sanction  of  your  own 
laws,  which  are  to  be  held  on  so  precarious  a  tenure  ?.  or  what  can 
be  more  degrading  to  a  public  body  than  to  see  persons  of  their 
appointment  thus  displaced,  without  any  cause  assigned  ?  We  do 
not  contend  but  that  the  House  might  have  reserved  the  original 
appointment,  though  we  think  the  spirit  of  the  Constitution  dis- 
countenances appointments  of  the  Assembly.  But  to  re-assume  it 
by  ex  post  facto  law,  without  any  complaint  of  its  being  improperly 
executed,  in  our  opinion,  manifests  such  disrespect  to  the  former 
Assembly,  such  an  unfreindiy  disposition  towards  the  Council, 
and  enmity  to  the  present  officers,  that  all  candid  and  considerate 
men  will  deem  it  an  undue  stretch  of  Legislative  power,  and  incom- 
patible with  the  Constitution. 

We  wish  you  to  consider,  gentlemen,  before  you  proceed  further 
in  this  system,  what  consequences  will  be  likely  to  flow  from  it. — 
An  Assembly  with  different  views,  may  think  it  proper  and  just,  by 
other  laws,  to  alter  your  appointments  and  displace   those  whom 
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you  may  chuse  ;  so  that  at  length  no  man  of  common  prudence  or 
ability  will  accept  of  any  office  subject  to  such  capricious  changes. 
It  is  also  worthy  of  your  consideration  that  such  proceedings  have 
a  direct  tendency  to  kindle  animosities,  to  infiame  the  spirits  of 
men,  and  keep  up  divisions  in  the  State.  We,  therefore,  wish  to 
have  it  known  to  the  good  people  of  this  Commonwealth,  that  as 
we  utterly  disapprove  of  such  measures,  so  we  have  not  been  want- 
ing against  them,  and  as  far  as  in  our  power,  prevent  the  pernici- 
ous consequences  which  must  result  from  such  a  line  of  conduct.

A  PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas,  The  Congress  of  the  United  States  of  America,  by 
their  resolve  of  the  nineteenth  day  of  March  last,  did  recommend 
in  the  following  words,  vizt : 

The  goodness  of  the  Supreme  Being  to  all  hi?  rational  crea- 
'tures,  demands  their  acknowledgments  of  gratitude  and  love ;  his 
absolute  government  of  this  world  dictates  that  it  is  the  interest, 
and  people  ardently  to  supplicate  his  favor  and  implore  his  protec- 
tion. When  the  lust  of  dominion  or  lawless  ambition  excites  arbi- 
trary power  to  invade  their  rights,  or  to  endeavour  to  wrest  from 
a  people  their  sacred  and  invaluable  privileges,  and  compels  them, 
in  defence  of  the  same,  to  encounter  all  the  horrors  and  calamities 
of  a  bloody  and  vindictive  war,  then  is  that  people  loudly  called 
upon  to  fly  unto  that  G-od  for  protection  who  hears  the  cries  of  the 
distressed,  and  will  not  turn  a  deaf  ear  to  the  supplication  of  the 
oppressed.  Great  Britain,  hitherto  left  to  infatuated  councils,  and 
to  pursue  measures  repugnant;  to  her  own  interest  and  distressing 
to  this  country,  still  persists  in  the  design  of  subjugating  these 
United  States,  which  will  compel  us  into  another  active,  and  per- 
haps bloody  campaign. 

The  United  States,  in  Congress  assembled,  therefore,  taking  into 
consideration  our  present  situation,  our  multiplied  transgressions  of 
the  holy  laws  of  our  G-od,  and  his  past  kindness  and  goodness  to- 
wards us,  which  we  ought  to  record  with  the  liveliest  gratitude, 
think  it  their  indispensable  duty  to  call  upon  the  several  States  to 
set  apart  Thursday,  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  April  next,  as  a  day  of 
fasting,  humiliation  and  prayer;  that  our  joint  supplications  may 
then  ascend  to  the  throne  of  the  Ruler  of  the  Universe,  beseeching 
him  to  diffuse  a  spirit  of  Universal  reformation  among  all  ranks 
and  degrees  of  our  citizens,  and  make  us  an  holy,  that  so  we  may 
be  an  happy  people ;  that  it  may  please  him  to  impart  wisdom, 
unanimity  and  integrity  to  our  Councillors  ;  to  bless  and  prosper 
the  reign  of  our  illustrious  Ally,  and  give  success  to  his  arms  em- 
ployed in  the  defence  of  the  rights  of  human  nature;  that  he 
would  smile  upon  our  military  arrangements  by  sea  and  land,  ad- 
minister cOmfort  and  consolation  to  our  prisoners  in  a  cruel  captivity, 
protect  the  life  and  health  ot  our  Commander-in-Chief,  grant  us 
victory  over  our  enemies,  establish  peace  in  all  our  borders,  and 
give  happiness  to  all  our  inhabitants;  that   he  would  prosper  the 
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labour  of  the  husbandmen,  making  the  earth  yield  her  increase  in 
abundance,  and  give  a  proper  season  for  the  in-gathering  of  the 
fruits  thereof;  that  he  would  grant  success  to  all  engaged  in  lawful 
trade  and  commerce,  and  take  under  his  guardianship  all  schools 
and  seminaries  of  learning,  and  make  them  nurseries  of  virtue  and 
piety ;  that  he  would  incline  the  hearts  to  peace,  and  fill  them 
with  universal  charity  and  benevolence  ;  and  that  the  religion  of 
our  Divine  Redeemer,  with  all  its  benign  influences,  may  cover 
the  earth  as  the  waters  cover  the*  sea.

The  attention  which  you,  rfir,  have  always  shewn  to  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania,  affords  us  full  assurance  that  you  will  represent  to 
your  august  Sovereign  the  sincerity  with  which  we  rejoice  at  every 
event  that  adds  to  his  glory  or  happiness,  and  more  especially  in 
the  present  instance. 

May  the  great  Governor  of  the  Universe  take  into  his  holy  keep- 
ing the  King,  the  Queen,  and  the  Dauphin  of  France,  and  pour 
out  his  choicest  blessings  upon  them.

To  which  the  Minister  of  France  was  pleased  to  give  the  follow- 
ing answer : 

Gentlemen  : — I  cannot  be  charged  with  a  duty  more  agreeable 
to  fulfil  than  that  of  transmitting  to  his  Majesty  testimonies  of  the 
part  you  take  in  the  favour  which  Heaven  has  done  him,  in  grant- 
ing a  Dauphin  to  his  wishes  and  to  those  of  the  French  Nation. — 
Since  I  have  had  the  advantage  of  living  among  you,  gentlemen,  I 
have  been  frequently  a  witness  of  the  sincere  interest  you  have 
taken  in  every  thing  that  may  concern  your  ally.  The  more  the 
two  nations  are  acquainted,  the  more  they  love  and  esteem  each 
other,  and  the  more  they  are  sensible  of  the  necessity  of  an  unal- 
terable union.  These  circumstances  will  render  still  more  agreea- 
ble to  his  Majesty  the  sentiments  of  the  Council  of  Pennsylvania 
on  the  subject  of  the  birth  of  an  heir  to  mis  crown.  The  young 
Prince  will  one  day  be  informed  of  the  joy  which  the  Pennsylva- 
nians  have  shewn  on  this  occasion.  He  will  learn  that  they  were 
his  friends  from  his  cradle,  and  it  will  please  him  to  be  theirs  the 
whole  time  of  his  life.

"  human  nature  as  not  to  feel  some  concern  while  they  see  that 
"  once  powerful  and  respectable  natitfn  continuing  to  act  upon  prin- 
"  ciples  which,  if  persisted  in  much  longer,  must,  by  destroying 
"  all  title  to  the  esteem,  faith  and  confidence  of  these  United  States, 
"  render  treaties  of  amity  and  commerce  between  us  and  them  ab- 
solutely and  altogether  impracticable. "

That  every  exertion  had  been 
made  for  recruiting  the  men  for  filling  up  the  line  of  Pennsylvania, 
which,  however,  had  fallen  greatly  short  of  their  wishes,  and  even 
of  their  expectations ;  that  the  whole  of  the  Pennsylvania 
line  was  probably  two  thousand,  rank  and  file,  and  that  there 
was  little  probability  of  any  considerable  number  being  now  ob- 
tained, although  the  State  had  made  it  a  point  to  appropriate  the 
monies  of  this  State  to  that  as  a  first  object,  and  that  a  law  had 
been  passed  for  filling  the  quotas  of  the  State  for  the  present  year  ; 
and  a  vigorous  exertion  was  now  making  to  give  the  law  its  utmost 
effect,  and  there  was  some  reason  to  hope,  that  by  the  first  of  July, 
the  State  may  be  able  to  pay  into  the  office  of  Finance,  about  fifty 
or  perhaps  sixty  thousand.

A  PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas,  'The  southern  post  was  robbed  of  his  mail  on  Sun- 
day, the  sixteenth  day  of  this  present  month,  within  five  miles  of 
Harford,  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  and  the  United  States  in  Con- 
gress assembled,  by  their  act  of  the  nineteenth  day  of  the  same 
month,  resolved  that  the  Executives  of  the  States  of  New  Jersey, 
Pennsylvania,  Delaware  and  Maryland,  be  requested  to  pursue  the 
most  likely  measures,  by  offering  public  rewards  at  the  expence  of 
the  United  States,  and  otherwise,  for  recovering  the  mail,  and 
bringing  the  robbers  to  due  punishment: 

Wherefore,  from  a  due  regard  to  the  said  request,  as  well  as  from 
a  strong  sense  of  the  justice  and  propriety  thereof,  we  do  hereby 
offer  a  public  reward  of  two  hundred  dollars  to  any  person  or  per- 
sons who  shall  secure  the  said  mail  and  deliver  the  same  to  any 
Justice  of  this  State  within  sixty  days  from  the  day  of  the  date 
hereof;  and  also  the  further  reward  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each 
and  every  person  who  shall  be  apprehended  and  convicted  of  the 
said  robbery,  to  be  paid  to  such  person  or  persons  who  shall  appre- 
hend such  robber  or  robbers  and  secure  him  or  them  in  any  jail 
within  this  State  :  And  we  do  hereby  strictly  charge  and  require

Report,  that  I  have  carefully  examined  my  office,  and  find  that 
William  Bacon  stands  as  a  five  thousand  acre  purchaser,  who,  it  is 
said,  by  deeds  of  lease  and  release  of  the  nineteenth  and  twentieth 
days  of  February,  1718 — '19,  conveyed  the  same  to  Humphrey 
Murray  and  John  Budd,  with  its  appurtenances.  I  find  a  warrant

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should  direct,  but  I  do  not  find  any  survey  or  return  made  on  said 
warrant.  See  the  same.  1  do  not  find  the  name  of  Henry  John- 
ston, as  a  first  purchaser,  in  my  books  ;  but  I  find  a  return  of  three 
hundred  acres  of  land  in  Philadelphia  county,  made  for  him  in 
1691 — '2.  I  find  a  warrant  granted  to  John  Martin,  dated  the  se- 
cond of  the  sixth  month,  1684,  and  surveyed  the  same  day.  See 
the  return  made  to  Robert  Prismal,  in  right  of  John  Martin,  be- 
tween the  Fourth  and  Fifth  streets  from  Delaware  river,  and  between 
Sassafras  and  Vine  streets.  I  find  Thomas  and  Richard  Pierce, 
Samuel  Taverner  and  Thomas  Philips's  lots,  both  on  High  street 
and  Front  street  on  Schuylkill  side,  have  been  laid  out  and  return- 
ed in  the  year  1688,  and  are  ready  for  those  who  can  show  the  best 
title. 

I  find  Nicholas  Moore  stands  as  a  purchaser  of  ten  thousand 
acres.  The  city  lots,  both  Delaware  and  Schuylkill,  have  been  laid 
out  and  returned  into  the  Secretary's  office  the  eighth  of  the  twelfth 
month,  1694 — '5,  agreeable  to  said  purchase.  The  three  lots  on  the 
Schuylkill  side  remain  unoccupied,  and  are  ready  for  those  who 
can  make  the  best  title.

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son  and  heir  of  Richard  Pierce,  Thomas  Pierce,  for  himself,  John 
Phelps,  son  and  heir  of  Thomas  Phelps,  and  Samuel  Taverner,  by 
a  deed,  quin-quepartite,  the  twenty-fourth  of  the  6th  month,  1704, 
granted  four  thousand  acres  to  James  Shattick  and  Edward  Lane, 
as  joint  tenants,  as  *$  record  E  6,  vol.  7,  page  160.  Edward  Lane 
dying  before  James  Shattick,  the  lands  and  lots  devolved  upon 
Shattick  by  survivorship,  as  appears  by  deed  from  Shattick  to  Pau- 
ling, E  7,  vol  8,  pa'e  420,  dated  10th  Sept'r,  1703.  James  Shat- 
tick, the  seventeenth  of  November,  1717,  sells  to  Richard  Hill,  with 
sundry  other  lots.  In  virtue  of  the  above  conveyances,  patents 
were  issued  for  part  of  the  lots,  as  ^  large  patent.

A  message  from  the  President  and  Council  to  the  Representatives 
of  the  Freemen  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General  Assembly  met. 

Gentlemen  : — It  has  been  with  great  reluctauce  that  we  have 
called  you  together  at  an  earlier  day  than  that  to  which  you  stand 
adjourned;  but  the  state  of  the  treasury  rendered  it  in  our  opinion 
indispensably  necessary.  The  sum  which  we  have  been  able  to 
procure  on  loan,  in  consequence  of  the  act  of  Assembly  passed  the 
last  session,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  enable  the  Supreme  Executive 
Council  to  negotiate  such  loans  as  may  be  necessary  to  procure  a 
sufficient  sum  of  money  for  the  defence  of  the  frontiers  of  this 
State,  and  the  support   of  civil  Government,"  has   been   so  very 
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trifling,  as  to  leave  us  no  room  to  hope  for  a  supply  of  money  by 
that  means;  and  we  had  great  reason  to  apprehend  a  severe  blow 
would  be  aimed  at  the  frontiers  by  the  Indians.  Our  fears  in  this 
respect  have  been  but  too  well  justified  by  events  which  have  since 
happened,  and  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  blow  has  fallen 
with  redoubled  force  in  consequence  of  killing  the  Moravian  In- 
dians at  Muskingham,  an  act  which  never  had  our  approbation  or 
countenance  in  any  manner  whatever. 

The  monies  becorajmg  due  on  contracts  for  supplying  the  men  on 
thenfrontiers  will  be™ery  considerable ;  and  as  the  continuance  of 
the  supplies  will  depend  on  the  payment  thereof  with  punctuality, 
this  object  becomes  of  very  great  importance,  and  requires  imme- 
diate attention. 

Since  the  time  of  your  adjournment,  a  great  quantity  of  British 
merchandize  has  been  imported  into  this  State  from  the  city  of 
New  York,  and  paid  for  in  specie.  This  has  occasioned  a  consid- 
erable deficiency  in  our  circulating  medium,  and  justly  alarmed 
every  good  citizen  with  apprehensions  of  the  most  fatal  consequences 
if  that  destructive  trade  is  not  immediately  and  effectually  re- 
strained. The  intercourse  between  the  disaffected  of  the  State  and 
the  enemy  at  New  York  is  so  easy  and  unrestrained,  as  to  become 
extremely  injurious  and  really  dangerous;  and  it  is,  in  our  opinion, 
become  absolutely  necessary  to  restrain  it.  We  are  sensible  that 
a  sameness  of  language  and  similarity  of  dress  and  manners  render 
it  difficult  to  devise  effectual  means  for  this  purpose ;  but  those  dif- 
ficulties, far  from  preventing,  ought  to  redouble  our  diligence  and 
efforts  in  a  case  on  which  so  much  depends. 

The  insults  and  robberies  committed  within  the  State  by  several 
parties  of  armed  men,  some  of  whom  have  talked  of  open  defiance, 
have  induced  us  to  offer  public  rewards  for  apprehending  and  bring- 
ing them  to  justice,  and  a  number  of  them  have  been  arrested  and 
are  now  in  confinement. 

A  state  of  the  taxes  of  last  year,  with  other  papers  of  public 
concern,  will  be  herewith  laid  before  you.

The  Council  taking  into  consideration  the  said  proposal,  agreed 
to  pay  Col.  Lutz  nine  pence  per  ration  for  any  number  of  rations 
lie  may  furnish  to  the  said  militia,  not  exceeding  three  hundred.

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Mr.  Bayard,  and  Doctor  Gardner,  be  a  Committee  of  the  Council 
to  confer  with  the  Minister  at  War,  and  the  Committee  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  on  the  proposed  expeditions,  at  the  Council  Cham- 
ber, to-morrow  mojning  at  nine  o'clock.

The  Council  resumed  the  consideration  of  the  resolve  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  sixth  instant,  empowering  the  Council  to 
draw  on  the  Bank  for  the  sum  of  five  thousand  pounds,  solely  ap- 
propriated towards  the  defence  of  the  frontiers  of  the  State ;  and 
thereupon, 

Ordered,  That  the  House  be  requested  to  inform  the  Council 
twhether  it  is  intended  that  debts  already  contracted  in  the  defence 
of  the  frontiers,  or  any  part  of  them,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  said 
five  thousand  pounds.  And.  also  to  request  the  House  will  re-con- 
sider their  resolve,  so  far  as  relates  to  the  manner  of  drawing  on 
the  Bank;  the  Council  conceiving  it  will  be  most  proper  to  have  the 
sum  borrowed  of  the  Bank  by  the  House,,  made  payable  to  the 
Treasurer  or  his  order.  The  drafts  of  the  Council  for  the  frontier 
defence  may  then  be  drawn  on  the  Treasurer,  and  accepted  by  him, 
•payable  at  the  Bank.  As  the  resolve  now  stands,  the  Council 
judge  it  will  be  necessary  to  draw  on  the  Bank  in  favor  of  the  Trea- 
sury for  the  whole,  and  then  to  draw  on  him  for  the.  respective 
sums  becoming  necessary,  to  be  by  him  accepted  in  like  manner, 
payable  at  the  Bank;  otherwise  the  Treasurer's  books  will  not  con- 
tain the  public  accounts,  as  they  certainly  ought  to  do. 

An  order  was  drawn  on  the  Commissary  of  Military  Stores,  Cap- 
tain Joseph  Stiles,  for  twenty  stand  of  arms  for  the  company  of 
Bangers  commanded  by  Ca'ptain  Shrawder,  for  which  the  said  Shraw- 
der  is  to  account. 

A  message  to  the  General  Assembly  was  prepared  and  read,  and 
is  in  the  words  following,  vizt : 

Message  from  the  President  and  Council  to  the  Representatives 
of  the  Freemen  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly  met. 

Gentlemen: — A  letter  from  the  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs, 
requesting  to  be  furnished  with  returns  of  the  damage  done  by  the 
enemy  within  this  State,  which  having  been  laid  before  the  Gen- 
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eral  Assembly,  has  been  returned  to  the  Council,  now  coming 
again  under  our  consideration,  it  appears  to  us  to  be  necessary,  in 
order  to  ascertain  with  tha"t  precision  which  so  important  a  case 
requires,  that  an  act  should  be  past  authorising  Commissioners  to 
receive  evidence  of  such  losses  and  judge  of  the  value  thereof. — 
The  House  will  please  to  receive  the  letter,  and  take  such  order 
thereon  as  they  may  judge  most  effectual  for  answering  the  purposes 
which  the  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs  has  in  view.

Ordered,  That  William  Brown,  Esquire,  be  appointed  to  hire 
fifty-five  pack-horses,  with  a  driver  to  every  six  horses,  for  the  ex- 
pedition into  the  Indian  country,  under  the  command  of  Major 
General  Potter,  each  horse  to  be  accoutred  at  the  expense  of  the 
owner,  with  a  pack-saddle,  halter,  and  bell,  and  to  be  allowed  three 
shillings  per  day ;  and  the  driver  to  be  allowed  three  shillings  and 
nine  pence  per  day,  and  rations.  The  horses  are  to  be  appraised 
by  two  respectable  freeholders,  on  oath,  and  the  hire  to  be  paid  on 
their  return.  They  are  to  rendezvous  at  the  town  of  Northumber- 
land, on  the  fourth  day  of  October  next.

A  Message  from  the  President  and  Supreme  Executive  Council  to 
the  General  Assembly. 

Gentlemen  : — We  send  to  you  with  particular  satisfaction,  a  let- 
ter from  Mr.  Morris,  of  the  ninth  instant,  and  the  enclosures  con- 
cerning his  agency,  as  we  are  convinced  will  be  very  pleasing  to 
you  to  see  such  accurate  accounts  of  large  sums  of  public  money 
rendered  so  quickly  after  the  appropriation  and  application  of  them. 

With  them  will  be  delivered  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
State  for  this  year,  and  the  report  of  the  Comptroller  General 
thereon,  which  from  a  strict  to  his  sense  of  duty  has  been  laid  be- 
fore us.  Upon  considering  the  nature  of  these  accounts,  and  the 
law  establishing  the  Comptroller  General's  office,  doubts  have  arisen 
in  our  minds  whether  it  would  be  regular  in  us  to  decide  upon  them  ; 
and,  therefore,  we  have  judged  it  proper  to  transmit  them  to  your 
Honorable  House. 

We  also  send  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  at  War,  of  the  seventh 
instant,  and  an  act  of  Council  of  the  ninth,  upon  an  application  of 
€olonel  Richard  Butler,  that  you  may  be  fully  possessed  of  the 
plan  in  contemplation  with  respect  to  our  line,  and  have  the  ne- 
cessary information  for  taking  other  measures  on  that  head,  if  they 
shall  be  deemed  expedient. 

In  compliance  with  your  resolution  of  the  eleventh  instant,  i?e 
inclose  a  state  of  the  disposal  of  the  five  thousand  pounds  obtained 
from  the  National  Bank  for  the  further  defence  of  the  frontiers. 

Referring  to  that  subject,  we  beg  leave  to  observe  that  we  have 
had  under  our  consideration  the  accounts  of  Mr.  William  Brown 
and  Messieurs  Montgomery  and  Reese,  now  inclosed,  and  the 
Comptroller  General's  reports  upon  them,  which  we  approve.  But 
as  the  services  mentioned  in  those  accounts  were  almost  wholly 
prior  to  the  resolution  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  ninth  of 
last  September,  appropriating  the  five  thousand  pounds  solely  to 
the  further  defence  of  the  frontiers,  we  esteemed  it  our  duty  to  de-

It  is  proper  to  add,  that  it  appears  from  a  letter  of  General  Ir- 
vine of  the  twenty-seventh  of  October,  that  some  other  expences 
have  been  lately  incurred  for  the  defence  of  the  frontiers.  An  ob- 
ject of  much  greater  moment,  mentioned  in  a  following  letter  from 
the  General,  of  the  twenty-ninth,  we  are  assured  will  claim  your 
immediate  and  serious  attention  ;  and  that  is  the  settlements  that 
people  are  now  making  beyond  the  Ohio,  upon  lands  within  this 
State.  We  have  conferred  with  Mr.  Jones,  who  is  mentioned  in 
that  letter,  and  desired  him  to  attend  in  case  you  should  incline  to 
see  him,  as  his  intelligence  seems  to  be  important.  As  these  lands 
constitute  a  fund  that  may  contribute  towards  rendering  justice  to 
our  deserving  and  suffering  officers  and  soldiers,  we  apprehend  the 
most  early,  vigorous  and  decisive  measures  should  be  adopted  for 
preventing  and  removing  every  difficulty  that  may  tend  to  obstruct 
or  delay  such  a  disposition  of  them  as  the  interests,  good  faith,  and 
honor  of  the  Commonwealth  may,  in  the  wisdom  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, require.

Mr.  Levan, 

Petitions  from  Frederick  Mourer  and  Philip  Klein,  praying  re* 
mission  of  their  fioes  for  non-performance  of  their  tour  of  militia 
duty  on  a  late  call  of  militia  from  the  county  of  Berks,  were  read ; 
and  on  consideration, 

Ordered,  That  the  said  petitions  be  referred  to  the  Lieutenant 
of  the  said  county. 

The  Honorable  Major  General  Lincoln,  Secretary  at  War,  laid 
before  the  Board  the  petition  of  John  Fishel,  representing  to  the 
Secretary  at  War,  that  the  said  Fishel  was  a  native  of  York 
county,  in  this  State,  and  had  been  inveigled  into  the  British  ser- 
vice in  the  year  1771.  That  he  was  captured  with  General  Bur- 
goyne,  and  returned  to  his  native  place,  married,  and  has  several 
children,  and  prays  that  he  may  be  restored  to  the  rights  and  pri- 
vileges of  a  citizen.  And  the  said  Fishel  produced  a  certificate  of 
his  good  behaviour  since  his. return.  General  Lincoln  informs  this 
Board  that  he  is  ready  and  willing  to  discharge  the  said  Fishel,  if 
the  Council  should  think,  proper  to  demand  him  as  a  citizen;  where- 
upon, 

Ordered,  That  the  Secretary  at  War  be  requested  to  discharge 
John  Fishel,  and  permit  him  to  return  to  the  duties  of  a  citizen, 
on  his  producing  a  certificate  of  his  having  taken  the  oath  of  alle- 
giance to  the  State  required  by  law. 

The  petition  of  Francis  Hutchinson,  late  of  the  State  of  New- 
Jersey,  praying  a  passport  to  New  York,  was  read;  and  there- 
upon, 

Ordered,  That  the  petitioner,  with  his  recommendation,  be  refer- 
red to  the  Executive  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey. 

Ordered,  That  a  pass  to  New  Jersey  be  granted  to  the  said 
Francis  Hutchinson. 

A  pass  was  granted  to  Philip  Newcomer,  to  go  to  the  State  of 
North  Carolina  and  to  return  again,  with  a  waggon  and  four 
horses. 

Two  deeds  were  examined  and  signed  by  his  Excellency  the 
President,  to  Joseph  Dean,  for  divers  city  lots,  sold  for  the  redemp- 
tion of  the  bills  of  credit  of  this  State  of  the  twenty-ninth  day  of 
April,  17^0,  marked  in  the  general  plan  of  city  lots  remaining  in 
the  Surveyor  General's  office,  vizt  : 
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One  of  them  for  lots  numbered  from  1281  to  1286.  Considera- 
tion one  hundred  and  eighty-four  pounds. 

One  other  numbered  from  1429  to  1434.  Consideration  one 
hundred  and  eighty-one  pounds. 

Both  which  sums  the  said  Joseph  Dean  hath  paid  to  the  Trea- 
surer of  the  State,  as  appears  by  his  receipts.  Deeds  dated  the 
twenty  first  instant. 

The  President  laid  before  the  Board  the  draft  of  a  proclamation, 
whieh  being  read,  was  agreed  to,  and  is  in  the  words  following, 
vizt : 

By  the   President,   and  the   Supreme   Executive  Council  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania. 

A  PROCLAMATION. 

As  the  greatest  and  best  of  Beings  commanded  mankind  into 
existence,  with  a  capacity  for  happiness,  bestowing  upon  him  un- 
derstanding and  many  good  gifts,  so  when  they  by  an  abuse  of 
the  blessings  thus  intrusted,  had  involved  themselves  in  guilt  and 
misery,  his  compassion  was  exteuded  towards  them,  and  in  "his 
tender  mercies/'  not  only  seed  time,  and  harvest,  and  cold,  and 
heat,  and  summer,  and  winter,  and  day,  and  night,  were  continued 
unto  them,  but  the  "eternal  purposes"  were  revealed,  and  the  hea- 
venly treasuries  opened  to  restore  the  human  race  to  the  transcen- 
dent privileges  from  which  by  transgression  they  were  fallen  ;  an4 
in  **this  marvellous  work,"  the  laws  of  righteousness  have  been  with 
such  infinite  wisdom  adj  usted  and  united  in  the  obligations  of  nature, 
that  while  they  jointly  tend  to  promote  the  filicity  of  men  in  a 
future  state,  they  evidently  co-operate  to  advance  their  welfare  in 
the  present,  and  to  offend  against  the  sanctions  of  revolution  or  the 
dictates  of  reason  and  conscience,  is  assuredly  to  betray  the  joys  of 
this  life  as  well  as  those  of  another :  Wherefore,  we  are  entirely 
persuaded  that  just  impressions  of  the  Deity  are  the  great  supports 
of  morality  ;  and  as  the  experience  of  ages  demonstrates  that  regu- 
larity of  manners  is  essential  to  the  tranquility  and  prosperity  of 
societies,  and  the  assistance  of  the  Almighty,  on  which  we  rely  to 
establish  the  estimable  blessings  our  afflicted  country  is  contending 
for,  cannot  be  expected  without  an  observance  of  his  holy  laws. 

We  esteem  it  otfr  principal  and  indispensable  duty  to  endeavour, 
as  much  as  we  can,  that  a  sense  of  these  interesting  truths  may 
prevail  in  the  hearts  and  appear  in  the  lives  of  the  inhabitants  of 
this  State,  and  therefore  have  thought  proper  to  issue  this  procla- 
mation, sincerely  desiring  that  they,  seriously  meditating  on  the 
many  signal  and  unmeritted  benefits  of  public  and  private  import, 
conferred  upon  them,  the  affecting  in  vitations  and  munificent  promises 
of  Divine  goodness,  and  the  terrors  set  in  array  against  the  disobe- 
dient, may  be  urged  to  exert  themselves  in  avoiding,  discounte- 
VOL.  xni. — 28. 
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nancing,and  suppressing  all  vice,prophaneness,  and  immorality ;  and 
feeling  a  due  gratitude,  love,  and  veneration,  fo*r  their  most  gracious,. 
all-wise7  and  omnipotent  Benefactor,  Sovereign,  and  Judge,  and  a 
correspondent  temper  of  resignation  to  the  dispensations  of'  his  Su- 
premo Government,  may  become  a  people  u  trusting  in  Him  in 
whom  they  live  and  move,"  and  doing  good:  And  to  the  intent  that 
these  desirable  ends  may  be  forwarded,  all  persons  are  hereby  ex- 
horted to  observe  the  Lord's  day,  commonly  called  Sunday,  and 
thereon  constantly  to  attend  the  worship  of  God,  as  a  service  pleas- 
ing to  Him  u  who  is  a  hearer  of  prayer,"  and  condescends  to  in- 
habit the  praises  of  bis  people,  and  profitably  to  themselves — a 
neglect  of  which  duty  has,  in  a  multitude  of  instances,  been  the 
beginning  of  a  deviation  into  the  ways  of  presumption,  that  at 
length  have  led  into  the  deepest  distresses  and  severest  sorrows. 

And  as  the  education  of  youth  is  of  so  much  moment  to  them- 
selves and  to  the  Commonwealth,  which  cannot  flourish  unless  that 
important  point  be  diligently  regarded,  the  sentiments,  dispositions, 
and  habits,  being  then  generally  formed  that  pervade  the  rest  of  t.heir 
lives,  all  parents,  guardians,  masters,  and  tutors,  are  hereby  strenu- 
ously called  upon  to  discharge  the  high  trust  committed  to  them, 
and  for  which  they  must  account  by  a  faithful  attention,  that  those 
under  their  care  may  be  nurtured  in  piety,  filial  reverence,  submis- 
sion to  superiors  in  age  or  station,  modesty,  sincerity,  benevolence, 
temperance,  industry,  consistency  of  behaviour,  and  a  frugality 
regulated  by  an  humble  reliance  on  Providence,  and  a  kind  respect 
for  others,  that  their  inexperienced  minds  may  be,  by  wholesome  in- 
structions, fully  convinced  that  whatsoever  employment  they  are  de- 
signed for,  virtue  will  be  a  chief  promotor  of  success,  aud  irregularity 
of  conduct  the  greatest  obstacle  to  it;  that  the  intellectual  faculties 
are  aided  by  moral  improvement,  but  weakened  by  illicit  courses; 
and  in  brief,  that  religion  is  the  friend  of  their  peace,  health,  and 
happiness;  and  that  to  displease  their  Maker,  or  to  trespass  against 
their  neighbours,  is  inevitably  to  injure  themselves;  and  we  expect, 
and  hereby  require,  that  all  well-disposed  persons,  and  especially 
those  in  place  of  authority,  will,  by  their  conversation  and  de- 
meanor, encourage  and  promote  piety  and  virtue,  and  to  contribute 
to  the  rendering  these  qualities  truly  laudable  and  honorable,  aud 
the  contrary  practices  justly  shameful  and  contemptible;  that  thus 
the  influence  of  good  men  and  the  dignity  of  the  4aws  may  be  com- 
bined in  suppressing  the  insolencies  of  scorners  and  profligates,  in 
directing  the  weak  and  thoughtless,  and  in  preserving  them  from 
the  pernicious  contagion  of  evil  examples. 

And  for  further  promoting  such  reformation,  it  is  hereby  enjoined 
that  all  iMagistrates,  aud  others  whom  it  may  concern,  be  very  vigi- 
lant and  exact  in  discovering,  prosecuting,  and  punishing  ail  per- 
sons who  are  guilty  of  prophanation  of  the  Lord's  day,  commonly 
called  Sunday,  blasphemy,  prophane  swearing  or  cursing,  drunken- 
ness, lewdness,  or  other  dissolute  or  immoral  practices;  that  they 
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suppress  all  gaming  bouses  and  other  disorderly  bouses;  that  they 
put  in  execution  the  act  of  General  Assembly  entitled  J1  An  Act 
for  the  suppression  of  vice  and  immorality,"  and  all  other  laws  now 
in  force  for  the  punishing  vice,  prophaneness,  and  immorality : 
And  for  the  more  effectual  proceeding  herein,  all  Judges  and  Jus- 
tices having  cognizance  in  the  premise?,  are  directed  to  give  strict 
charges  at  their  courts  and  sessions  for  the  due  prosecution  and 
punishment  of  all  who  shall  presume  to  offend  in  any  of  the  kinds 
aforesaid,  and  also  all  such  as,  contrary  to  their  duty,  shall  be  re- 
miss or  negligent  in  putting  the  laws  in  execution  ;  and  that  they 
do,  at  their  respective  courts  and  sessions,  cause  this  proclamation 
to  be  publicly  read  immediately  before  the  charge  is  given.  And 
every  Minister  of  the  Gospel  is  requested  strongly  to  inculcate  in 
the  respective  congregations  where  they  officiate,  a  love  of  piety 
and  virtue,  and  an  abhorrence  of  vice,  prophaneness,  and  immo- 
rality. 

Given  in  Council,  under  the  hand  of  the  President  and  the  seal  of 
tne  State,  at  Philadelphia,  this  twentieth  day  of  November,  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty- 
two.

A  draft  of  a  message  from  Council  to  the  General  Assembly,  was 
laid  before  the  Board,  and  read,  and  is  in  the  followiog  words, 
vizt : 

A  Message  from  the  President  and  Supreme  Executive  Council 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  to  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  said  Commonwealth  : 

Gentlemen  : — Doubts  have  arisen  concerning  the  powers  of  the 
Commissioners  for  the  several  counties  of  the  State,  to  raise  and 
levy  the  sum  of  ninety  three  thousand  six  hundred  and  forty  pounds 
ten  shillings,  in  pursuance  of  the  supplement  to  the  act  entitled 
"  An  Act  for  funding  and  redeeming  the  bills  of  credit  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  and  providing  means  to  bring  the  pre- 
sent war  to  a  happy  conclusion,"  without  an  assessment  made  for 
that  purpose.  It  appears  to  us  thtt  an  act  should  be  passed  at  the 
present  sessions  confirming  the  proceedings  of  Commissioners,  where 
they  have  been  already  had  without  such  assessment,  and  authorizing 
others  who  have  not  yet  acted  thereupon,  to  proceed  on  the  last  assess- 
ment made  for  raising  and  levying  effective  supplies  for  the  year.  To 
prevent  future  difficulties,  it  may  be  proper  also  to  provide  that  the 
Commissioners  for  every  county  shall  in  their  proceedings  to  raise 
and  levy  the  annual  sum  before  mentioned,  as  long  as  the  same  is 
by  law  to  be  raised  and  levied,  be  hereafter  guided  by  the  last  pre- 
ceding assessment  that  shall  have  been  made  for  levying,  raising, 
and  effecting  supplies. 

By  the  letter  from-  the  Commissioners  of  the  twenty-second  in- 
stant, and  the  inclosures,  you  will  perceive  that  a  matter  is  in  agi- 
tation that  may  affect  the  revenue  and  peace  of  the  State.  We  can 
only  say  that  we  shall  heartily  rejoice  if  the  Legislature  can  possi- 
bly devise  a  mode  of  affording  some  kind  of  satisfaction  to  many 
worthy  fellow  citizens*  in  the  same  situation.  We  have  repeated 
applications  by  persons  who  are  sued  for  debts  contracted  on  the 
public  account.  We  apprehend  that  some  of  them  will  be  very 
severely  and  improperly  distressed  if  a  law  is  not  soon  made  for 
their  relief.  It  appears  by  the  letter  from  the  Treasurer  for  this 
county,  now  sent,  that  there  is  no  lund  for  paying  the  pensions 
therein  mentioned.  We  trust  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  the 
pensioners  will  recommend  their  case  in  the  liveliest  manner  to 
your  Honorable  House.     The  excise  law  seems  to  be  deficient  in 
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not  directing  the  Justices  to  make  any  returns  of  their  proceedings 
for  forfeitures  and  offences  immediately  after  they  are  had,  either 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  county  or  of  the  State.

Ordered,  That  passes  be  granted  to  Benjamin  Davis,  Junior, 
and  Joseph  Westmore,  of  this  city,  to  go  to  Elizabethtown  in  the 
State  of  New  Jersey,  and  to  return. 

Henry  Osborne,  Esquire,  now  returned  to  the  Council  the  deeds 
and  papers  received  by  him  from  the  Land  Office. 

Ordered,  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  deliver  the  same  to 
David  Kennedy,  Secretary  of  the  Land  Office,  taking  his  receipt 
for  them.

within  the  bounds  and  limits  of  the  Government  of  Pennsylvania, 
.beginning  eastward  on  the  river  Delaware,  as  far  northward  as  the 
said  ridge  or  chain  of  endless  mountains,  as  they  cross  the  country 
of  Pennsylvania  from  the  eastward  to  the  west. 

And  as  they  are  become  one  people  with  the  government  of 
Pennsylvania,  they  do  promise  and  engage  for  themselves  and  their 
children,  that  neither  they  nor  any  in  authority  in  their  nations, 
will  ever  bargain,  grant  or  sell  any  of  the  lands  within  the  govern- 
ment of  Pennsylvania,  to  any  white  man  or  Indian,  or  any  other 
person,  than  to  said  Proprietaries  and  to  their  children,  or  such  as 
they  may  authorize  to  agree  for  the  same. 

And  by  an  indorsement  on  this  deed  dated  July  the  9th,  1754, 
nine  Chiefs  of  the  Mohocks  under  their  hands  and 
July  the  ]  seals,  confirm  the  sale  of  said  lands  and  covenant, 
9th,  1754.  j  promise  and  engage  with  Thomas  and  Richard  Penn, 
that  neither  they  nor  any  under  their  authority  shall 
grant  or  convey  to  any  other  person  than  the  said  Proprietaries, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  any  lands  within  the  limits  of  the  said  Pro- 
vince.

thence  north  west  and  by  west  as  far  as  the  said  Province  of  Penn- 
sylvania extends  to  its  western  line  or  boundary ;  thence  along  to 
the  said  western  line  to  the  south  line  or  boundary  of  the  said  Pro- 
vince j  thence  by  the  said  south  line  or  boundary  to  the  south  side 
of  the  Kittatiny  hills;  thence  by  the  south  side  of  the  said  hills 
along  the  said  hills  to  the  place  of  beginning ;  with  this  proviso 
added  :  that  notwithstanding  the  sales  of  these  lands  now  made  by 
the  Indians,  there  shall  ever  subsist,  and  be  mutually  preserved  on 
both  parties  and  their  children,  to  the  latest  posterity,  the  same 
love,  friendship,  and  kind  treatment  that  hath  all  along  subsisted,, 
and  does  now  subsist  between  them.

An  order  was  drawn  on  the  Treasui*er  in  favor  of  James  Wil- 
son, Esquire,  for  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  specie, 
being  the  fee  allowed  by  resolution  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  sixth  day  of  November  last,  for  his  services  as  Counsel  for 
this  State  in  the  late  controversy  between  Pennsylvania  and  Con- 
necticut. 

Ordered,  That  a  pass  be  granted  to  Elinor  Kirkpatrick  to  go  to 
New  York,  by  the  way  of  Dobbs'  Ferry,  and  to  return  again. 

On  application, 
An  order  was  drawn  on  the  Treasurer  in  favor  of  Captain  John 
Boyd,  of  the  Bedford  county  company  of  Rangers,  for  thirty  pounds 
specie,  in  part  of  his  pay,  fcr  which  he  is  to  account,  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  five  thousand  pounds  appropriated  to  the  frontier  de- 
fence. 
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A  letter  from  his  Excellency  the  President  of  the  State,  of  the 
fourth  iustant,  was  read,  and  is  in  the  words  following,  to  wit : 

Gentlemen  : — Yesterday  I  ventured  out  to  the  State  House, 
hut  you  had  adjourned  before  I  got  there.  To-day,  being  a  good 
deal  indisposed,  I  think  it  my  duty  to  write  to  you  on  a  subject  of 
importance  that  requires  dispatch.  Our  resolution  to  compleat  the 
line  of  this  State  to  three  regiments  by  the  opening  of  the  next 
campaign,  lately  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  at  War,  has  been  by 
him  communicated  to  'Congress;  and,  I  am  informed,  that  Honora- 
ble body  has  approved  our  proposal  if  it  is  carried  into  execution 
by  the  first  day  of  March.  The  recruiting  service  goes  on  so  slow- 
ly, for  want  of  money,  that  I  am  much  afraid  we  shall  not  be  able 
to  fill  up  the  intended  quota  in  the  time  limited  5  and  of  course,  a 
number  of  brave,  experienced,  and  deserving  officers,  who  ought, 
if  possible,  to  be  provided  for  in  the  most  advantageous  manner  by 
this  State,  will  be  deranged,  not  to  mention  other  motives  for  ren- 
dering our  ijne  as  respectable  as  we  can.  I  have  received  intelli- 
gence from  General  Sinclair  and  Colonel  Humpton,  that  upwards 
of  one  hundred  and  sixty  eighteen  months'  men  have  lately  been 
discharged  to  the  southward,  and  are  now  on  their  way  towards 
this  State;  that  they  are  good  soldiers;  that  other  States  intend 
to  inlist  them,  but  that  they  may  be  engaged  for  this,  if  one  thou- 
sand pounds  could  be  supplied  for  the  purpose  ;  that  this  number 
will  go  far  in  executing  our  design,  and  that  Colonel  Humpton  will 
charge  himself  in  a  particular  manner  with  managing  the  affair. — 
I  am  sensible  that  the  Treasury  is  empty;  but  I  beg  leave  to  in- 
form you,  that  I  will  immediately  advance  the  sum  before  mentioned, 
if  the  Council  will  be  pleased  to  agree  that  it  shall  be  repaid  in 
three  months,  with  interest — a  condition  that  will  not  put  a  penny 
in  my  pocket.  I  am  with  great  and  sincere  esteem,  gentlemen, 
your  obedient  and  humble  servant.

States,  have  deserted,  and  probably  may  remain  concealed  in  or 
n-ear  the  city  of  Philadelphia: 

And  Whereas,  it  is  of  the  utmost  consequence  to  these  United 
States,  as  much  as  possible  to  discourage  and  prevent  such  deser- 
tions, and  apprehend,  secure  and  return  to  their  officers,  all  desert- 
ers from  the  fleets  of  his  Most  Christian  Majesty:  We  do  hereby 
strictly  charge,  enjoin  and  require,  all  Judges,  Justices,  Sheriffs, 
and  other  peaee  officers,  to  use  their  utmost  diligence  tolpprehend, 
secure  and  return  to  the  Consul  or  Vice  Consul  of  his  Most  Chris- 
tian Majesty,  all  such  deserters,  as  may  be  fouud  within  this  State. 
And  we  do  hereby  earnestly  recommend  to  the  good  citizens  of  the 
State  to  give  with  the  greatest  alacrity,  their  aid  and  assistance  in 
all  lawful  measures  for  so  apprehending,  securing  and  returning  all 
such*  deserters.

Ordered,  That  two  mouths'  pay  be  advanced  to  the  said  Henry 
Dugan,  John  Marns,  Robert  Watson,  and  Michael  Hare,  and  that 
each  of  them  be  furnished  with  a  hat,  two  shirts,  a  waistcoate,  a 
pair  of  overalls,  a  pair  of  stockings,  a  pair  of  shoes,  and  cloth  and 
trimmings  for  a  coat,  and  that  Colonel  Farmer  be  directed  to  fur- 
nish the  said  cloathing  accordingly. 

Whereas,  it  has  been  represented  to  this  Board  that  it  is  proba- 
ble that  some  sailors  belonging  the  ships  of  his  Most  Christian 
Majesty  are  harboured  and  concealed  on  board  a  ship  or  vessel  now

their  pay,  and  for  which  Captain  Stokeley  is  to  account. 

A  petition  from  Lazarus  Barnett,  late  of  the  city  of  Amsterdam, 
was  read  ;  and«on  consideration, 

Ordered,  That  leave  be  given  him  to  come  into  this  State,  from 
the  city  of  New  York,  by  the  way  of  Dobbs'  Ferry,  and  to  bring 
with  him  his  wife. 

A  report  from  William  Bradford,  Junior,  Joseph  Reed,  James 
Wilson,  Jonathan  D.  Sergeant,  and  Henry  Osborne,  Esquires,. 
Councillors  and  Agents  for  this  State  in  the  controversy  with  Con- 
necticut, dated  second  of  January,  1783,  inclosing  a  decree  (in 
favour  of  Pennsylvania,)  of  the  Court  appointed  by  Congress  foe 
hearing  and  determining  the  said  controversy,  was  received  and 
read.  A  letter  from  William  Whipple,  Welcome  Arnold,  David 
Brearly,  Cyrus'  Griffin,  and  William  C.  Houston,  Judges  of  the 
said  Court,  was  also  received  and  read.  And  the  several  matters 
and  things  therein  contained  having  been  duly  considered, 

Ordered,  That  a  proclamation  be  issued,  giving  notice  of  the

A  PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas,  The  Court  of  Commissioners,  constituted  and  declared 
by  the  United  States,  in  Congress  assembled,  to  hear  and  finally 
[determine  the  controversy  between  this  State  and  the  State  of  Con- 
necticut, respecting  sundry  lands  lying  within  the  northern  boun- 
dary of  this  State,  having  heard  the  said  States  respectively  there- 
upon, proceeded,  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  December  last,  to  give, 
judgment  in  the  words  following,  to  wit : 

"■We  are  unanimously  of  opinion  that  the  State  of  Connecticut 
has  no  right  to  the  lands  in  controversy.  We  are  also  unanimously 
of  opinion  that  the  jurisdiction  and  pre-emption  of  all  the  territory 
lying  within  the  charter  boundary  of  Pennsylvania,  and  now  claimed 
by  the  State  of  Connecticut,  do  of  right  belong  to  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania." 

We  have  thought  fit  to  make  known  and  proclaim,  and  do  hereby 
make  knowd  and  proclaim  the  same,  and  we  do  hereby  charge,  en- 
join, and  require  all  persons  whatsoever,  and  more  especially  such 
person  and  persons  who,  under  the  authority  or  countenance  of  the 
late  Colony,  now  State  of  Connecticut,  either  before  or  since  the 
Declaration  of  Independence,  have  entered  upon  and  settled  lands 
within  the  bounds  of  this  State,  to  take  notice  of  the  said  judg- 
ment, and  pay  due  obedience  to  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

And  wliereas.  There  is  reason  to  fear  that  the  animosities  and 
resentments  which  may  have  arisen  between  the  people  who,  under 
the  authority  or  countenance  of  the  said  late  Colony,  now  State  of 
•Connecticut,  as  aforesaid,  have  made  settlements  within  the  bounds  of 
this  State,  and  the  citizens  of  Pennsylvania  who  claim  the  lands 
whereon  such  settlements  have  been  made,  may  induce  some  of  the 
latter  to  endeavour  to  gain  possession  of  the  said  lands  by  force  and 
violence,  contrary  to  law,  whereby  the  peace  of  the  State  may  be  en- 

Mngered  and  individuals  greatly  injured,  we  do  hereby  strictly  charge, 
join  all  persons  whatsoever,  to  forbear  molesting,  or  in  anywise 
disturbing  any  person  or  persons,  who,  under  the  authority  or  coun- 
tenance m  the  late  Colony,  now  State  of  Connecticut,  as  aforesaid, 
have  settled  lands  within  the  bounds  of  this  State,  until  the  Legis- 
lature or  the  courts  of  justice  shall  have  made  laws  or  passed  judg- 
ment m  such  case  as  to  right  and  justice  may  appear  to  belong,  as 
uch  persons  offending  therein  shall  answer  the  contrary  at  their 
peril.     And  we  do  hereby  charge,  enjoin,  and  require^  all  Judges, 
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Justices,  Sheriffs,  and  other  peace  officers.,  to  use  their  authority  to 
prevent  offences,  and  to  punish  according  to  law,  all  offences  com- 
mitted, or  to  be  committed  agaiost  any  of  the  people  so  as  aforesaid 
settled  under  the  authority  or  countenance  of  the  said  late  Oolony, 
now  State  of  Connecticut,  as  aforesaid,  on  lands  within  this  State, 
.and  who  pay  due  obedience  to  the  laws  thereof,  as  in  case  of  like 
offences  against  any  of  the  citizens  of  this  State.

Gentlemen  :-— We  think  it  our  duty  to  lay  before  you  immedi- 
ately the  papers  that  will  be  delivered  with  this  message.  They 
relate  to  business  of  high  importance  in  several  respects.  The 
rights  of  Congress,  the  authority  of  this  State,  and  of  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief, appear  to  be  involved  in  the  questions  that  arise 
from  it;  and  the  welfare  of  American  prisoners  of  war  seems  to 
be  particularly  interested  in  them. 

We  have  had  a  conference  with  a  Committee  of  Congress  on  this 
affair,  and  learn  from  them  that  the  members  of  that  Honorable 
body  are  unanimously  of  opinion  that  the  seizure  is  a  violation  of 
the  laws  of  nations,  and  of  the  rights  of  the  United  States. 

We  have  seriously  deliberated  on  this  subject,  and  are  convinced 
that  we  are  not  competent  to  the  sollicited  redress. 

If  the  determination  was  to  be  made  only  upon  the  rights  of  Con- 
gress, the  general  executive  powers  of  sovereign  States,  and  the 
laws  of  nations,  our  difficulty  would  not  be  so  great.  But  the 
"Act  for  the  more  effectual  suppression  of  all  intercourse  and  com- 
"  merce  with  the  enemies  of  the  United  States  of  America,"  being 
pointed  to  the  case  that  now  exists,  we  are  bound  to  an  observ- 
ance of  that  act,  and  cannot  presume  to  determine  how  far  the 
directions  therein  prescribed,  concerning  the  introduction  of  neces- 
sary cloathing  for  prisoners  of  war,  is  a  violation  of  the  laws  of 
nations  or  of  the  rights  of  the  United  States,  The  decision  of 
that  point  we  esteem  ourselves  obliged  respectfully  to  defer  to  your 
Honourable  House.

The 
peaceable  and  conclusive  settlement  of  a  dispute  between  two  such 
powerful  sovereign  States,  concerning  a  large  and  valuable  territory, 
and  the  jurisdiction  over  it,  casts  a  light  upon  the  American  char- 
acter, the  martial  spirit  of  which  has  been  fully  and  recently  dis- 
played, that  must  attract  the  attention  and  esteem  of  the  world. 

This  uncommon  occurrence  will  furnish  to  the  good  and  wise  a 
pleasing  page  in  the  mournful  history  of  human  discords,  and  we 
fervently  wish,  for  the  repose  of  mankind,  it  may  be  deemed  wor- 
thy of  imitation. 

It  reflects  great  honor  also  on  the  confederation  by  yielding  a 
memorable  proof  of  its  political  energy,  having  been  accomplished 
in  the  mode  thereby  prescribed,  and  strengthens  the  bands  of  the 
Union,  by  evincing  that  it  is  the  best  protection  against  internal 
mischiefs,  as  well  as  against  external  dangers.  Thus  the  fears  of  the 
apprehensive  who  expected,  and  the  hopes  of  the  disaffected  who 
wished  for  confusions,  are  dissipated,  and  an  agreeable  presage  is 
formed  of  the  like  salutary  effects  attending  similar  contests  in  fu- 
ture, which  cannot  fail  of  giving  the  firmest  stability  to  the  whole 
system  of  our  affairs.  By  such  a  temper  and  conduct,  the  United 
States  will  exhibit  a  very  singular  and  truly  dignified  example  of  a 
people  who  have  wisdom  and  virtue  enough  not  to  waste  in  civil 
convulsions,  the  happiness  and  glory  acquired  by  a  successful  oppo- 
sition to  their  foreign  enemies,  the  fatal  gulf  in  which  so  many  na- 
tions have  been  lost. 

This  determination  will  be  of  the  utmost  importance  to  the  pros- 
perity of  Pennsylvania,  if  all  the  benefits  are  derived  from  it  that 
probably  may  be  obtained  by  a  prudent  management. 

We  have  issued  a  proclamation  for  preserving  peace,  and  for  qui- 
eting the  minds  of  the  people,  on  the  lands  lately  disputed,  a  copy 
of  which,  together  with  other  papers  relating  to  this  affair,  shall  be 
immediately  sent.  We  rely  on  the  Legislature  that  such  farther 
measures  will  be  adopted  as  shall  be  most  advisable,  for  improving 
the  decision  that  has  been  made  to  the  best  advantage. 

The  Secretary  will  lay  before  you,  gentlemen,  letters  from  the 
Minister  of  France,  of  the  tenth  and  nineteenth  instant,  from  the 
Commander-in-Chief  of  the  twelfth,  from  the  Financier  of  the 
twentieth,  from  the  Secretary  of  War  of  the  seventh  of  November 
and  eleventh  of  December,  from  the  Secretary  of  Foreign  Affairs 
of  the  twenty-third,  from  the  Commissioners  for  the  defence  of  the 
navigation  in  the  bay  and  river  Delaware  of  the  thirteenth,  and 
from  the  Commissioners  for  the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia  of 
the  nineteenth  of  the  same  month. 

The  most  important  intelligence  we  have  received  relates  to  the 
negotiations  at  Paris.  When  all  circumstances  respecting  them 
are  deliberately  weighed  and  compared  with  past  transactions,  it  re- 
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mains  utterly  uncertain  what  the  conclusion  will  be.  Policy  dic- 
tates but  a  single  resolution  on  the  part  of  America,  and  that  is  to 
make  strenuous  efforts  for  continuing  the  war. 

We  have  judged  it  our  duty  to  exert  all  the  powers  with  which 
we  are  invested  for  compleating  the  line  of  this  State  to  three  re- 
giments of  Infantry,  besides  the  Artillery  and  Dragoons,  by  the 
opening  of  the  next  campaign,  as  will  appear  by  our  act  of  the 
tenth  of  December  last,  herewith  transmitted.  An  act  of  Congress 
of  the  thirty-first  of  December  on  that  head. 

We  shall  sincerely  rejoice  if  these  intentions  can  be  carried  into . 
execution  in  time,  as  the  line  will  be  rendered  more  respectable, 
and  several  valuable  and  experienced  officers  will  be  employed. 

Before  we  quit  this  subject,  we  cannot  forbear  mentioning  with 
the  tenderest  concern,  the  case  of  retiring  officers  of  our  line.  Af- 
ter bravely  and  patiently  encountering  every  danger  and  difficulty 
for  many  years  in  the  cause  of  their  country,  their  former  methods 
of  life  totally  deranged,  their  fortunes  injured  or  exhausted,  their 
constitutions;  in  many  instances,  impaired,  to  be  thrown  unpaid 
and  unprovided  for  upon  experiments  for  the  subsistence  of  them- 
selves and  their  families,  must  be  deeply  distressing  to  persons  who 
feel  any  sentiments  of  gratitude  and  benevolence.  Permit  us  to 
recommend  them  in  the  warmest  manner  to  your  Honourable 
body. 

From  some  late  proceedings,  it  appears  too  probable,  unless  the  Na- 
tional Council  can  happily  devise  some  effectual  mode  of  removing 
difficulties,  that  a  necessity. will  succeed  of  satisfying  the  demands 
of  Justice  and  humanity,  on  a  more  divided,  and  perhaps,  less  poli- 
tic plan,  than  has  been  wished  for  and  attempted. 

In  whatever  manner  those  and  other  exigencies  are  to  be  answer- 
ed, it  is  essential  to  the  welfare  of  the  Commonwealth  that  the  af- 
fairs of  revenue  should,  with  all  possible  dispatch,  be  placed  in  the 
clearest  order,  and  fixed  on  a  perfectly  economical  arrangement. 
To  lay  a  solid  foundation  for  subsequent  operations,  it  is  absolutely 
necessary  that  all  former  accounts  and  past  expenditures  of  publick 
monies  should  be  speedily  adjusted.  These,  and  all  that  shall  fol- 
low, should  be  laid  before  our  constituents  immediately,  as  they  are 
respectively  adjusted,  and  with  as  much  particularity  as  the  nature 
of  them  will  admit.  A  free  people  have  a  right  to  see  them  and 
to  judge  of  them.  By  such  means  their  entire  confidence  in  pub- 
lick  measures  will  be  gained ;  and  they  will  not  only  bear,  but  be 
pleased  to  bear,  their  several  shares  of  publick  burthens,  wh§n  they 
find  that  what  they  pay  is  quickly  and  truly  accounted  for,  and  has 
been  faithfully  and  prudently  applied  to  their  service.  This,  we 
are  convinced,  is  the  generous  disposition  of  the  people  of  Penn- 
sylvania. Sucb  regulations  tend  directjy  to  the  establishment  of 
publick  credit  on  a  firm  basis.  Another  step  towards  it  is  not  to 
suffer  those  to  be  disappointed  who  have  relied  upon  the  faith  of 
the  State.     This  observation  reminds  us  of  the  officers  and  soldiers 
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who  have  retained  their  certificates,  and  we  earnestly  wish  the  Le- 
gislature to  consider  whether  it  will  not  be,  as  it  appears  clearly 
to  us,  just,  and  taking  into  view  circumstances  that  may  hereafter 
occur,  expedient  to  make  a  distinction  between  such  officers  and 
soldiers,  and  their  executors  and  administrators,  and  the  holders  of 
certificates  by  purchase.  We  apprehend  that  this  distinction  will 
produce  exceedingly  extensive  and  beneficial  consequences. 

The' selection  of  taxes,  and  equality  in  laying  them,  are  matters 
of  vast  moment..  The  former  of  these  objects  employed  the  thoughts 
of  the  late  Assembly  for  some  time.  Both  of  them  deserve  a  most 
serious  investigation. 

We  have  made  several  promotions  in  pursuance  of  the  act  of  Con- 
gress of  the  twentieth  of  last  November,  and  have  directed  a  copy 
of  our  order  thereon  to  be  communicated. 

The  distresses  of  the  marine  prisoners  belonging  to  this  State, 
at  New  York,  engaged  our  early  and  careful  attention.  And  we 
have  the  pleasure  to  inform  you  that  a  flag  vessel  has  arrived  there 
from  this  port,  with  two  hundred  barrels  of  flour  and  other  articles 
for  their  relief.  The  Secretary  will  present  to  you  three  letters  re- 
specting this  business. 

From  a  desire  to  give  as  much  efficacy  as  we  could  to  your  good 
intentions,  we  have  sent  a  large  number  of  copies  of  the  act  inti- 
tled  "  An  Act  to  prevent  the  erecting  any  new  and  independent 
State  within  the  limits  of  this  Commonwealth,"  and  of  the  bill 
intitled  "  An  act  for  the  sale  of  certain  lands  therein  mentioned, 
for  the  purpose  of  redeeming  and  paying  off  the  certificates  of  de- 
preciation given  to  the  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  Pennsylvania  line, 
or  their  representatives,  and  for  appropriating  certain  other  lands 
therein  mentioned  for  the  use  of  the  said  officers  and  soldiers,  to 
be  divided  offi  to  them  severally  at  the  end  of  the  war,"  by  gentle- 
men of  reputation,  to  the  counties  of  Bedford,  Westmoreland,  and 
Washington,  to  be  distributed  among  the  inhabitants. 

The  laws  require  amendments  in  several  instances.  A  just  re- 
spect for  the  interests  of  his  Most  Christian  Majesty  induces  us, 
in  the  first  place,  earnestly  to  recommend  the  passing  as  soon  as  it 
can  be  done,  and  act  for  preventing  the  desertion  of  French  sailors 
from  the  vessels  to  which  they  be-long,  and  for  punishing  who  shall 
encourage  such  desertion. 

The  acts  now  existing  that  relate  to  this  point  are  very  defec- 
tive. 

This  city  is  now  become  a  place  of  such  resort,  which  seems  to 
be  daily  increasing,  that  we  request  the  General  Assembly  to  delib- 
erate on  the  establishment  of  a  compleat  police  for  its  government. 

We  should  be  glad  if  the  collection  of  taxes  and  fines  could  be  made 
easier  and  less  expensive,  and  if  irregular  and  oppressive  proceed- 
ings therein,  which  we  have  reason  to  believe  too  often  have  hap- 
pened, could  be  prevented. 
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The  militia  laws  should  be  reduced  iuto  one  act.  They  require 
great  alteration,  for  rendering  them  more  efficient  and  less  expen- 
sive. It  appears  to  be  a  hardship  upon  retiring  officers  who  con- 
tinue in  some  measure  annexed  to  the  army,  and  other  circumstances 
being  considered,  that  they  should  be  liable  to  common  militia  du- 
ties. 

We  think  it  extremely  proper  that  acts  should  also  be  passed  for 
making  the  decisions  on  references  by  rule  of  court,  more  similar 
to  trials  by  jury;-  for  quieting  titles  after  long  possession;  for  pre- 
venting unnecessary  county  expenses ;  and  for  regulating  fees  and 
preventing  extortion.  An  act  for  this  last  purpose  should  be  drawn 
with  such  precision  as  to  take  away  all  evasions  from  offenders,  and 
so  generally  made  known  that  the  innocent  may  not  be  preyed  upon 
by  their  ignorance  of  the  injuries  done  them. 

Gentlemen — We  judged  it  sufficient  thus  briefly  to  suggest  our 
ideas.  If  they  are  thought  proper  to  receive  such  improvements  as 
your  wisdom  can  give  them,  we  shall  be  amply  rewarded  for  our 
care  by  your  approbation,  and  by  the  benefits  which,  in  conse- 
quence, will  be  conveyed  to  our  fellow  citizens.

The  parties  having  withdrawn,  the  Council  conferred  on  the  pro- 
posed further  day  of  hearing. 

General  Potter  informed  the  Council  that  he  had  on  the  eigh- 
teenth day  of  December,  delivered  to  the  parties  the  order  of  Coun- 
cil of  the  tenth  day  of  December,  that  he   stood  well   informed  a 
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day  had  been  appointed  to  hear  the  witnesses,  and  Mr.  Buyers  not 
being  then  ready,  a  further  day  was  also  appointed,  and  such  depo- 
sitions taken  as  were  then  offered.     On  consideration, 

Ordered,  That  the  reasons  assigned  by  Mr.  Buyers,  for  his  re- 
quest of  a  further  day,  were  insufficient,  and  therefore,  that  if  Mr. 
Smith  iDsisted  on  the  heariDg  being  now  had,  the  Council  will  pro- 
ceed therein.  But  that  it  would  be  proper  to  propose  to  the  con- 
sideration of  Mr.  Smith,  how  far  it  will  be  his  interest  to  proceed 
at  this  time,  the  whole  case  considered. 

The  parties  being  called  in,  the  said  order  of  Council  was  deli- 
vered to  them  by  the  President. 

Mr.  Smith  retired  with  his  counsel,  and  returned,  prayed  the 
Council  would  proceed,  as  the  distance  at  which  he  lived  was  very 
great,  and  the  expence  considerable;  and  the  income  of  his  office 
not  being  sufficient  to  enable  him  to  employ  a  clerk,  the  business 
must  of  course  stand  still  in  his  absence.  And  he  conceived  the 
whole  facts  would  clearly  appear  from  the  evidence  he  should  pro- 
duce, to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board.

And  all  Judges, 
Justices,  Sheriffs  and  Constables,  are  hereby  strictly  enjoined  and 
required  to  make  diligent  search  and  inquiry  after,  and  to  use  their 
utmost  endeavours  to  apprehend  and  secure  the  said  robbers,  their 
aiders,  abettors  and  comforters,  and  every  of  them,  so  that  they 
may  be  dealt  with  according  to  law.

who  heretofore  may  have  supposed  themselves  to  be  there  settled 
within  the  State  of  Virginia,  to  take  notice  of  the  proceedings 
aforesaid,  and  to  pay  due  obedience  to  the  laws  of  this  Common- 
wealth.

the  world.  And  it  was  further  agreed,  that  all  vessels  and  effects 
that  might  be  taken  in  the  channel  and  in  the  North  seas,  after 
the  space  of  twelve  days  from  the  ratification  of  the  said  prelimina- 
ry articles,  should  be  restored;  that  the  term  should  be  one  month 
from  the  channel  and  North  seas,  as  far  as  the  Canary  islands, 
inclusively,  whether  in  the  Ocean  or  the  Mediterranean;  two 
months  from  the  said  Canary  islands,  as  far  as  the  Equinoctial  line 
or  Equator  ;  and  lastly,  five  months  in  all  other  parts  of  the  World, 
without  any  exception,  or  more  particular  description  of  time  or 
place : 

And  whereas,  It  was  declared  by  the  Minister  Plenipotentiary 
of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  in  the  name  and  by  the  express  order 
of  the  King  his  Master,  on  the  said  twentieth  day  of  January  last, 
that  the  said  United  States  of  America,  their  subjects  and  their 
possessions,  should  be  comprized  in  the  above  mentioned  suspen- 
sion of*  arms  at  the  same  epochs,  and  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
three  ( 'rowns  above  mentioned,  their  subjects  and  possessions  respec- 
tively ;  upon  condition,  that  on  the  part  and  in  the  name  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  a  similar  declaration  shall  be  delivered,  expressly 
declaring  their  assent  to  the  said  suspension  of  arms,  and  contain- 
ing an  assurance  of  the  most  perfect  reciprocity  on  their  part: 

And  whereas,  The  Ministers  Plenipotentiary  of  these  United 
States  did,  on  the  same  tweutieth  day  of  January,  in  the  name  and 
by  the  authority  of  the  said  United  States,  accept  the  said  declara- 
tion, and  declare  that  the  said  States  should  cause  all  hostilities  to 
cease  against  His  Britannic  Majesty,  his  subjects  and  his  posses- 
sions, at  the  terms  and  epochs  agreed  upon  between  his  said 
Majesty  the  King  of  Great  Britian,  His  Majesty  the  King  of 
France,  and  His  Majesty  the  King  of  Spain,  so,  and  in  the  same 
manner  as  had  been  agreed  upon  between  those  three  Crowns,  and 
to  produce  the  same  effects  : 

And  whereas,  The  ratifications  of  the  said  preliminary  articles 
between  their  Most  Christian  and  Britannic  Majesties,  were  ex- 
changed by  their  Ministers  on  the  third  day  of  February  last,  and 
between  His  Britannic  Majesty  and  the  King  of  Spain,  on  the 
ninth  day  of  February,  last: 

And  whereas,  The  United  States  in  Congress  assembled,  did 
on  the  eleventh  day  of  this  month,  declare  ic  to  be  their  will  and 
pleasure  that  the  cessation  of  hostilities  between  the  saicj  States 
and  His  Britannic  Majesty  should  be  conf  rmable  to  the  epochs 
fixed  lntween  their  Most  Christian  and  Britannic  Majesties: 

We  have  thought  fit  to  make  known  the  same  to  the  citizens  of 
this  S'ate;  and  we  do  hereby  strictly  charge  and  command  all  our 
officers,  both  by  sea  and  land,  and  other  citizens  of  this  State,  to 
forbear  all  acts  of  hostility,  either  by  sea'or  land,  against  his  Bri- 
tannic Majesty  or  his  subjects,  from  and  after  the  respective  times 
agreed  upou  between  their  Most  Christian  and  Britannic  Majesties, 
as  aforesaid. 
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And  we  do  further  require  all  Sheriffs  to  cause  this  Proclamation 
to  be  made  publick  in  their  respective  counties.

*A  conference  between  Col'o  Hamilton,  Mr.  Elsworth,  and  Mr.  Peters, 
(a  Committee  of  Congress,)  and  Council,  was  now  held  upon  the  subject  of 
tbe  preceding  advices  from  Lancaster.  In  this  conference  the  idea  of  re- 
ducing the  party  by  force,  or  of  preventing  them  from  crossing  the  Schuyl- 
kill (the  next  desirable  object)  was  suggested,  and  the  probability  that  their 
confidence  would  increase  with  their  numbers,  and  that  under  the  influence 
of  their  uncorrected  example,  the  remaining  part  of  Butler's,  and  all  Ar- 
mand's  corps,  would  take  the  same  steps.

"Resolved,  That  the  Presideut  and  Supreme  Executive  Council  of 
Pennsylvania  be  informed,  that  the  authority  of  the  United  States 
halving  been  this  day  grossly  insulted  by  the  disorderly  and  men- 
acing appearance  of  a  body  of  armed  soldiers  about  the  place  within 
which  Congress  were  assembled,  and  the  peace  of  this  city  being 
endangered  by  the  mutinous  disposition  of  the  said  troops,  now  in 
the  barracks,  it  is,  in  the  opinion  of  Congress,  necessary  that  effec- 
tual measures  be  taken  for  supporting  the  publick  authority. 

"Resolved,  That  the  committee  on  a  letter  from  Colonel  Butler  be 
directed  to  confer,  without  loss  of  time,  with  the  Supreme  Execu- 
tive Council  of  Pennsylvania,  on  the  practicability  of  carrying  the 
preceeding  resolution  into  effect." 

Explanation  of  the  above,  by  the  committee: 

By  effectual  measures,  Congress  mean  that  the  militia  of  the 
State  be  called  forth  in  sufficient  force  to  reduce  the  soldiers  to  obe- 
dience. That  from  motives  of  prudence,  it  will  be  highly  proper 
that  this  step  should  be  taken  with  the  most  profound  secrecy,  and 
that  Council,  before  they  determine  upon  it,  shall  take  some  mea- 
sures to  ascertain  the  temper  of  the  city,  and  what  degree  of  assu- 
rance is  to  be  placed  in  its  exertions ;  that  if,  upon  making  all  the 
inquiry  which  may  be  consistent  with  the  secrecy  with  which  this 
business  is  to  be  conducted,  Council  should  not  think  it  practicable 
to  draw  forth  an  adequate  force  immediately,  it  would  be  most  ad- 
viseable,  and  intirely  the  sense  of  Congress,  that  none  should  be 
called  for. 

In  a  conference  which  followed  these  communications,  Council 
observed,  that  in  this  business  much  precaution  was  necessary,  and 
that  next  to  the  dispositions  of  the  city,  it  became  necessary  for 
Council  to  acquaint  themselves  with  the  degree  of  preparation  in 
which  it  stood.  That  as  the  State  Magazine  had  been  seized  by 
the  soldiery,  no  fixed  ammunition  was  to  be  procured. 
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Colonel  Hamilton,  in  reply  to  this  objection,  assured  Council 
that  any  quantity  of  musquet  and  cannon  catridge  might  be  com- 
manded in  fifteen  minutes;  that  his  inquiries  had  been  pointed  to 
this  subject,  and  his  information  derived  from  one  whose  business 
it  was  to  know.  The  conference  closed,  with  the  assurances  of 
Council  that  no  effort  in  their  power  to  fulfill  the  desires  of  Con- 
gress should  be  wanting.

"Resolved,  That  the  committee  on  a  letter  from  Colonel  Butler, 
be  directed  to  confer  without  loss  of  time  with  the  Supreme  Ex- 
ecutive Council  of  Pennsylvania,  on  the  practicability  of  carrying 
the  preceeding  resolution  into  effect;  and  that  in  case  it  shall  ap- 
pear to  the  committee  that  there  is^not  a  satisfactory  ground  for  the 
expecting  adequate  and  prompt  exertions  of  this  State  for  support- 
ing the  dignity,  of  the  Federal  Government,  the  President,  on  tho 
advice  of  the  committee,  be  authorised  and  directed  to  summon  the 
members  of  Congress  to  meet  on  Thursday  next,  at  Trenton  or 
Princetown,  in  New  Jersey,  in  order  that  further  and  more  effectual 
measures  may  be  taken  for  suppressing  the  present  revolt,  and 
maintaining  the  dignity  and  authority  of  the  United  States. 

"  Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  at  War  be  directed  to  communi- 
cate to  the  Commander-in-Chief  the  State  and  disposition  of 
the  said  troops,  in  order  that  he  may  take  immediate  measures  to 
dispatch  to  this  city  such  force  as  he  may  judge  expedient  for  sup- 
pressing any  disturbances  that  may  ensue." 
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The  committee  attending,  were  now  introduced  to  Council,  and 
informed  that  all  possible  industry  had  been  used  by  Council  to 
acquaint  themselves  with  the  temper  and  opinions  of  the  city  ; 
that  all  the  commanding  officers  of  corps,  excepting  one,  had 
been  cousulted  upon  the  occasion,  and  that  the  result  of  these  in- 
quiries was,  that  the  citizens  rested  very  securely  in  the  pacific  dis- 
position of  the  soldiery;  believed  that  they  would  be  satisfied  with 
what  was  just  and  reasonable  ;  and  that  the  present  negotiation 
would  have  a  happy  issue.  It  was  the  opinion  of  Council,  there- 
fore, that  under  impressions  like  these,  and  a  sense  of  their  un- 
prepared state,  no  call  would  be  effectual  for  the  purposes  intended 
by  Congress. 

As  to  the  request  of  the  committee  that  this  determination  should 
be  given  in  writiug,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  as  it  is  made,  not  by  Congress  assembled,  but  by 
their  committee,  as  it  seems  to  be  at  variance  with  t>he  meaning  and 
spirit  of  conference  in  general,  and  as  in  this  particular  instance 
the  usual  necessity  for  the  intervention  of  writing  is  done  away  by 
the  perspicuity  and  candour  with  which  the  whole  conference  has 
been  conducted,  the  request  of  the  committee  cannot  be  granted.

The  Field  Officers  of  the  militia  being  again  convened,  the  mes- 
sage received  from  the  soldiery  on  Saturday,  the  resolution  of  Con- 
gress of  the  same  day,  the  explanation  of  it  by  their  committee, 
and  the  consequent  orders  of  Council,  were  laid  before  them.  This 
was  followed  by"  a  request  from  Council  that  the  gentlemen  present 
would  offer  their  sentiments  upon  the  practicability  of  assembling 
the  militia  in  such  force  and  manner  as  to  accomplish  the  purposes 
of  the  resolution  before  them,  and  how  far  it  might  be  possible  to 
draw  forth  a  guard  of  five  hundred  men  immediately,  for  the  de- 
fence of  Government,  &ca. 

After  some  consideration,  Council  received  the  following' answer 
from  Colonel  Shee,  as  senior  officer  present. 

"  It  is  our  opinion,  that  it  would  be  imprudent  to  call  upon  the 
militia  now,  as  we  are  convinced  that  it  would  be  ineffectual.  If 
the  negotiation  for  settling  the  disturbances  does  not  succeed,  and 
the  soldiery  should  insist  on  unjust  and  unreasonable  things,  or 
should  commit  any  outrage,  we  are  willing  to  make  all  the  exer- 
tions in  our  power  for  preserving  the  peace,  and  supporting  the 
publick  authority,  and  shall  use  our  utmost  influence  tor  disposing 
the  minds  of  all  under  our  command,  as  well  as  of  our  other  fel- 
low citizens,  to  join  in  such  measures." 

The  conference  closed  with  a  request  on  the  part  of  the  Council, 
that  the  gentlemen  should  hold  their  respective  commands  in  as 
much  immediate  readiness  for  action  as  possible. 

A  letter  from  Captain  Christie  was  read,  advising  that  agreeably 
to  the  miuute  of  Council  of  the  twenty-first  instant,  the  soldiers 
had  proceeded  to  choose  a  Committee  of  officers  to  represent  their 
claims;  that  he  was  in  the  appointment,  but  that  the  committee 
in  general  had  refused  to  act  under  the  instructions  of  the  Serjeants, 
as  they  were  conceived  in  terms  of  authority  and  menace.  The 
exceptionable  parts  having  been  withdrawn,  and  some  personal  con- 
cessions to  the  committee  made,  they  were  now  at  liberty  to  ap- 
pear as  their  representatives,  and  would  have  the  honor  of  present- 
ing their  concessions  to  Council  on  to-morrow.

And  whereas,  It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  the  good  people 
of  this  State  that  the  perpetrators  of  such  atrocious  crimes  should 
be  brought  to  condign  punishment;  We  have  thought  fit  to  offer, 
and  do  hereby  ofTer,  a  publick  reward  of  one  hundred  pounds,  in 
specie,  for  each  and  every  of  the  perpetrators  of  the  said  robberies, 
or  any  of  them,  to  be  paid  on  couviction  for  the  same,  to  any  per- 
son or  persons  who  shall  apprehend  and  secure  them,  or  any  of 
them :  And  over  and  beside  the  said  reward,  we  do  hereby  promise 
free  and  full  pardon  to  any  one  of  the  f-aid  robbers,  their  aiders,  abet- 
tors, or  comforters,  who  shall  discover,  apprehend,  and  secure,  any 
other  or  others  of  the  said  robbers,  so  that  he  or  they  shall  be  con- 
victed as  aforesaid  :  And  all  Judges,  Justices,  Sheriffs,  and=  Con- 
stables, are  hereby  strictly  enjoined  and  required,  to  make  diligent 
search  and  inquiry  after,  and  to  use  their  utmost  endeavours  to  ap- 
prehend and  secure  the  said  robbors,  their  aiders,  abettors,  or 
com.,  and  every  of  them,  so  that  they  may  be  dealt  with  according 
to  law.

Whereas,  By  an  inquest  held  by  the  Coroner  of  the  city  and 
county  of  Philadelphia,  it  appears  that  James  Molineaux,  labourer, 
was,  while  in  the  prosecution  of  his  lawful  business  in  the  night  of 
the  seventeenth  of  this  present  month,  killed  and  murdered  in 
Cedar  street,  near  Front  street,  by  some  unknown  person  or  per- 
sons : 

And  whereas,  It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  the  lives  of  the 
good  people  of  this  State,  and  a  due  execution  of  the  laws,  that  the 
perpetrators  of  a  crime  so  horrid  should  be  brought  to  condign  and 
exemplary  punishment :  We  have,  therefore,  thought  proper  to 
issue  this  proclamation,  hereby  engaging  that  the  publick  reward 
of  one  hundred  pounds  in  specie  shall  be  paid  to  any  person  or  per- 
sons who  shall  apprehend  and  secure  the  perpetrator  or  perpetra- 
tors of  the  said  murder;  to  be  paid  on  conviction  for  the  same.

Whereas,  Divers  ill   disposed  persons  have  manufactured  or 
imported  into  this  State  quantities  of  base  metal,  in  the  similitude 
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of  British  half  pence,  but  much  inferior  in  value  and  weight  to 
genuine  British  half  pence,  to  the  great  injury  of  the  community 
in  general,  and  the  poor  in  particular,  such  practices  having  a  natu- 
ral tendency  to  raise  the  prices  of  the  necessaries  of  life,  and  in- 
troduce confusion  in  the  currency  of  the  country  :  We  have  there- 
fore thought  proper  to  prohibit,  and  do  hereby  strictly  enjoin  all 
officers  employed  in  the  receipt  of  taxes  or  other  public  dues,  not 
to  receive  half  pence  of  such  base  metal  in  any  payments  whatso- 
ever, earnestly  recommending  to  all  the  faithful  inhabitants  of  this 
State  to  refuse  it  in  payment,  and  by  all  other  lawful  ways  and 
means,  discourage  the  currency  thereof,  and  hereby  offering  a  pub- 
lic reward  of  fifty  pounds  in  specie,  for  each  and  every  person  of- 
fending in.  the  manner  aforesaid,  to  be  paid  on  conviction  for  the 
same,  to  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  apprehend  and  secure  the 
said  offenders,  or  any  of  them  :  And  we  do  in  a  special  manner 
direct  and  enjoin  all  Judges,  Justices,  Sheriffs,  Constables,  and 
other  civil  officers  within  this  State,  to  make  due  inquiry  after  of* 
fenders  in  the  premises,  that  they  may  be  hrought  to  speedy  and 
condign  punishment.

strictly  charge  and  enjoin  all  persons  who  have  settled  as  aforesaid, 
immediately  to  remove  from  such  lands ;  and  in  like  manner  we  do 
hereby  prohibit  any  person  or  persons  to  measure,  survey,  or  locate 
claims,  or  to  settle  upon  the  lands  aforesaid,  or  any  part  thereof, 
or  any  other  vacant  or  unappropriated  lands  belonging  to  this  State  ; 
and  all  Judges,  Justices,  Sheriffs,  and  other  officers,  and  all  well 
disposed  persons,  are  hereby  earnestly  required  to  use  their  utmost 
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endeavours  to  prevent  and  discourage  all  such  irregular  proceed- 
ings, and  to  inforce  a  due  obedience  to  the  laws  of  this  Common- 
wealth.

Gentlemen  : — At  length  the  arduous  contest  for  the  freedom 
and  independence  of  America  is  decided  in  her  favor,  and  we 
heartily  congratulate  you  on  the  Articles  of  Peace,  and  the  cessation 
of  hostilities  between  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain,  and  be- 
tween the  other  belligerent  Powers  and  that  Kingdom,  whereby  a 
stop  is  put  to  the  further  effusion  of  blood,  and  the  calamities  that 
always  attend  upon  war. 

Our  most  ardent  and  devout  thanks  are  due  to  the  Supreme  P^uler 
of  the  Universe,  for  this  great  disposition  of  events  in  which  we 
and  our  posterity  are  so  deeply  interested ;  and  it  should  be  our 
determined  resolution,  with  a  humble  sense  of  our  unworthiness, 
to  manifest  our  grateful  veneration  for  the  Divine  Author  of  such 
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a  deliverance  as  this,  by  an  improvement  of  it  to  the  best  of  pur- 
poses, and  by  an  habitual  tenor  of  life  that  may  be  pleasing  in  his 
sight. 

Our  inattention  would  be  inexcusable,  if,  on  this  great  occasion, 
we  should  not  warmly  acknowledge  how  much  we  are  indebted  for 
our  success,  under  Providence,  to  the  friendship  of  our  august  Ally 
and  the  gallantry  of  his  troops,  and  to  the  persevering  fortitude  of 
our  officers  and  soldiers ;  an  army  whose  patriotism  must  ever  bo 
remembered  with  affectionate  reverence  in  these  States,  as  long  as 
that  liberty  for  which  they  fought  and  suffered  shall  continue  to 
be  an  object  of  regard. 

Your  honorable  House  has  testified  such  a  respect  for  the  merits 
of  these  brave  men,  that  we  trust  the  most  strenuous  efforts  of  this 
State  will  be  exerted  fully  to  secure  to  them  all  the  compensations 
they  are  intitled  to  by  solemn  and  legal  compacts  :  Compacts, 
which  peace  and  sovereignty  are  witnesses  for  them,  that  they  have 
faithfully  and  nobly  performed  on  their  part. 

Gentlemen  : — The  Secretary  will  lay  before  you  letters  from  the 
President  of  Congress,  of  May  the  eighth  and  twelfth,  June  the 
tenth  and  twentieth,  and  July  the  twenty-second  and  thirtieth; 
from  the  Commander-in-Chief,  of  June  the  fourteenth;  from  the 
Superintendant  of  Finance,  of  March  the  seventeenth  and  twenty- 
fifth,  April  the  seventh,  May  the  twelfth,  June  the  fifth  and  twen- 
ty-first, and  July  the  eleventh  and  twenty  eighth ;  from  the  Secre- 
tary for  Foreign  Affairs,  of  April  the  twelfth;  from  the  Governor 
of  Virginia,  of  June  the  twelfth,  and  July  the  twenty-third;  from 
General  Irvine,  of  June  the  third;  from  the  Commissioners  for 
the  defence  of  the  navigation,  of  April  the  twenty-fourth;  and  from 
the  Wardens  of  this  port,  of  June  the  ninth,  with  many  inclosures. 

Your  honorable  House  will  observe  that  the  communications  on 
national  affairs  contain  matters  of  the  greatest  magnitude,  which 
demand  immediate  attention.  The  arguments  therein  offered  de- 
monstrate, that  immense  as  the  advantages  are  that  have  been  al- 
ready  attained,  yet  the  citizens  of  America  must  now  determine 
whether  they  shall  become  blessings  or  misfortunes  to  them,  and 
to  succeeding  generations,  and  that  all  the  materials  of  happiness 
are  lviug  ready  before  them,  if  they  will  but  take  the  pains  to  put 
them  properly  together. 

It  would  be  useless  to  recapitulate  points,  or  to  dwell  upon  sub- 
jects that  have  been  so  accurately  stated,  and  so  ably  discussed, 
but  we  feel  ourselves  impelled  by  a  commanding  sense  of  duty  to 
our  country,  at  this  important  crisis,  most  earnestly  to  recommend 
that  the  Confederation  may  be  strengthened  and  improved.  We 
are  perfectly  convinced,  that  to  advance  the  dignity  of  the  Union 
is  the  best  way  to^advance  the  interest  of  each  particular  State. 

When  the  powers  of  the  whole  shall  be  so  combined  that  general 
and  relative  concerns  may  be  firmly  governed  by  a  Foederai 
supremacy,  and  a  competent  part  of  the  resources  of  the  whole  can 
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be  promptly  and  effectually  drawn  forth,  and  applied  to  national 
purposes,  all  the  benefits  of  respect,  tranquility,  and  safety,  that 
are  naturally  attached  to  an  extensive  and  well  established  Empire, 
may  be  ensured,  and  at  a  rate  much  cheaper  and  more  easy  than 
by  any  other  method  that  can  be  devised.  Indeed,  without  such 
a  combination  they  never  can  be  ensured.  Every  attempt  to  sub- 
stitute some  other  plan  will  be  disappointed,  and  have  a  tendancy 
to  produce  all  the  miseries  of  intestine  convulsions,  and  of  foreign 
influence,  if  not  invasion. 

Reason,  honesty,  and  her  own  experience,  prescribe  the  conduct 
that  ought  to  be  adopted  by  America,  and  let  her  not  disdain,  in 
deciding  up<>n  her  character  and  destiny,  to  take  warning  from  the 
uniform  examples  of  other  nations. 

The  history  of  mankind  does  not  afford  an  instance  that  has  come 
to  our  knowledge,  of  a  people  voluntarily  united  in  such  a  cause, 
who  have  ever  broken  that  union,  or  weakened  it  by  being  neglect- 
ful of  the  duties  arising  from  it,  without  involving  themselves  in 
dreadful  calamities. 

We  esteem  it  an  indispensable  duty  at  this  time,  to  declare  our 
opinion,  that  all  the  authorities  before  mentioned  may  be  vested  in 
a  Foederal  Council,  not  only  without  the  least  danger  to  liberty, 
but  that  liberty  will  be  thereby  better  secured. 

Mistakes  upon  this  subject,  in  the  circumstances  now  existing, 
must  have  unhappy  consequences,  and  therefore,  we  are  solicitous 
that  the  pretences  assigned  for  jealousies  of  such  authorities,  and 
the  motives  through  which  they  may  be  propagated,  should  be  very 
carefully  examined.  Every  man  who  truly  loves  his  country 
should  boldly  avow  his  sentiments  upon  this  momentous  point,  and 
faithfully  act  up  to  them. 

It  is  a  treasonable  cowardice  to  flatter  the  prejudices  of  the  un- 
informed, and  thereby  to  betray  the  welfare  of  them  and  their  pos- 
terity, for  the  sake  of  offices  or  applauses  which  they  can  bestcw. 
Nothing  is  more  easy  for  the  selfish  and  the  artful  than  this  insidi- 
ous management.  Human  frailty  is  too  apt  to  prefer  things  pre- 
sent and  pleasing  to  those  infinitely  more  valuable,  if  more  remote. 
Thus  it  often  debases  and  contracts  its  enjoyments  by  eagerness 
to  taste  them.  The  unfeeling  and  designing  encourage  this  irregu- 
lar appetite,  that  they  may  prepare  victims  to  their  inordinate  pas- 
sions. It  is  this  temper,  and  this  abuse  of  it,  that  so  frequently 
sacrifices  the  interests  of  millions,  and  of  ages,  for  the  gratifications 
of  a  few  individuals  for  a  few  years. 

The  period  is  arrived  when  a  decision  must  be  made  that  will 
either  lead  to  order,  reputation,  and  prosperity,  or  to  confusion, 
dishonor  and  distress.  We  fervently  pray  that  Almighty  God 
will  be  pleased  to  inspire  the  people  of  this  land  with  wisdom  to 
make  such  a  choice  as  shall  establish  their  felicity  upon  a  durable 
basis,  and  till  time  shall  be  no  more,  afford  just  cause  for  an  Ameri- 
can to  rejoice  that  he  is  a  citizen  of  the  United  States. 
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Gentlemen — The  resolutions  in  the  address  of  Congress  now 
communicated,  we  hope  will  receive  your  approbation,  and  that  they 
will  be  directly  and  compleatly  carried  into  execution,  notwith- 
standing this  Commonwealth  might  alledge  particular  reasons  for 
supporting  objections  against  some  of  them  ;  but  we  plainly  per- 
ceive that  unless  these  States  are  animated  by  such  generous  and 
affectionate  regard  for  each  other  as  chearfully  to  make  those  mu- 
tual concessions,  tho'  to  their  own  immediate  disadvantage  respect- 
ively, that  may  be  requisite  for  advancing  the  good  of  the  whole, 
the  best  plans  for  promoting  the  general  welfare  will  probably  be 
defeated  by  a  preference  to  local  and  inferior  considerations.  There 
is  not  an  internal  or  foreign  enemy  to  our  independence  but  who 
cherishes  a  hope  that  these  considerations  will  prevail,  and  expects 
there  will  issue  from  this  source  of  discords  the  calamities  that  are 
to  prove  how  essential  Monarchy  is  to  constitutional  liberty.  May 
the  conduct  of  Pennsylvania  be  ever  influenced  by  so  noble  and 
sound  a  policy  as  incontestably  to  shew  that  her  constant  aim  is 
the  happiness  of  her  sister  States  in  common  with  her  own,  and 
that  no  gainful  or  ambitious  prospects  can  tempt  her  to  pass  the 
bounds  of  this  wise  and  virtuous  moderation. 

We  join  our  anxious  wishes  to  the  recommendation  that  a  relin- 
quishment may  be  obtained  upon  such  liberal  principles,  that  the 
stability  of  the  Confederacy  may  not  be  endangered  of  territorial 
claims  in  the  western  country  to  the  United  States,  so  that  it  may, 
be  settled  and  disposed  of  by  them  for  the  general  benefit,  and 
that  no  time  may  be  lost  iu  obtaining  such  relinquishment.  Manyv 
weighty  considerations  urge  that  this  business  be  vigorously  prose- 
cuted and  speedily  concluded.  Longer  delays  will  be  attended  with, 
very  extensive  if  not  irremediable  mischiefs. 

In  addition  to  other  reasons,  the  fraudulent  practices  so  fre- 
quently used  of  late  in  impairing  the  value  of  the  current  coin, 
render  the  establishment  of  a  mint  expedient. 

We  are  informed  that  some  edicts  have  been  lately  published  in 
Europe  that  may  be  particularly  injurious  to  the  trade  of  this  State, 
and,  therefore,  they  deserve  notice. 

As  several  offers  have  been  made  before  Congress  respecting 
their  permanent  residence,  it  appears  to  us  very  proper,  and  we 
are  desirous  that  such  proposals  should  be  now  made,  as  will  evince 
that  no  ^tate  can  be  more  sincerely  disposed  to  consult  the  dignity 
of  that  honorable  body,  and  the  convenience  of  the  Union,  than 
this  Commonwealth. 

It  may  be  advisable  at  this  session  to  appoint  some  place  for  the 
meeting  of  the  Council  of  Censors,  and  to  fix  the  allowance  for 
their  attendance. 

The  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  State  is  exposed  to  imminent 
dangers  by  defects  in  the  laws  respecting  sickly  vessels.  Regula- 
tions on  this  subject  claim  your  strictest  and  earliest  care. 
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Very  good  consequences  we  expect  would  attend  the  execution 
of  the*  resolve  of  the  General  Assembly  made  on  the  seventh  of 
March,  1780,  by  surveying  and  allotting  to  officers  and  privates 
the  tract  of  country  reserved  and  set  apart  for  their  use  Consid- 
ering the  circumstances  in  which  these  much  deserving  fellow 
citizens  will  now  find  themselves,  this  measure  may  afford  them 
some  relief;  and  if  any  other  mode  for  a  more  immediate  allevia- 
tion ol  their  distresses  shall,  in  your  wisdom,  be  judged  practica- 
ble, we  know  your  Honorable  House  will  be  pleased  with  giving  an 
additional  evidence  of  the  attention  due  to  men  who  have  so  sig- 
nally served  their  country.  Many  of  them  have  suffered  by  a 
depreciation  of  their  unalienated  certificates.  This  has  occasioned 
by  some  expressions  in  the  act  passed  on  the  twenty-first  of  last 
March,  that  seem  not  to  authorize  payment  of  interest,  even  upon 
alienations  made  after  the  original  possessors  have  taken  the  oath 
or  affirmation  required  by  the  act.  Thus,  after  they  are  proved  to 
be  the  objects  of  the  law,  they  are  deprived  of  the  advantages  that 
would  arise,  by  transferring  their  certificates  for  their  value,  though 
this  appears  to  be  the  chief  benefit  intended  in  similar  cases  where 
permanent  funds  are  provided  for  the  payment  of  interest. 

Very  considerable  amendments  may  be  mide  in  the  laws  for  the 
establishment  of  courts  and  the  administration  of  justice.  Courts 
of  Oyer  and  Terminer,  General  Gaol  Delivery,  and  Nisi  Prius, 
should  be  held  by  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  at  certain 
days  and  places,  in  every  county,  so  that  the  parties  may  have 
timely  notice  and  be  duly  prepared  for  the  trial  of  their  causes.  A 
dangerous  power  is  vested  in  Sheriffs,  by  leaving  the  election  of 
Jurors  totally  dependant  upon  their  pleasure.  The  entire  and  in- 
estimable benefits  of  that  mode  of  trial  ought,  in  civil  and  crimi- 
nal cases,  to  be  so  secured  to  every  Pennsylvanian  that,  conscious 
of  his  life,  liberty  and  property  being  guarded  against  the  passions 
and  prejudices  of  persons  in  public  office,  he  should  have  nothing 
to  fear  but  the  laws  of  his  country  deciding  upon  his  actions  and 
fortunes,  in  the  judgment  of  his  uninfluenced  peers.  Useful  ex- 
amples of  this  sort  have  been  given  by  several  of  these  States.  It 
should  be  determined  with  precision,  whit  statutes  prior  to  the 
Revolution  are  in  force  here,  or  else  a  very  indefinite  kind  of  legis- 
lation is  committed  to  Judges.  Errors  in  process  and  pleading 
should  be  amendable  upon  reasonable  terms,  so  that  neither  merits 
maybe  subverted  by  forms  nor  a  disreputable  laxity  introduced  into 
practice.  These  regulations  will  promote  the  impartial  adminis- 
tration of  justice  with  the  least  delay  and  at  the  smallest  ex- 
pence. 

The  answers  now  sent,  of  two  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  to 
questions  proposed  by  us  concerning  the  legality  of  commissions  of 
Oyer  and  Terminer,  and  the  modes  directed  by  acts  of  Assembly 
for  the  appointment  of  Justices  of  the  Peace  by  Council,  without 
the  elections  of  the  people,  may  be  of  use  in  forming  such  a  law 
as  you  may  think  requisite  thereupon. 
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The  acts  relating  to  marriages  might  be  so  amended  that  the 
licences  would  be  in  every  respect  more  beneficial  than  thej  now 
are. 

The  discharge  of  debts  due  by  the  State,  or  if  that  cannot  be 
soon  accomplished,  at  least  the  regular  payment  of  the  interest, 
should  be  provided  for,  and  well  secured  by  adequate  funds,  so 
that  the  best  satisfaction  which  circumstances  will  permit  may  be 
given  to  the  creditors.  Continual  and  sometimes  very  affecting 
applications  are  made  to  us,  but  wbile  we  perceive  the  obligations 
of  justice  and  the  injuries  and  distresses  attendant  upon  a  non- 
compliance with  them,  we  are  unable  to  afford  relief.  It  is  essen- 
tial to  the  publick  welfare  that  publick  credit,  upon  which  alone 
confidence  can  be  founded,  should,  be  supported,  and  we  earnestly 
wish  the  General  Assembly  would  take  into  their  serious  consider- 
ation the  ways  and  means  for  establishing  a  more  regular  and  im- 
proved system  of  revenue.  We  believe  that  the  burthens  of  the 
good  people  of  this  State  might  be  thus  relieved,  and  we  shall  es- 
teem ourselves  very  happy  if  we  can  furnish  any  useful  information 
upon  this  subject. 

The  acts  for  suppressing  auctions,  and  those  for  imposts  on  goods, 
wares  and  merchandizes  imported,  require  a  revision. 

There  are  several  cases  where,  by  former  laws,  proceedings  were 
to  be  had  before  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  and  similar  powers 
have  not  yet  been  given  to  other  Magistrates  in  their  place. 

The  institution  of  a  Chamber  of  Commerce  would  probably  be 
attended  with  utility,  in  disputes  among  merchants  ',  and  perhaps 
the  integrity  and  experience  of  many  worthy  and  well  informed 
citizens  might  thereby  be  more  particularly  engaged  than  they 
otherwise  can  be  to  aid  Government  in  affairs  of  trade  and  finance. 

The  passage  of  the  river  should  be  cleared,  by  removing  the 
chevaux  de  frize.  We  have  directed  proposals  to  be  received,  but 
did  not  choose  to  proceed  further  without  your  approbation. 

The  highways  are  in  bad  condition,  and  the  mode  pointed  out  by 
law  for  mending  them  is  judged  by  us  exceedingly  inadequate  to 
the  purpose  of  securing  the  best  benefits  that  may  arise  from  their 
being  kept  in  good  order. 

What  canals  can  be  advantageously  made,  and  how  far  the  Dela- 
were,  Schuylkill,  and  Susquehanna  may  be  rendered  more  naviga- 
ble, are  matters  worthy  of  much  consideration. 

The  fortifications  and  banks  on  Mud  Island,  and  the  hospitals 
and  wharves  on  State  Island,  want  many  repairs. 

An  act  of  Assembly  is  immediately  required  to  ascertain  the  ex- 
tent of  the  port  of  Philadelphia,  and  to  prevent  insults  and  distur- 
bances therein,  as  also  to  define  the  powers  of  the  Sheriff  as  Water 
Bailiff. 

The  western  boundary  of  the  State  should  be  precisely  deter- 
mined. 

Arrangments  should  be  made  for  giving  the  utmost  force  and 
speediest  effect  to  the  exertions  of  the  militia. 
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Humanity,  and  a  regard  fur  the  precepts  of  religion,  dictate  a 
desire  that  the  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania  may  every  year  appoint 
a  standing  committee  to  visit  all  prisons,  and  to  report  minutely 
in  writing  the  treatment  given  the  unhappy  persons  confined  in 
them. 

A  power  is  vested  in  us  to  sell  the  lot  of  the  old  prison  ;  but  we 
think  a  power  to  rent  it  would  be  more  advantageous,  unless  it  may 
be  thought  fit  to  appropriate  it  for  an  exchange,  which,  considering 
its  situation  and  other  circumstances,  would  perhaps  be  the  most 
useful  and  honorable  purpose  to  which  it  could  be  applied. 

By  a  memorial  that  will  be  herewith,  it  appears  that  no  proper 
provision  is  made  for  the  measuring  of  grain  and  salt. 

Since  your  recess,  we  have  diligently  endeavoured  to  forward  the 
collection  of  publi3k  taxes,  of  which  we  hope  your  Honourable 
House  will  be  convinced  by  the  inclosed  papers.  The  deficiencies 
in  several  parts  of  the  State  are  still  considerable. 

We  have  pursued  the  measures  that  appeared  to  us  most  prudent 
for  carrying  into  execution  the  law  intitled  u  An  Act  for  the  sale 
of  certain  lands  therein  mentioned,  for  the  purpose  of  redeeming 
and  paying  off  the  certificates  of  depreciation  given  to  the  officers 
and  soldiers  of  the  Pennsylvania  line,  or  their  representation,  and 
for  appropriating  certain  other  lands  therein  mentioned,  for  the  use 
of  the  said  officers  and  soldiers,  to  be  divided  off  to  them  severally 
at  the  end  of  the  war,"  so  far  as  relates  to  the  surveying  and  lay- 
ing out  in  lots  the  tract  therein  first  described.  The  peculiarly 
uncertain  state  of  public  affairs  for  some  time  after  the  last  sessions, 
obliged  us  to  proceed  with  caution ;  and  we  took  every  previous 
step  we  could  think  of  to  facilitate  the  business  and  secure  success. 
Our  instructions,  and  several  letters  relative  to  that  subject,  will  be 
presented  by  the  Secretary.  Captain  Robinson's  and  Captain 
Schrawder's  companies  are  stationed  at  Wyoming.  We  inclose  a 
letter  from  the  latter,  containing  intelligence  of  importance.  The 
other  companies  of  Rangers,  which  were  very  incomplete,  we  have 
thought  it  most  advisable  to  discharge. 

Considerable  difficulties  have  occurred  upon  the  laws  of  trade, 
concerning  the  payment  of  the  duties  of  whole  cargoes,  where  the 
importers  were  desirous  after  their  arrival  here  of  exporting  part ; 
and  also  upon  the  late  law  for  the  payment  of  interest  on  certain 
certificates  by  the  Continental  Loan  officer.  The  papers  now  trans- 
mitted will  afford  the  necessary  information  in  these  cases. 

Mr.  Marbois,  as  Consul  General  of  France,  has  made  repeated 
applications  to  us,  representing,  as  you  will  perceive  by  his  memo- 
rials, the  injuries  done  to  the  commerce  of  that  kingdom,  by  the 
interposition  of  the  civil  authority  in  disputes  between  masters  of 
vessels  and  their  seamen.  From  respect  for  his  Most  Christian 
Majesty,  we  should  be  glad  that  a  remedy  might  be  provided  for 
this  particular  grievance,  even  before  a  convention  for  regulating 
consular  offices  is  agreed  upon,  as  we  believe  the  desired  effect 
might  be  given  without  any  inconvenience. 
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Many  of  the  points  which  we  now  offer  to  the  consideration  of 
your  honorable  House  are  of  such  a  nature  that  they  could  not  be 
treated  more  fully  in  this  message,  without  extending  it  to  too  great 
a  length;  but  while  such  a  harmony  as  the  present  subsists  be- 
tween the  Legislative  and  Executive  powers,  any  further  commu- 
nications that  may  be  thought  necessary  cau  readily  be  made. 

Gentlemen,  as  it  is  a  duty  in  rulers  to  inculcate  and  establish 
principles  and  habits  of  the  most  favourable  influence  upon  society 
and  government,  we  do  not  doubt  but  part  of  your  attention,  now 
relieved  from  the  distresses  of  war,  will  be  particularly  engaged  in 
such  salutary  cares  and  endeavours.  It  being  the  unanimous  sense 
of  the  best  and  wisest  men,  that  no  regulations  can  have  such  a 
direct  tendency  to  produce  these  happy  effects,  as  those  that  pro- 
mote the  good  education  of  youth,  we  are  persuaded  that  semina- 
ries of  learning  will  find  in  your  honorable  body  the  patronage  and 
encouragement  that  always  reflect  a  lustre  upon  Legislators,  by  be- 
ing in  a  distinguished  manner  beneficial  to  a  State.

A  message  from  the  President  and  the  Supreme  Executive  Council 
to  the  General  Assembly  ;. 

Gentlemen  : — We  think  it  our  duty  to  lay  before  you  an  ac- 
count of  the  late  disturbances  among  the  soldiery  in  this  State. 

On  the  nineteenth  day  of  June  we  received  the  inclosed  letters 
from  Colonel  Richard  Butler  and  William  Henry,  Esquire,  of  Lan- 
caster, and  immediately  transmitted  them  by  our  delegates  to  Con- 
gress. 

In  the  conference  with  the  committee  appointed  on  these  letters, 
some  of  them  proposed  the  stopping  the  soldiery  from  Lancaster, 
by  a  detachment  of  the  militia  to  be  instantly  called  out.  We 
inforned  the  committee  that  Lieutenant  Butler,  who  brought  the 
late  dispatches,  had  represented  to  us  that  the  soldiers  had  behaved 
very  regularly  upon  their  march  ;  that  they  said  they  were  coming 
to  hive  their  accounts  settled ;  that  they  must  then  be  near  the 
town,  and  that  it  was  very  improbable  a  sufficient  force  could  be 
coll<  cted  in  time  to  intercept  them. 

T!ie  ease  appeared  so  delicate  and  difficult,  that  the  committee 
themselves  seemed  to  doubt  the  propriety  of  opposing  the  soldiers 
by  Force  and  compelling  them  to  return,  and  one  of  them  said  that 
u  in  all  cases  in  which  he  could  not  determine  precisely  what  to  do, 
it  wis  a  maxim  with  him  that  the  better  way  was  to  do  nothing." 

On  the  same  day  orders  were  issued  from  the  War  office,  that 
these  soldiers  should  be  received  into  the  Barracks  and  supplied 
with  rations. 
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On  Saturday  the  twenty  first  day  of  June,  a  party  of  thirty 
armed  soldiers  marched  from  the  quarters  in  the  Barracks,  and 
parading  before  the  State  House,  where  we  were  then  met  in  Coun- 
cil, seat  up  to  us  by  the  Secretary  the  following  message  in  writ- 
ing: 

May  it  please  your  Excellency : 

We  the  non-commissioned  officers  and  soldiers  now  in  this  city, 
demand  of  you  and  the  Honorable  Council,  authority  to  appoint 
commissioned  officers  to  command  us,  and  redress  our  grievances, 
which  officers  to  have  full  power  to  adopt  such  measures  as  they 
may  judge  most  likely  to  procure  us  justice.  You  will  immedi- 
ately issue  such  authority  and  deliver  it  to  us,  or  otherwise  we 
shall  instantly  let  in  those  injured  soldiers  upon  you  and  abide  by 
the  consequence.  You  have  only  twenty  minutes  to  deliberate  on 
this  important  matter.  The  officers  in  general  have  forsaken  us  and 
refuse  to  take  any  further  command.  This  T  presume  you  all  know. 
We  are,  in  behalf  of  ourselves  and  the  men, 

Yours,  &ca.,  &ca. 

The  immediate  object  of  this  message,  the  terms  in  which  it  was 
expressed,  and  the  further  design  of  the  insurgents  to  procure  a 
sanction  for  their  future  proceedings  by  an  authority  to  be  derived 
from  us,  determined  us  unanimously  to  resolve  that  the  demands 
contained  in  it  should  be  rejected. 

In  the  meantime  a  larger  number  of  soldiers  in  arms  advanced, 
and  soon  joined  their  companions,  making  in  the  whole  a  body  of 
about  three  hundred  men  of  the  Pennsylvania  line,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Serjeants.  They  paraded  also  before  the  State  House  ;  a 
party  of  fifteen  or  twenty  men  took  post  in  the  yard  opposite  to  the 
south  windows  of  the  Council  Chamber,  and  Centinels  were  fixed 
at  the  doors  of  the  State  House,  but  people  still  kept  continually 
going  out  and  coming  in  without  being  stopped  by  them. 

We  remained  in  the  Council  Chamber  for  more  than  an  hour 
after  the  receipt  of  the  message  before  mentioned,  and  then  sent 
the  Secretary  to  inquire  if  that  message  to  the  Council  was  approv- 
ed by  the  soldiers  in  general.  He  reported  to  us  that  he  was 
answered  insolently  by  some  of  the  leaders — "  it  was  approved  by 
them,  and  that  we  should  hear  more  from  them." 

While  these  things  past,  most  of  the  members  of  Congress  as- 
sembled, but  not  in  sufficient  number  to  form  a  Congress.  That 
Honorable  body  stood  adjourned  from  Friday  till  the  following 
Monday,  Saturday  being  a  day  of  usual  recess,  but  upon  the  alarm 
the  members  were  specially  summoned  by  their  President,  and  at 
the  place  to  which  the  soldiers  were  moving. 

For  what  purpose  they  were  so  summoned,  we  have  not  been 
informed. 

The'President  of  this  Board  went  to  these  gentlemen  and  com- 
municated the  message  of  the  soldiery  and  the  resolution  of  Coun- 
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cil.  He  then  returned  to  the  Council  Chamber.  No  further  mea- 
sure was  decided  upon  till  General  St.  Clair  came  up  and  expressed 
his  hopes  that  the  soldiers  might  be  prevailed  upon  to  return 
peaceably  to  their  quarters,  if  Council  would  consent  to  a  con- 
ference with  a  committee  of  either  commissioned  or  deranged 
officers,  to  be  appointed  by  them,  on  the  state  of  their  aifairs.  The 
President  of  this  Board  again  went  to  the  Congress  room,  and 
asked  the  President  of  Congress  in  the  presence  of  several  other 
members,  if  it  was  agreeable  to  them  that  Council  should  hold  the 
conference  proposed  through  General  St.  Clair.  He  was  answered 
by  the  President,  that  "they  most  cheerfully  agreed  to  Council's 
holding  such  a  conference ;  for  that  he  and  the  members  of  Con- 
gress, had  impowered  General  St.  Clair  to  settle  the  matter  with 
the  soldiers,  in  such  manner  as  he  should  judge  most  proper."* 

We  assented  to  the  proposal  About  three  o'clock  the  members  of 
Congress  left  the  State  House.  We  have  heard  that  their  Presi- 
dent was  stopped  for  a  few  moments  in  Chesnut  street  by  some 
soldiers,  but  that  one  of  the  leading  Serjeants  coming  up,  apolo- 
gized for  what  had  happened,  reproved  the  soldiers,  and  took  them 
away. 

We  continued  in  Council  'till  four  o'clock,  when  the  soldiers 
were  on  their  return  to  the  Barracks.  That  evening  Colonel  Ham- 
ilton and  Mr.  Elsworth,  of  a  Committee  of  Congress,  called  upon 
the  President,  and  read  to  him  a  resolution  which  had  been  just 
passed  by  that  Honorable  body.  The  President  then  told  them  he 
would  summon  a  Council  to  take  it  into  consideration,  and  to  con- 
fer with  the  Committee  the  next  morning  at  nine  o'clock.  We  met 
accordingly  at  the  President's  house,  on  Sunday,  June  the  twenty- 
second,  and  the  following  resolution  was  read  to  us  by  the  Com- 
mittee : 

By  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled,  June- the  21st, 
1783: 

Resolved,  That  the  President  and  Supreme  Executive  Council  of 
Pennsylvania  be  informed  that  the  authority  of  the  United  States 
having  this  day  been  grossly  insulted  by  the  disorderly  and  mena- 
cing appearance  of  a  body  of  armed  soldiers  about  the  place  in 
which  Congress  were  assembled,  and  the  peace  of  this  city  being 
endangered  by  the  mutinous  disposition  of  the  said  troops  now  in 
the  Barracks,  it  is  the  opinion  of  Congress,  necessary  that  effectual 
measures  be  immediately  taken  for  supporting  the  pubiick  au- 
thority. 

•Several  members  of  Congress  say  that  General  St.  Clair  was  called  in 
to  the  Congress  room,  and  as  well  as  the  members  can  recollect,  addressed 
by  the  President  in  these  words:  '*  Sir  : — You  are  impowered  by  the*  mem- 
bers of  Congress  here  present  to  go  among  the  soldiers  &  take  such  mea- 
Bires  as  you  shall  judge  most  proper." 
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Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  a  letter  from  Colonel  Butler, 
be  directed  to  confer,  without  loss  of  time,  with  the  Supreme  Execu- 
tive Council  of  Pennsylvania,  on  the  practicability  of  carrying  the 
preceeding  resolution  into  effect. 

The  Committee  then  gave  us  the  explanation,  as  they  termed  it, 
of  the  foregoing  resolution.  By  effectual  measures,  Congress  mean 
that  the  militia  of  the  State  be  immediately  called 'forth  in  suffi- 
cient force  to  reduce  the  soldiers  to  obedience,  disarm,  and  put  them 
in  the  power  of  Congress. 

We  observed  that  this  was  indeed  a  matter  of  great  moment,  and 
to  obtain  the  desired  effect,  without  producing  unhappy  consequen- 
ces, must  be  conducted  with  much  prudence;  that  to  call  the  militia 
into  service  without  an  assurance  of  a  sufficient  force  being  imme- 
diately collected,  would  be  an  act  of  irritation  that  might  provoke 
the  soldiery  to  excesses  which  they  otherwise  might  decline;  that 
we  would  take  immediate  steps  to  consulting  the  Colonels  of  the 
regiments  of  militia  for  discovering  the  disposition  of  the  militia, 
and  the  state  of  preparation  in  which  they  were,  in  order  to  ascer- 
tain the  practicability  of  adopting  the  effectual  measures  recom- 
mended by  Congress,  in  such  a  manner  as  would  give  a  reasonable 
expectation  of  success;  that  the  State  Magazine  was  in  the  hands 
of  the  soldiery,  and  the  Commissary  of  Military  Stores  had  but  a 
very  inconsiderable  quantity  of  fixed  ammunition  in  his  possession  ; 
that  difficulties  might  arise  from  the  militia  law  itself;  that  in  the 
present  situation  of  affairs,  delay  was  of  the  greatest  advantage  to 
us,  as  the  soldiers  were  ready  to  act;  that  they  had  put  themselves 
in  a  train  of  negotiation,  which,  if  properly  improved  by  us,  might 
afford  us  opportunity  to  prepare  everything  for  reducing  them,  and 
to  avail  ourselves  of  every  circumstance  that  might  occur  for  ma- 
king proper  impressions  on  their  minds;  that  this  was  not  so  much 
to  be  considered  as  an  insurrection  of  citizens  of  Pennsylvania  as 
a  mutiny  of  Continental  troops;  that  if  the  rest  of  the  army,  or  a 
sufficient  part  of  them,  could  be  relied  on,  it  appeared  to  us  ad- 
viseable  that  intelligence  of  this  disturbance  should  be  immediately 
dispatched  to  the  Commander-in-Chief,  and  a  body  of  men  put  in 
motion  towards  this  city ;  that  this  measure  might,  in  a  few  days 
have  a  very  favorable  effect  upon  the  soldiers,  or  if  they  should 
take  any  resolution  from  despair,  on  receiving  notice  of  it,  we 
should  then  be  in  a  better  condition  to  resist  their  outrages ;  that 
we  would  immediately  mate  every  effort  in  our  power  to  answer 
the  wishes  of  Congress. 

The  committee  replied  that  there  was  great  weight  in  these  ob- 
servations ;  that  prudence  required  that  means  should  be  used  for 
ascertaining  the  temper  of  the  citizens,  and  what  degree  of  assu- 
rance might  be  placed  in  their  exertions ;  that  this  should  be  done 
with  profound  secrecy,  to  prevent  the  soldiery  from  discovering 
what  was  in  agitation ;  that  if,  upon  making  ail  the  inquiry  whieh 
might  be  consistent  with  the  secrecy  with  which  this  business 
Vol.  xiii. — 42. 
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should  be  conducted,  Council  should  not  think  it  practicable  to  draw 
forth  an  adequate  force  immediately,  it  would  be  more  adviseably, 
&  intirely  the  sense  of  Congress,  that  none  should  be  drawn  forth; 
for  Congress  were  determined  to  proceed  by  coercion,  and  expected 
soon  to  have  a  force  that  could  be  depended  on ;  that  the  army 
might  be  relied  on,  and  that  proper  representations  had  been  made 
to  the  Commander-in-Chief;  that  as  to  the  want  of  ammunition,  we 
might  be  assured  that  we  could  be  supplied  with  any  quantity  of 
musquet  and  cannon  cartridge  in  fifteen  minutes,  one  of  the  com- 
mittee having  pointed  his  inquiries  to  that  subject,  and  his  informa- 
tion being  derived  from  a  person  whose  business  it  was  to  know.  We 
then  desired  that  the  ammunition  mentioned  by  the  committee  might 
be  secured,  least  it  might  be  discovered  and  seized  by  the  soldiers. 
The  committee  agreed  to  confer  with  us  again  next  morning,  and 
then  withdrew.* 


*  The  committee  of  Congress,  in  their  report,  have  fallen  into  several 
mistakes  by  confounding  facts  and  sentiments,  and  representing  them  as 
happening,  or  expressed,  at  times  when  they  had  not  happened,  or  were  not 
expressed.  These  mistakes  were  owing,  no  doubt,  to  the  quick  succession 
of  circumstances,  and  the  ideas  that,  without  noticing  dates,  in  consequence 
look  possession  of  the  mind.  The  obvious  construction  of  the  first  report 
is,  that  the  committee  informed  Council  "  of  the  letter  to  Congress  from  the 
Board  of  Serjeants,"  tho'  not  a  single  member  of  Council,  nor  the  Secre- 
tary, has  any  remembrance  of  its  being  mentioned  by  them,  nor  does  any 
member  now  know  what  that  message  was.  The  argument  annexed  to  it 
in  the  report  is  no  more  recollected. 

The  committee  say  that  Council  informed  them,  "  the  exertions  of  the 
militia  were  not  to  be  expected  from  the  repetition  of  the  insult  which  had 
happened,"  tho'  the  Council  only  said  "they  could  not  be  sure  that  such  an- 
other insult  would  produce  those  exertions." 

In  short,  to  shew  the  extreme  inaccuracy  with  which  these  reports,  to  be 
entered  upon  the  minutes  of  Congress,  and  preserved  among  the  archives 
of  the  Empire,  have  been  composed,  it  is  necessary  only  to  attend  to  that 
part  where  the  committee  say  that  "represented  to  Council,  that  Congress 
would  probably  continue  to  pursue  the  object  of  having  the  soldiers  in  their 
power,  unless  it  should  be  superceded  by  unequivocal  demonstrations  of 
submission  on  the  part  of  the  mutineers  ;  that  they  had  hitherto  given  no 
satisfactory  evidence  of  this  disposition,  having  lately  presented  the  officers 
they  had  chosen  to  represent  their  grievances,  with  a  formal  commission  in 
writing,  enjoining  them  to  use  compulsory  means  for  redress,  and  mena- 
cing them  with  death  in  ca«e  of  their  failing  to  execute  their  views." 

The  conference  in  which  the  committee  say  they  made  this  representa- 
tion, was  held,  according  to  their  own  report,  on  the  twenty-third  day  of 
June.  It  began  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning.  The  commission  from  the 
mutineers  to  the  officers  bears  date,  and  was  presented  to  the  officers  on 
that  day,  about  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning.  It  is  highly  improbable  that 
the  committee  should  have  discovered  its  contents  in  the  two  hours  that  in- 
tervened between  its  being  -presented  and  their  meeting  the  Council  ;  and 
the  improbability  is  increased  by  this  circumstance,  that  not  a  man  who 
was  in  Council  knew  anything  of  the  commission,  nor  remembers  to  have 
heard  a  9ingle  syllable  respecting  it  mentioned  by  the  committee  during  tho 
whole  conference. 

The  first  knowledge  Council  had  of  the  commission  was  on  the  twenty- 
fourth,  when  they  received  the  letter  from  Captain  Christie,  and  that  same  . 
day  they  sent  e  copy  of  it  to  Congress  by  their  Secretary. 
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After  the  committee  had  withdrawn,  we  resolved,  that  every 
member  of  Council  use  the  utmost  diligence  to  inform  himself  as 
to  the  practicability  of  collecting  a  sufficient  force  immediately  to 
carry  the  resolution  of  Congress  into  execution  ;  and  that  the  com- 
manding officers  of  regiments,  and  Captain  Morris,  of  the  Light 
Horse,  be  consulted  on  the  subject. 

The  next  morning,  Monday,  June  the  twenty-third,  we  met  in 
the  Council  Chamber,  and  the  President  laid  before  Council  the 
following  letter  : 

Philadelphia,  June  23rd,  1783. 

Sir: — We  have  the  honor  to  inclose  for  your  Excellency  and 
the  Council,  a  copy  of  the  resolutions  communicated  in  our  confer- 
ence yesterday.  Having  then  fully  entered  into  all  the  explana- 
tions which  were  necessary  on  the  subject,  we  shall  not  trouble 
your  Excellency  with  a  recapitulation.  But  as  the  subject  is  of  a 
delicate  and  important  nature,  we  think  it  our  duty  to  request  the 
determination  of  the  Council  in  writing.  We  have  the  honor  to  be, 
with  perfect  respect, 

Your  Excellency's  most  obedient  servant, 

A.  HAMILTON. 

After  considering  this  letter,  and  agreeing  to  a  resolution  upon 
it,  the  committee  came  in.  We  began  the  conference  by  saying, 
that  we  had  used  all  the  industry  we  could  the  preceding  day  and 
that  morning,  to  inform  ourselves  as  to  the  practicability  of  collect- 
ing a  sufficient  force  immediately  to  carry  the  resolution  of  Con- 
gress into  execution  in  the  best  manner;  and  that  all  the  com- 
manding officers  of  regiments,  except  one,  had  been  consulted  by 
us  on  that  subject;  that  the  result  of  our  inquiries  was,  that  the 
citizens  were  impressed  with  an  opinion  of  the  pacific  disposition  of 
the  soldiery  in  the  Barracks,  and  that  they  would  be  satisfied  with 
what  was  just  and  reasonable;  that  the  officers  also  declared  the 
militia  were  not  prepared  for  service ;  and  that  it  would  be  very 
imprudent  to  call  them  into  immediate  action  under  these  impres- 
sions, and  in  such  a  situation. 

We  desired  the  committee  would  be  pleased  to  consider  the  diffi- 
culties under  which  we  laboured  in  collecting  and  equipping  a  suffi- 
cient body  of  men  upon  such  an  occasion,  and  that  time  might  be 
allowed  for  communicating  the  proper  information,  and  urgiog  the 
proper  motives  to  bring  the  minds  of  our  fellow-citizens  into  a  cor- 
respondence with  the  views  of  Congress,  and  for  preparing  them  to 
act;  that  to  make  an  attempt  too  hastily  for  the  purpose  of  execu- 
ting their  resolutions,  or  to  give  assurances  that  it  should  be  exe- 
cuted without  a  reasonable  persuasion  that  we  should  not  be  mis- 
taken, would,  instead  of  evidencing  our  reverence  for  Congress,  be

to  betray  them  ;  that  therefore,  we  should  confide  in  the  candor  of 
the  committee,  and  in  the  magnanimity  of  Congress,  to  put  a  just 
construction  upon  our  conduct ;  that  the  soldiers  had  behaved  very 
peaceably  since  Saturday,  had  appointed  their  committee  to  confer 
with  us,  and  seemed  to  rely  upon  the  negotiation  which  they  had 
been  induced  to  commence,  with  the*  concurrence  of  the  President 
and  tbe  members  of  Congress  themselves,  who  had  sent  General  St. 
Clair  to  treat  with  them,  and  which  we  had  agreed  to  proceed  in, 
with  the  approbation  and  advice  of  the  President  of  Congress,  and 
the  members  who  had  been  spoken  to  on  the  occasion;  that  in  this 
state  of  affairs,  any  movement  to  collect  the  militia  might  be  re- 
garded by  the  soldiery  as  an  act  of  treachery,  and  unless  it  should 
be  rapid  and  efficient,  would  at  once  expose  Congress,  Council,  and 
our  fellow-citizens,  and  endanger  the  city. 

That  as  to  the  letter  of  the  committee  requesting  the  determina- 
tion of  the  Council  in  writing,  it  appeared  to  us  an  unusual  mode 
of  proceeding  in  conferences  between  committees  of  Congress  and 
the  Council  of  this  State;  that  this  mode  did  not  seem  to  be  in- 
tended by  Congress;  that  if  they  had  made  the  request,  we  should 
cheerfully  have  granted  it ;  if  they  should  now  make  it,  we  should 
not  hesitate  to  comply ;  that  we  had  received  from  the  committee 
a  verbal  and  most  tmportant  explanation  of  the  resolution  delivered 
by  them,  fully  confiding  in  the  honor  of  those  by  whom  it  was 
given;  and  that  if  the  committee  were  apprehensive  of  any  mis- 
take, we  wished  them  to  reduce  our  answer  to  writing  immediately, 
and  we  would  repeat  the  several  parts  of  it,  to  prevent  any  error. 

The  committee  said  they  were  sensible  of  the  difficulties  that 
occurred  ;  that  they  did  not  mean  that  the  conference  intended  be- 
tween Council  and  the  committee  of  the  soldiery  should  be  pre- 
vented ;  that  collecting  an  adequate  force  in  readmess  to  act,  would 
not  be  inconsistent  with  this  proceedure ;  that  as  to  the  conse- 
quences of  such  an  attempt  being  made  and  not  immediately  suc- 
ceeding, it  was  suggested  that  even  small  bodies  of  militia  might 
seize  certain  points  where  resistance  could  be  made  untill  the  rest 
of  the  citizens  should  come  to  their  aid ;  that  as  to  our  answer, 
they  acknowledged  we  had  thro'  this  whole  business,  acted  with 
great  candor  towards  them,  but  they  conceived  themselves  clearly 
justifiable  in  requesting  our  determination  in  writing,  and  instanced 
the  case  of  inferior  and  accountable  officers,  who  often  ask  and  sel- 
dom are  denied  such  an  answer;  and  that  the  reason  was  much 
stronger  that  it  should  be  given  to  a  committee  of  Congress. 

We  having  before  expressed  our  sentiments  on  the  other  points, 
only  observed  as  to  the  last,  that  in  onr  opiuion  the  case  mentioned 
did  not  apply  ;  that  it  might  be  very  proper  for  responsible  officers 
to  ask  for  answers  in  writing  to  justify  themselves  to  their  superiors, 
and  a  generous  condescension  in  the  persons  from  whom  they  were 
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solicited,  would  induce  them  to  comply  ;  but  the  committee  were 
a  part  of  the  body  representing  the  sovereignty  of  the  United  States, 
and  we  had  the  honor  of  representing  the  sovereignty  of  this  State. 
That  conferences,  especially  between  persons  vested  with  such  au- 
thorities, were  intended  to  obtain  a  free  and  full  communication  of 
sentiments  without  the  intetvention  of  writing,  and  that  no  incon- 
venience could  be  apprehended  from  proceeding  in  this  usual  method, 
as  each  party  could  rely  upon  the  integrity  of  the  other.  The  com- 
mittee withdrew,  and  the  Council  rose. 

In  this  unhappy  affair  we  found  ourselves  extremely  distressed. 
On  one  side  we  were  urged  by  the  representatives  of  the  United 
States  to  draw  forth,  and  employ  the  citizens  in  immediate  hostili- 
ties against  the  soldiers,  while  on  the  other  hand,  the  citizens  con- 
sidered them  as  objects  of  compassion  rather  than  of  terror  or 
resentment.  They  could  not  bear  to  avenge  the  dignity  of  Con- 
gress, accidently  and  undesignedly  offended,  by  shedding  the  blood 
of  men  whom  they  considered  as  having  fought  and  suffered  for 
the  American  cause,  and  perhaps  the  world  may  be  disposed  to 
ballance  the  charge  of  impolicy  in  this  conduct,  by  giving  credit 
for  the  humanity  of  such  a  behaviour. 

We  met  again  in  the  evening  at  the  President's  house,  and  in 
order  to  make  particular  communications,  we  directed  the  Lieu- 
tenants of  the  city  and  county,  all  the  field  officers  of  the  militia 
in  the  city  and  neighborhood,  and  Captain  Morris  of  the  Light 
Horse,  to  be  convened  to  meet  us  at  the  State  House  the  next  morn- 
ing at  ten  o'clock. 

Accordingly,  on  Tuesday  the  twenty-fourth,  we  met  in  the  As- 
sembly room :  Colonels  Shee,  Eyre,  Knox,  Marsh,  Read,  Will, 
Dean,  Henry,  Coates  ;  Majors  Rees,  Brown,  Ca$drop,McCullough, 
Boyd  and  Panaueke  ;  and  Captain  Morris;  only  one  field  officer 
being  absent. 

We  laid  before  these  gentlemen  the  message  we  had  received  on 
Saturday  from  the  soldiery,  and  our  own  resolution  thereon,  with 
the  resolution  of  Congress  passed  that  day.  We  informed  them 
that  the  committee  of  Congress  had,  in  a  conference,  explained  the 
said  resolution,  by  saying,  fehat  by  the  effectual  measures  therein 
mentioned,  Congress  meant  a  call  of  militia  into  actual  service,  and 
their  exertions  in  consequence  of  such  a  call;  that  there  was  reason 
to  believe  Congress  would  immediately  remove  from  this  State,  un- 
less they  should  receive  assurances  from  us  that  they  might  rely 
upon  the  effectual  measures  intended  by  the  said  resolution  being 
immediately  taken  for  supporting  the  public  authority ;  that  as  to 
the  want  of  ammunition  that  had  been  mentioned,  the  objection 
was  happily  removed,  we  having  been  assured  by  one  of  the  com- 
mittee of  Congress  that  we  could  be  supplied  with  any  quantity  of 
musquet  and  cannon  cartridge infifteen  minutes.  We  therefore  de- 
sired the  officers  to  give  us  their  sentiments  on  the  practicability  of 
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assembling  the  militia  in  such  a  manner  as  to  effect  the  purposes 
of  the  resolution  before  mentioned,  and  also  in  what  manner  a 
guard  of  five  hundred  men  could  be  most  quickly  collected  for  im- 
mediate defence,  to  be  relieved  by  the  militia,  in  consequence  of  a 
call  for  the  service  proposed.  In  the  .course  of  this  conference,  it 
was  asked  whether  some  kind  of  a  negotiation  had  not  taken  place. 
We  mentioned  what  had  passed  on  that  head.  After  some  time, 
we  retired  to  the  Council  Chamber.  Soon  after  we  came  into  the 
Chamber,  one  of  the  committee  of  Congress  entered,  and  informed 
the  President  that  he  thought  himself  bound  to  give  him  notice  of 
a  great  mistake  that  had  been  committed  by  the  person  from  whom 
he  had  received  his  intelligence  concerning  the  ammunition,  that 
person  having  in  a  late  conversation  told  him  there  were  not  more 
than  two  hundred  musquet  cartridges  to  be  found.  The  President 
took  this  opportunity  of  again  desireing  that  Council  might  not  be 
precipitated  into  measures  not  adapted  t»  the  present  circumstances; 
that  the  soldiers  had  now  been  quiet  for  three  years,  and  we  ex- 
pected every  hour  to  hear  from  their  committee;  the  gentleman 
said  that  no  report  in  writing  had  yet  been  made  to  Congress,  and 
that  for  his  part  he  should  be  for  taking  some  time  to  make  it,  for 
the  reasons  that  had  been  mentioned. 

In  about  an  hour  after  we  had  left  the  officers,  we  returned  into 
the  Assembly  room  to  them,  and  Colonel  Shee,  speaking  for  the 
company,  declared  it  to  be  their  opinion,  that  it  would  be  very  im- 
prudent to  make  any  call  of  militia  at  present,  as  they  were  con- 
vinced it  would  be  ineffectual  ;  that  if  the  negotiation  for  setling 
the  disturbance  should  not  succeed,  and  the  soldiers  should  insist 
on  unjust  and  unreasonable  things,  or  should  commit  any  outrage, 
they  would  be  willing  to  make  all  the  exertions  in  their  power  for 
preserving  the  peace  and  "  supporting  public  authority,"  and  would 
use  their  utmost  influence  for  disposing  the  minds  of  all  under 
their  command,  and  of  their  fellow-citizens,  to  join  in  such  mea- 
sures. 

We  then  directed  that  the  officers  should  have  their  respective 
commands  as  well  prepared  as  could  be  for  action,  on  the  shortest 
notice,  which  they  promised  to  do;  and  we  are  persuaded  that  if 
the  occasion  for  commencing  hostilities  had  appeared  as  pressing  to 
the  militia  as  it  did  to  some,  they  would  have  acted  with  the  same 
spirit  that  had  always  distinguished  them,  whenever,  in  their  judg- 
ment, the  object  claimed  their  exertions. 

Before  the  Council  adjourned,  we  received  the  following  letter 
and  inclosure  from  the  committee  appointed  by  the  soldiers,  vizt: 

Sir  : — Yesterday  morning  we  were  waited  on  severally  by  a 
committee  of  Serjeants,  who  handed  to  each  of  us  similar  appoint- 
ments, of  which  the  inclosed  is  one.  But  upon  their  being  objected 
to,  and  refused  as  inconsistent  with  the  powers  granted  them  and  dis- 
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honorable  to  us,  they  made  such  concessions  relative  to  us  as  were 
satisfactory,  so  far  as  we  could  take  up  the  business,  and  they  have 
confessed  their  conduct  on  the  twenty-first  instant  to  be  disorderly, 
and  have  promised  to  hand  in  their  concessions  as  soon  as  possible, 
which  will  immediately  lay  before  your  Excellency.  I  have  the 
honor  to  be,  your  Excellency's  most  obedient,  humble  servant,

Sir  : — You  are  hereby  appointed  by  the  non-commissioned  offi- 
cers and  soldiers  in  this  city  from  authority  they  have  from  the 
President  of  the  State,  and  General  St.  Clair  as  a  member,  to 
represent  them  in  committee  of  six  commissioned  officers. 

You  are  to  remember  that  every  effort  in  your  power  must  be 
exerted  to  bring  about  the  most  speedy  and  ample  justice,  and  even 
to  use  compulsive  measures,  should  they  be  found  necessary,  which 
we  declare  in  the  presence  of  Almighty  God,  we  will  support  you 
in  to  the  utmost  of  our  power.  Should  you  shew  a  disposition  not 
to  do  ail  in  your's,  death  is  inevitably  your  fate.  Signed  by  order 
of  the  Board.

Council  rose,  and  soon  afterwards  we  received  intelligence  that 
Congress  was  adjourned  by  their  President,  to  meet  at  Princetown 
on  the  Thursday  following. 

That  evening  we  met  again  at  the  President's  house,  upon  advice 
that  the  soldiers  meditated  an  attack  on  the  Bank.  We  resolved 
that  a  strong  guard  should  be  immediately  collected,  and  so  posted 
as/Hest  to  secure  that  important  object,  and  as  several  field  officers 
attended,  they  immediately  and  with  the  greatest  alacrity,  employed 
themselves  in  the  business.  The  President,  Vice  President  and 
General  Irvine,  directed  Captain  Stiles,  the  Commissary  of  Mili- 
tary Stores,  to  try  the  next  day  if  he  could  not  get  some  fixed  am- 
munition out  of  the  State  Magazine,  in  removing  powder  that  was 
private  property.  He  did,  and  thro'  the  pacific  or  careless  dispo- 
sition of  the  guard  of  soldiers,  got  out  a  considerable  quantity,  and 
distributed  it  as  ordered,  in  proper  places. 

Wednesday  the  twenty-fifth,  we  were  informed  that  the  soldiers 
were  in  a  very  tumultuous  disposition,  and   that  there  was  great 
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reason  to  apprehend  it  would  rise  into  some  violence,  as  their  ra- 
tions would  be  stopped  on  the  Friday  following. 
We  therefore,  came  to  the  following  resolutions  : 

In  Council,  Philadelphia,  Wednesday,  June  the  twenty-fifth, 
1783. 

Ordered,  That  the  Lieutenants  of  the  city  militia,  &ca.,  be 
directed  to  call  forth  a  guard  of  one  hundred  privates,  with  such 
number  of  officers  as  he  may  think  proper,  as  a  measure  indispen- 
sable and  immediately  necessary  to  secure  government  from  insult, 
the  State  from  disturbance,  and  the  city  from  injury.  Carpenter's 
Hall  is  assigned  for  the  place  of  meeting. 

Resolved,  That  the  different  officers  commanding  regiments,  be 
requested  to  hold  their  respective  commands  in  immediate  readi- 
ness for  action.  It  is  expected,  also,  that  they  will  meet  this  day 
as  soon  as  possible,  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  places  of 
and  signals  for  rendezvous.  A  report  of  their  proceedings  to  be 
made  to  the  President. 

Resolved,  That  the  Commissary  of  Military  Stores  be  directed 
to  issue  such  public  arms  and  ammunition  as  he  may  now  have  un- 
der his  direction,  to  the  militia  of  the  city  and  liberties,  upon  ap- 
plication of  the  different  officers  commanding  regiments. 

While  the  Clerk  was  copying  these  resolutions,  Captains  Chris- 
tie and  Symonds,  two  of  the  committee  of  the  soldiery,  presented 
to  us  the  three  papers  inclosed  and  marked  number  one,  two,  and 
three.  These  being  read,  it  was  unanimously  resolved  that  Coun- 
cil will  not  even  take  the  proposals  now  made  by  the  soldiers  into 
consideration,  unless  they  first  put  themselves  under  the  command 
of  their  officers,  and  make  full  and  satisfactory  submission  to  Con- 
gress. 

This  resolution  was  then  communicated  to  Captains  Chri/stie  and 
Symonds,  and  they  being  informed  that  it  was  our  unalterable  de- 
termination, were  directed  to  communicate  the  same  as  such  to  the 
soldiers. 

They  assured  us  this  should  be  immediately  done,  but  that  the 
soldiers  did  not  think  they  had  offended  Congress,  as  their  inten- 
tion on  Saturday  was  only  to  apply  to  Council.  They  then  pro- 
ceeded to  what  was  and  probably  would  be,  the  temper  of  the 
troops,  upon  receiving  this  answer  of  Council,  and  entreated  us  to 
take  all  the  measures  we  possibly  could  for  our  own  safety  and 
that  of  the  city,  as  everything  licentious  was  to  be  apprehended. 
On  this  intelligence,  Council  ordered  the  guard  to  be  increased  to 
five  hundred  privates. 

Wc  then  adjourned,  and  were  severally  employed  in  engaging 
the  militia  and  citizens  in  general  to  take  arms  immediately.  Our 
fixed  resolution,  insisting  on  a  submission  to  Congress,  the  hall  of 
the  Militia,  the  excellent  behaviour  of  the  officers  of  our  line,  in 
general,  the  industry  and   address  of  Colonel  Humpton,  in  repre- 
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Renting  to  the  Serjeants  then  in  town  the  dangers  that  surrounded 
them  by  these  operations,  and  intelligence  that  part  of  the  army 
was  in  motion  towards  the  city,  with  a  circumstance  that  happened 
very  opportunely,  threw  them  into  confusion.  The  circumstance 
was  this  :  A  Captain  Oarberry,  deranged,  and  a  Lieutenant  Sulli- 
van, two  of  the  Committee  appointed  by  the  soldiers,  and  the 
principal  instigators  of  the  disturbance,  were  so  much  alarmed  at 
the  measures  taken  and  the  accounts  circulated,  that  they  thought 
proper  to  fly.  They  first  wrote  a  billet  to  Mr.  William  Huston, 
another  of  the  Committee,  and  Adjutant  of  Colonel  Hampton  a 
regiment,  in  these  words  :  "  Consult  your  own  safety  3  we  cannot 
get  to  you."  H.  C. 

J.  S. 

This  note,  by  some  mistake,  was  delivered  to  Captain  Chrystie. 
He  and  Captain  Symonds  went  with  it  to  Colonel  Humpton.  He 
and  the  Captains  came  to  the  President,  and  brought  the  Serjeants. 
At  first  the  construction  was  doubtful,  but  in  a  short  time  it  was 
judged  that  the  meaning  was  agreeably  to  the  facts  just  stated. 
Colonel  Humpton  proposed  his  going  to  the  Barracks  with  the  Ser- 
jeants who  had  impeached  Captain  Carberry  and  Lieutenant  Sulli- 
van, and  were  now  in  a  proper  disposition  to  second  his  measures. 
He  did  so,  and  some  citizens  went  to  assist,  by  advising  the  soldiers 
to  behave  prudently  in  the  present  exigency.  After  some  time 
they  were  prevailed  upon  to  leave  their  arms  under  a  guard  at  the 
Barracks,  to  come  to  the  President's,  and  hear  what  he  should  say 
to  them.  They  came  and  paraded  before  his  house.  He  addressed 
them  on  the  subject  of  their  late  and  present  behaviour,  insisted 
on  their  giving  a  further  evidence  of  their  good  disposition,  and  of 
their  dutyfull  submission  to  the  offended  Majesty  of  the  United 
States,  by  compelling  the  soldiers  lately  arrived  from  Lancaster 
to  lay  down  their  arms  or  begin  their  march  for  that  place,  under 
the  command  of  their  officers,  at  the  end  of  twenty-four  hours,  un- 
less in  that  time  those  unhappy  men  should  return  to  a  sesase  of 
their  duty.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  address,  they  were  ordered 
to  repair  to  the  Barracks  under  the  command  of  their  officers,  then 
present,  and  behave  themselves  as  soldiers  ought  to-  do,,  and  they 
instantly  obeyed. 

The  next  day  at  twelve  o'clock,  the  soldiers  from  Lancaster  sub- 
mitted, and  soon  after  began  their  march  for  that  borough. 

The  President  immediately  communicated  accounts  of  these  trans- 
actions to  the  President  of  Congress  in  the  three  letters  inclosed. 
The  papers  relating  to  the  subsequent  proceedings  are  herewith  trans- 
mitted. 

Thus,  gentlemen,  we  have  laid  before  you  a  faithful  narrative  of 
this  affair,  composed  and  examined  while  every  circumstance  was 
exactly  remembered  by  us,  and  the  Secretary  will  deliver  to  you 
the  original  papers,  on  which  it  is  principally  foumled.     We  have 
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had  great  difficulties  to  encounter,  but  have  been  enabled  to  pursue 
that  tenor  of  conduct  which  we  have  held  by  the  perfect  unanimity  j 
that  subsisted  among  us,  thro'  every  stage  of  this  business. 

We  recollected  the  high  trust  reposed  in  us  by  our  country.  The; 
honor  and  tranquility  of  the  State,  and  the  lives  and  property  oil 
our  fellow-citizens  were  involved  in  our  deliberations.  We  could 
not  commit  these  pledges  of  the  public  confidence,  some  of  themj 
so  invaluable  and  revered,  to  the  dangers  necessarily  resulting  from  j 
hasty  and  violent  measures. 

While  thus  attentive  to  the  interests  of  the  State  and  our  fellow- 
citizens,  we  have  cheerfully  exposed  ourselves  to  every  hazard  that 
could  arise  from  a  firmness  of  opposition  to  the  demands  of  a  mu- 
tinous soldiery.  We  daily  and  regularly  assembled  in  the  Council 
Chamber,  in  our  usual  manner,  and  determinately  rejected  every 
proposal  inconsistent  with  our  characters  and  the  public  good.  It 
is  true,  we  have  been  insulted,  but  the  follies  or  faults  of  othersj 
cannot  diminish  the  dignity  of  those  who  take  care  not  to  impair  it 
by  any  unworthy  action  of  their  own. 

Upon  the  whole,  with  grateful  acknowledgments  to  the  Divine 
Goodness,  we  sincerely  rejoice  that  such  a  disturbance  was  quieted 
without  our  making  a  single  improper  concession,  and  without  cost- 
ing the  life  of  one  citizen  of  Pennsylvania.

The  following  messages  to  the  General  Assembly  upon  the  memo- 
rials of  the  officers  of  the  Pennsylvania  line  and  the  State  Navy, 
were  read  and  approved. 

A  message  from  the  President  and  the  Supreme  Executive  Council 
to  the  General  Assembly : 

Gentlemen: — Having  lately  received  the  inclosed  memorial 
from  the  officers  of  the  Pennsylvania  line,  we  think  it  our  duty 
immediately  to  communicate  it  to  our  Honorable  House. 

When  we  consider  that  the  commutation  of  five  years  full  pay 
in  lieu  of  the  half  pay  for  life,  for  which  last  the  faith  of  the  State 
has  been  pledged,  and  the  payment  of  the  other  debts  due  by  the 
United  States  may  be  assured  by  this  State,  without  interrupting 
or  weakening  any  Foederal  measures  for  accomplishing  these  just 
and  reasonable  contracts,  and  the  satisfaction  that  would  thereby  be 
given  to  our  fellow  citizens,  now  to  be  dismissed  under  many  dis- 
advantages from  the  service  to  which  they  have  so  long  devoted 
themselves,  we  cannot  but  sincerely  wish  that  they,  together 
with  the  deranged  officers,  may  obtain  the  solicited  confirmation  of 
rights  which  they  all  so  generously  consent  to  have  abridged. 

We  hope  the  attention  of  your  Honorable  House  is  already  so  far 
engaged  in  making  regulations  concerning  certificates,  that  all  the 
inconveniences  complained  of,  relating  to  their  transferr  and  authen- 
tication, will  be  removed. 

Adverting  to  the  subjects  brought  into  view  by  the  following 
part  of  the  memorial,  we  are  made  painfully  to  comprehend  the  full 
force  of  that  affecting  expression  of  the  Commander-in-Chief,  when 
iu  his  late  letter  to  Congress  he  says,  ''the  sensibility  occasioned  by 
a  parting  scene  under  such  peculiar  circumstances,  will  not  admit  of 
description." 

Humanity,  Justice  and  Gratitude  enforce  the  application  ;  and 
tho'  we  cannot  venture  to  point  out  the  mode  of  affording  relief, 
our  most  earnest  desire  is  that  it  may  be  granted,  in  such  manner 
as  in  your  wisdom  shall  be  best  approved,  and  early  enough  to 
prevent  the  distresses  now  threatening  to  overwhelm  men  who,  in 
fact,  are  become  liable  to  them  by  having  for  such  a  period  of  years, 
so  greatly  contributed  to  defend  their  country  from  destruction.

"The  report  of  the  committee  read  August  the  twenty-seventh 
inst.,  on  the  subject  of  Governor  Harrison's  letters,  was  read  the 
second  time  and  adopted,  as  follows,  vizt : 

u  Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  consideration  of 
Governor  Harrison's  letters  of  the  twelfth  of  June  and  twenty- 
third  of  July  last,  wherein  it  appears  that  complaint  hath  been 
made  to  the  Executive  of  the  State  of  Virginia,  by  a  number  of  the 
inhabitants  of  that  tract  of  country  which  falls  (by  the  extension 
of  the  temporary  line  betwixt  the  two  States)  within  *  the  bounds 
of  this  State ;  that  the  conditions  upon  which  the  said  line  was 
acceded  to  have  been  departed  from  by  this  State,  and  measures 
adopted  which  deprive  them  of  those  rights  which  they  held  under 
the  State  of  Virginia,  and  fully  confirmed  in  the  agreement  en- 
tered into  by  both  States  previously  to  the  running  the  aforesaid 
temporary  line;  also,  that  prosecutions  were  commenced  and  judg- 
ment awarded  against  the  officers  of  the  militia,  for  obeying  the 
orders  of  that  State  previous  to  the  running  said  line,  whereby  the 
late  citizens  of  that  State  are  harrassed  and  oppressed  withexpence 
for  performing  the  service  which  they  owed  to  their  country  j  duly 
considering  the  substance  of  the  foregoing  complaints,  together 
with  the  report  of  the  Prothonotary  of  Washington  county,  who 
was  directed  by  the  Executive  of  this  State,  to  inquire  fully  into 
the  aforesaid  premises,  beg  leave  to  report : 

H  That  the  foregoing  complaints  are  groundless  with  respect  to 
any  infringements  having  been  made  on  the  title  of  any  lauds  ac- 
quired under  the  State  of  Virginia,  and  that  any  suits  that  were 
instituted  against  Lieutenant  Colonel  Cox,  and  others,  were  owing 
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to  their  imprudent  conduct  in  executing  orders  that  were  issued  by 
that  State  subsequent  to  the  agreement  entered  into  by  this  and 
the  State  of  Virginia,  notwithstanding  in  the  trial  of  the  said  suit 
the  eaid  Colonel  Coxe  was  acquitted,  on  paying  the  Clerk's  fees 
only. 

"Your  committee  further  considering  that  part  of  Governor 
Harrison's  letter,  wherein  he  proposes  running  the  boundary  line 
between  this  and  the  State  of  Virginia,  as  agreed  upon  by  the 
Commissioners  at  Baltimore,  in  the  year  1779,  and  taking  into 
view  the  unhappy  situation  of  the  good  citizens  of  this  State  set- 
tled in  Washington  county,  &ca.,  and  the  evil  consequences  that 
may  attend  delay  in  matters  of  such  importance,  beg  leave  to  offer 
the  following  resolution  : 

"Resolved,  That  the  Supreme  Executive  Council  be  directed  to 
correspond  with  the  Executive  of  Virginia,  upon  the  subject  of 
fixing  the  mode  and  the  most  convenient  time  for  establishing  finally 
the  boundary  line  betwixt  that  and  this  State ;  and  that  they  be 
authorized  immediately  to  appoint  commissioners  on  the  part  of 
this  State,  who  in  conjunction  with  those  to  be  appointed  by  the 
State  of  Virginia,  shall  run  the  said  line,  this  House  being  sin- 
cerely disposed  finally  to  ascertain  the  boundary  between  the  two 
States  as  speedily  as  possible." 

A  deed  was  examined  and  signed  by  the  President,  to  Colonel 
Francis  Murray,  conveying  a  tract  of  land  situate  in  Plumstead 
township,  in  the  county  of  Bucks,  containing  one  hundred  and 
eight  acres  and  one  hundred  and  nine  perches :  Seized  and  sold 
agreeably  to  law,  as  the  estate  of  Joseph  Doan,  an  attainted  tray- 
tor,  for  the  sum  of  four  hundred  and  forty  pounds  eight  shillings 
specie.     Deed  dated  the  eleventh  of  September,  1783.

By  the  President  and  Supreme    Executive  Council  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania. 

A  PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas,  By  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, intitled  "An  Act  to  encourage  the  speedy  apprehending 
and  bringing  to  justice  divers  robbers,  burglars  and  felons, "  reci- 
ting that  "  Whereas,  Caleb  Paul,  John  Paul,  Robert  Steel,  Aaron 
Doan,  Mahlin  Doan,  Eward  Connard,  Henry  Connard,  Jeremiah 
Cooper,  Amos  White,  Joseph  Doan,  Abraham  Doan,  Levi  Doan  and 
George  Sinclare,  have  been  duly  attainted,  by  outlawry,  in  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  this  State,  of  several  robberies,  burglaries  and 
felonies,  by  them  committed  within  the  same;  notwithstanding 
which  attainders  they  continue  to  perpetrate  the  like  offences,  to 
the  great  disquiet,  terror  and  impoverishing  of  many  of  the  good 
citizens  of  this  Commonwealth :  And  whereas,  Gideon  Vernon, 
Thomas  Bulla,  Amos  Williams,  Edward  Richardson  and  George 
Burns,  are  suspected  and  charged,  and  it  appears  to  the  Legislature 
that  there  is  good  cause  to  suspect  and  charge  them,  and  every  of 
them,  with  being  accomplices  in  the  aforesaid  robberies,  burglaries 
and  felonies ;  which  crimes  might  be,  in  a  great  measure,  prevented 
in  future,  and  the  said  offenders  be  speedily  brought  to  justice,  if 
due  encouragement  be  given  to  such  as  shall  vigorously  endeavour 
the  apprehending  the  said  malefactors,  and  some  severe  punishment 
inflicted  on  such  as  shall  hereafter  receive  or  buy  money  or  goods 
by  them  or  any  of  them  stolen,  knowing  the  same  to  be  so,  or  shall 
receive,  relieve,  harbour,  comfort  or  assist  the  said  offenders,  or  any 
of  them." 
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It  was,  therefore,  enacted  in* the  words  following  to  wit :  "That 
from  and  after  the  publication  of  this  act,  all  and  every  person  and 
persons,  who  shall  apprehend  and  take  the  aforesaid  Caleb  Paul, 
John  Paul,  Robert  Steel,  Aaron  Doan,  Mahlin  Doan,  Edward  Con- 
nard,  Henry  Connard,  Jeremiah  Cooper,  Amos  White,  Joseph  Doan, 
Abraham  Doan,  Levi  Doan,  George  Sinclare,  Gideon  Vernon, 
Thomas  Bulla,  Amos  Williams,  Edward  Richardson  and  George 
Burns,  or  any  of  them,  and  deliver  them  or  him  to  the  Sheriff  of 
any  county  in  this  State,  in  the  common  gaol  of  the  same  county, 
or  to  the  keeper  of  any  gaol  there,  and  obtain  a  certificate  thereof 
from  such  Sheriff  or  Gaoler,  which  one  of  them  is  hereby  authorized 
and  required  to  give  upon  such  delivery,  shall,  on  producing  the  said 
certificate  to  the  President  or  Vice  President  in  Council,  the  same 
being  countersigned  by  one  of  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  or 
any  two  Justices  of  the  Peace,  receive  an  order  on  the  Treasurer  for 
the  sum  of  three  hundred  pounds  for  each  and  every  of  the  persons 
aforesaid  so  taken  and  delivered ;  and  the  Sheriff  and  Gaoler  are 
hereby  im  powered  and  required,  without  any  mittimus  or  other  autho- 
rity, to  receive  the  said  offender  or  offenders  so  delivered  in  such  gaol, 
and  them  or  him  to  keep  safe,  until  thence  discharged  by  due  course 
of  law,  under  penalty  of  being  punished  as  for  a  wilful  escape  of  a 
capital  felon,  and  in  case  any  dispute  shall  happen  to  arise  between 
the  persons  so  apprehending,  taking  and  delivering  the  said  offend- 
ers, touching  the  right  and  title  to  the  said  reward,  that  then  the 
said  Judge  or  Justices  so  respectively  countersigning  as  aforesaid, 
shall,  together  with  the  said  certificate,  direct,  in  writing,  under  his 
or  their  hands,  the  said  reward  to  be  paid  to  and  amongst  the  par- 
ties claiming  the  same,  in  such  shares  and  proportions  as  to  the 
said  Judge  or  Justices  shall  seem  just  and  reasonable  j  that  if  any  of 
the  offenders  herein  before  named,  or  any  other  person  who  has 
committed  any  robbery  or  burglary,  being  out  of  prison,  shall, 
from  and  after  the  publication  of  this  act,  apprehend  and  take,  and 
cause  to  be  delivered  as  aforesaid,  two  or  more  of  the  said  persons 
before  named,  who  have  been  outlawed  as  aforesaid,  or  two  or  more 
of  the  persons  herein  before  last  named,  so  as  two  or  more  of  the 
persons  last  named  shall  be  convicted  of  any  robbery  or  burglary, 
the  person  so  apprehending  and  delivering  in  the  first  case,  and  so 
apprehending  aud  prosecuting  to  conviction  in  the  second  case,  shall 
himself  have  the  reward  and  allowance  of  one  hundred  pounds, 
upon  producing  to  the  President  or  Vice  President  in  Council,  a 
certificate  signed  and  countersigned  as  before  mentioned,  together 
also  with  a  pardon  of  all  robberies,  burglaries  and  other  offences  not 
capital,  by  him  committed  at  any  time  or  times  before  such  appre- 
heuding  and  taking,  if  the  Supreme  Executive  Council  of  this  State 
shall  think  it  advisable  by  th^ir  proclamation  to  promise  the  same, 
which  pardon  shall  be  likewise  a  good  bar  to  any  appeal  brought  for 
such  robbery  or  burglary/' 
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We  do  hereby  declare  and  promise,  that  if  any  of  the  offenders 
herein  before  named,  or  any  other  person  who  has  committed  any 
robbery  or  burglary,  being  out  of  prison,  who  shall  apprehend  and 
take,  and  cause  to  be  delivered  as  aforesaid,  two  or  more  of  the 
persons  before  named,  who  have  been  outlawed  as  aforesaid,  or  two 
or  more  of  the  other  persons  herein  before  last  named,  so  as  two 
or  more  of  the  persons  last  named  shall  be  convicted  of  any  rob- 
bery or  burglary,  the  person  so  apprehending  and  delivering  in 
the  first  case,  and  so  apprehending  and  prosecuting  to  conviction 
in  the  second  case,  shall  himself  have  the  reward  and  allowance  of 
one  hundred  pounds  specie,  upon  producing  to  the  President  or 
Vice  President  in  Council,  a  certificate,  signed  and  counter-signed 
as  aforesaid,  together  also  with  a  pardon  of  all  robberies  and  bur- 
glaries, and  of  all  other  offences,  not  capital,  by  him  committed  at 
any  time  or  times  before  such  apprehending  and  talking. 

And  Whereas,  By  the  said  act  it  was  further  enacted  in  the 
words  following,  to  wit :  "  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  dis- 
cover any  One  or  more  persons,  who  from  and  after  the  publication 
of  this  act,  shall  have  received  money,  goods,  or  chatties,  that  have 
been  or  shall  be  feloniously  taken  or  stolen  by  the  offenders  herein 
before  named,  from  any  other  person,  knowing  the  same  to  be  so, 
or  shall  discover  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  receive,  relieve, 
harbour,  comfort,  or  assist  the  said  offenders,  or  any  of  them,  know- 
ing them  to  be  such,  so  as  he,  she  or  they,  so  discovered,  shall  be 
convicted  of  either  of  the  said  offences,  any  such  discoverer  shall 
have  a  reward  of  fifty  pounds ;  and  that  the  Judges  before  whom 
such  offender  shall  be  convicted  as  aforesaid,  or  one  of  them,  shall 
determine  and  settle  the  rights  and  shares  of  such  respective  per- 
sons who  shall  be  intitled  to  the  said  reward,  and  give  a  certificate 
thereof  (being  thereunto  required)  to  the  person  or  persons  so  in- 
titled  thereunto,  who  thereupon  shall,  on  application  to  the  Presi- 
dent or  Vice  President  in  Council,  receive  an  order  on  the  Trea- 
surer of  the  State,  for  the  aforesaid  reward.  That  in  case  any 
person  or  persons  shall  happen  to  be  killed  or  wounded,  so  as  to 
lose  an  eye,  or  the  use  of  any  limb,  in  apprehending  or  in  making 
pursuit  after  such  robbers,  burglars,  felons,  receivers  of  stolen 
money,  or  goods,  or  receivers,  harbourers,  comforters  of  such  rob- 
bers or  burglars,  on  proof  thereof,  at  the  Court  of  General  Quarter 
Sessions  of  the  Peace  and  G-aol  Delivery,  for  the  county  where  the 
same  shall  happen,  the  Justices,  or  three  of  them,  shall  give  a  cer- 
tificate thereof  to  the  Executor  or  Administrator  of  the  person  so 
killed,  or  to  the  person  so  wounded,  which  shall  intitle  them,  on 
application  to  the  President  or  Vice  President  in  Council,  to  re- 
ceive an  order  on  the  Treasurer  of  the  State,  if  killed,  for  the  sum 
of  three  hundred  pounds,  and  if  wounded  as  aforesaid,  for  the  sum 
of  on^  hundred  aod  fifty  pounds.  That  if  any  of  the  offenders 
herein  before  named,  shall  resist  any  person  or  persons  endeavour- 
VOL.

happen  to  be  killed,  or  if  any  of  them  shall  fly  from  any  person 
or  persons  endeavouring  to  apprehend  bim,  and  in  the  pursuit  the 
gaid  party  so  flying  shall  be  killed,  where  he 'cannot  be  otherwise- 
overtaken,  he  or  they  so  killing  shall  be,  and  hereby  are  justified  ;. 
and  in  case  any  prosecution  shall  be  commenced  against  any  person 
or  persons  for  the  same,  he  or  they,  may  thereto  plead  the  general 
issue,  and  give  this  aet  in  evidence ;  and  moreover,  he  or  they  so- 
killing  any  of  the  before  named  offenders,  (on  proof  thereof,  made 
at  any  Court  of  General  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  Peace  and  Gaol 
Delivery  for  the  county  where  such  killing  shall  happen,  and  the 
same  being  certified  by  the  Justices,  or  any  three  of  them,  who  are 
hereby  authorised  and  required  to  certify  the  sam<e,")  shall,  on  pro- 
ducing such  certificate  to  the  President  or  Vice  President  in  Coun- 
cil, receive  an  order  on  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  for  the  sum  of 
three  hundred  pounds.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  be  cal- 
led on  by  any  Justice  of  the  Peace,  Sheriff,  or  his  Deputy  ?  any 
Militia  officer,  Constable,  or  person  robbed,  to  go  in  pursuit  of  either 
of  the  said  felons  or  offenders,  their  aiders  and  abettors,  harbour- 
ers  or  conceallors,  and  shall  refuse,  he  or  they  severally,  on  convic- 
tion before  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  where  he  or  they  shall  reside,, 
shall  pay  a  fine  of  five  pounds  to  the  use  of  the  Commonwealth,  to- 
be  recovered  as  debts  of  five  pounds  and  under  are  recoverable  by 
law. 

We  do  hereby  charge  and  require  all  Judges,  Justices,  Sheriffs,, 
and  Constables,  to  make  diligent  search  and  inquiry  after,  and  te- 
nse their  utmost  endeavours,  and  all  other  persons,  when  called 
upon  as  aforesaid,  to  give  their  assistance  for  apprehending  and  se- 
curing the  aforesaid  felons  or  offenders,  their  aiders,  abettors,  and 
comforters,  and  every  of  them,  so  that  they  may  be  dealt  with  ac- 
cording to  law.

The  Comptroller  General's  report  upon  the  account  of  the  Hon'- 
ble  Christopher  Hayes,  Esquire,  late  Sub-Lieutenant  of  the  county 
of  Westmoreland,  were  read  and  approved,  and  two  orders  were 
drawn  on  the  Treasurer  in  his  favor  :  one  for  forty-one  pounds  four- 
teen shillings  and  six  pence,  State  money;  and  the  other  for  one 
hundred  and  forty-three  pounds  seven  shillings  and  nine  pence, 
ballance  of  his  account  as  Sub-Lieutenant  for  said  county,  to  be 
paid  out  of  the  money  arising  from  militia  fines  in  -  the  county  of 
Westmoreland. 

And  one  other  order  was  drawn  in  favor  of  the  said  Christopher 
Hayes,  Esquire,  for  fifty  pounds  nineteen  shillings  and  ten  pence 
specie,  in  full  for  provisions  furnished  by  him  to  the  persons  em- 
ployed in  running  the  Temporary  line  between  this  State  and  the 
State  of  Virginia, 

An  order  was  drawn  in  favor  of  Hon'ble  John  Piper,  for  the  sum, 
of  six  pounds  two  shillings  and  six  pence,  in  full  for  his  attendance 
in  Council  till  the  fourteenth  instant,  and  his  mileage. 

Frederick  Phile,  Esquire,  agreeably  to  order,  attended  in  Coun- 
cil, and  made  report  of  the  monies  in  his  hand,  subject  to  the 
draughts  of  this  Board. 

Upon  the  verbal  representation  of  Colo.  Richard  Humpton,  that 
many  of  the  recruiting  accounts  of  the  Pennsylvania  line  were  yet 
unsettled,  and  that  he  had  reason  to  believe  there  was  a  large  bal- 
lance due  to  the  State,  for  which  he  as  Superintending  officer  of 
ihat  duty  held  himself  responsible, 

Ordered,  That  the  ballances  due  to  the  State  by  the  several  re- 
cruiting officers  upon  a  settlement  of  their  accounts,  be  deducted 
from  the  sum  to  be  advanced  to  each  in  consequence  of  the  resolu- 
tion of  Assembly  of  the  twenty-second  of  September,  1783,  and 
that  they  be  added  to  the  fund  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Naval 
officer,  and  appropriated  to  the  purposes  of  the  aforesaid  resolu- 
tion. 

Resolved,  That  orders  be  drawn  agreeably  to  the  following 
arrangement,  as  settled  by  the  Comptroller  General  :
